Sib:  I  protest  against  the  administration  of  the  oath  of  office  to  Newcomb 
Clark  as  Bepresentative  in  the  State  Jjegislature,  and  against  his  admission 
to  a  seat  in  the  house  of  Bepresentative,  for  the  following  reasons: 

First — ^Because  the  district  from  which  said  Clark  claims  to  have  been 
elected  is  composed  of  the  county  of  Arenac  and  part  of  the  county  of  Bay, 
and  the  returns  of  the  eiection  were  not  canvassed  and  the  result  declared,  as 
provided  by  the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  viz.,  Sections  195  to 
201  inclusive  of  the  annotated  statutes  by  Howell,  but  that  the  only  canvass 
of  said  votes  made  was  by  the  canvassers  of  Bay  county,  as  more  fully  appears 
bj  the  certificate  hereto  attached  marked  Exhibit  A,  and  made  a  part  hereof. 

&coiuf— Because,  although  it  appears  from  such  canvass  as  was  made  that 
•aid  CJark  received  a  plurality  of  thirteen  votes,  yet  that  twenty-eight  of  the 
votes  so  received  by  him  were  cast  by  men  who  at  the  time  of  such  election 
veie  not  residents  or  voters  of  said  district,  but  who  were  at  work  in  the  lum- 
ber camps  in  Gladwin  county. 

TSff^-.Because  said  Clark  caused  a  spurious  and  fraudulent  ticket  to  be 
circoJited  among  the  voters  at  said  election,  in  the  likeness  and  similitude  of 
"Tiie  People's  Ticket,''  on  which  this  protestant  was  a  candidate,  with  said 
Clark's  name  printed  therein  in  place  of  the  name  of  this  protestant.

Sib — I  protest  against  the  administration  of  the  oath  of  office  to  Newcomb 
Clark  as  Representative  in  the  State  Legislature,  and  against  his  admission  to 
a  seat  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  for  the  following  reasons: 

Firsty  Because  the  district  from  whiph  said  Clark  claims  to  have  been 
elected  is  composed  of  the  county  of  Arenac  and  part  of  the  county  of  Bay, 
and  the  returns  of  the  election  were  not  canvassed  and  the  result  declared  as 
provided  by  the  statutes  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  viz. :  Sections  195  to 
201  inclusive,  of  the  Annotated  Statutes  by  Howell,  but  that  the  only  canvass 
of  said  votes  made  was  by  the  canvassers  of  Bay  county. 

Second,  Because  although  it  appears  from  such  canvass  as  was  made  that 
said  Clark  received  a  plurality  of  thirteen  votes,  yet  that  twenty-eight  of  the 
votes  so  received  by  him  were  cast  by  men  who  at  the  time  of  such  election 
were  not  residents  or  voters  of  said  district,  but  who  were  at  work  in  the 
lumber  camps  in  Gladwin  county. 

Thirdy  Because  said  Clark  caused  a  spurious  and  fraudulent  ticket  to  be 
circulated  among  the  voters  at  said  election,  in  the  likeness  and  similitude  of 
"The  People's  Ticket'' on  which  this  protestaut  was  a  candidate,  with  said 
Clark's  name  printed  thereon  in  the  place  of  the  name  of  this  protestant.

OinSemen  of  the  Senate  and  of  the  House  of  liepresentativos  : 

Section  eight  of  Article  five  of  the  constitution  of  this  State  makes  it  the  duty 
of  th^  Governor  at  the  close  of  his  official  term  to  give  to  the  next  Legislature 
^in/ormatioii  bj  message  of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such 
to  them  as  he  shall  deem  expedient.'' 


FINANCIAL  CONDITION. 

The  finiiP<^'^l  condition  of  the  State  is  most  satisfactory.    At  the  dose  of  the 
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fiscal  year,  the  balanoe  in  the  State  treasury  was  11,142,330.69.  Every  indebted- 
ness of  the  State  is  provided  for,  the  balanoe  in  sinking  fond  being  more  than 
enough  to  pay  the  bonded  indebtedness,  which  unfortunately  is  not  due  till  1890. 
I  join  with  the  Treasurer  in  recommending  that  the  law  be  amended  so  that 
the  primary  school  interest  fund,  now  paid  by  the  Treasurer  in  May,  be  made 
payable  semi-annually  in  May  and  November.  It  will  prevent  the  Treasurer 
holding  a  large  sum  of  money  for  seven  or  eight  months,  and  be  more  cdnven- 
lent  for  the  school  districts. 

FIBB  BELIEF. 

The  Fire  Belief  Commission,  by  its  report  of  Deo.  7,  1882,  had  in  its 
hands  at  that  date  fco  meet  allotments  which  bad  been  made  to  three  school  dis- 
tricts ''to  be  paid  when  buildings  have  been  completed  "  the  sum  of  1823.75. 

Its  report  of  Dec.  18, 1884,  shows  the  following  disbursements:

The  work  of  this  Commission  involving  great  labor  and  responsibility,  was 
intelligently  and  faithfully  performed.  For  every  expenditure  proper  vouchers 
have  been  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  General  The  State  owes  the 
Commissioners  a  debt  of  gratitude  for  their  valuable  services,  so  cheerfully  and 
promptly  given,  to  relieve  the  sufferers  from  the  disastrous  fires  of  1881. 

MICHIGAN  UinVERSITY. 

In  common  with  most  citizens  of  Michigan  I  regard  with  increasing  interest 
the  growing  prosperity  of  our  noble  University  at  Ann  Arbor.  Its  wants  will  be 
presented  to  you  in  detail  by  the  Board  of  Begents,  and  will,  I  have  no  doubt, 
receive  your  favorable  consideration.  About  i26,000  will  be  needed  for  each  of 
the  years  1885  and  1886  to  aid  in  defraying  current  expenses,  and  for  additions 
to  its  library.  A  considentble  sum,  say  1 16,000  to  f;20,000,  is  necessary  for  much 
needed  repairs  to  buildings,  and  which  cannot  be  longer  delayed.  You  may  per- 
haps also  be  asked  for  $25,000  for  a  new  building  and  the  necessary  machineiy 
and  apparatus  for  a  mechanical  laboratory.  If  the  State  desires  that  the  Uni- 
versity should  meet  the  growing  demand  for  instructors  of  engineers  and  other 
directors  of  industry  in  mechanical  processes  a  new  laboratory  is  indispensable. 
The  building  now  occupied  for  that  purpose  is  an  abandoned  wooden  carpenter's 
shop.  Already  many  valuable  models  have  been  acquired  by  donation,  and  I 
trust  you  will  see  the  importance  of  making  this  department  of  the  University, 
to  which  public  attention  is  now  so  specially  directed,  like  its  other  departments, 
an  honor  to  the  State. 

I  think  the  time  has  come  when  the  practice  of  making  appropriations  by 
each  Legislature  to  meet  deficiencies  in  current  expenses  for  the  regular  work  of 
the  University  should  be  abandoned.  I  think  such  expenses  should  be  provided 
for  in  a  manner  more  consonant  with  the  dignity  of  the  University,  and  that 
shall  give  confidence  to  its  managers  in  laying  out  its  work.  This  can  be  easily 
done  by  increasing  the  1-20  mill  tax  to  that  of  1-10  or  1-12.  It  should  be  a  mat- 
ter of  congratulation  and  not  of  regret  that  the  growth  of  the  University  and 
its  consequent  needs  cannot  be  provided  for  by  a  tax  which  a  dozen  years  ago 
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seemed  to  be  ample  for  the  purpose.    I  commend  the  matter  to  your  careful  con- 
aderation. 

STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

For  the   State  Normal  School  at  Ypsilanti,  132,600  is  asked  for  current 

expenses  for  the  year  1885  and  133,600  for  1886.    A  special  appropriation  of 

t50yOOO  is  asked  to  erect  a  new  building  for  study-hall,  practice  school,  and  the 

department   of  physical  sciences.    The  rapidly  increasing  attendance  at  the 

Normal  Scho^^l,  notwithstanding  a  much  greater  stringency  in  the  requirements 

for  admission  and  the  adding  of  a  year  to  the  lowest  English  course,  indicates  a 

healthy  and  permanent  growth,  that  is  not  fully  expressed  by  the  figures  which 

giTe  the  ratio  of  increase.    The  demand  for  more  room  should,  I  think,  be  met 

by  the  present  Liegislature.    A  delay  of  two  years  would,  I  fear,  cripple  the  insti- 

totion  and  retard  its  growth.    I  have  no  doubt  you  wiU  give  the  matter  that 

csieful  consideration  which  its  importance  demands. 

COMMON   SCHOOLS. 

In  my  message  of  two  years  ago  I  called  the  attention  of  the  Legislature  to 
the  fact  that  the  public  schools  of  the  State  are  maintained  wholly  by  taxation, 
the  reason  assigned  being  that  a  certain  amount  of  education  is  necessary  to  an 
intelligent  exercise  of  the  elective  franchise.  I  asked  that  in  justice  to  taxpayers 
the  amoxmt  of  education  necessary  to  good  citizenship,  and  which  the  State  is 
bound  to  supply,  should  be  determined  as  nearly  as  possible.  If  the  district  school 
can  torn  out  intelligent  voters,  why  sustain  expensive  high  schools  in  cities  by 
public  tax  ?  If  high  school  instruction  is  necessary  to  mtelligent  voting,  why  not 
insist  on  the  maintenance  of  a  high  school  in  every  township,  so  that  every  citizen 
may  be  qualified  to  vote  intelligently?  The  taxpayers  of  cities  have  a  right  to 
enquire  why  it  costs  so  much  more  to  train  up  a  voter  in  the  city  than  it  does  in 
the  coontry.  I  believe  the  time  has  come  when  this  question  should  be  carefully 
ooDsidered  by  the  Legislature. 

We  have  in  this  State  not  far  from  7,000  school  districts  with  21,000  school 
oflloers  to  direct  and  superintend  them.  By  making  each  township  one  school 
district  the  districts  and  officers  would  be  r^uced  to  about  one-sixth  the  present 
number— oyer  17,000  officers  would  be  dispensed  with.  When  we  consider  the 
number  of  sisters,  cousins,  and  aunts,  not  to  mention  brothers,  cousins,  and 
uncles  retained  in  our  schools  by  this  army  of  17,000,  the  magnitude  of  the 
change  becomes  apparent  While  it  may  be  easy  to  find  in  every  township  men 
thorooghly  familiar  with  school  affairs  and  competent  to  assume  their  manage- ^ 
mant,  there  are  many  school  districts  not  so  fortunate.  The  changing  of  school 
district  boundaries,  so  oommon  under  the  present  system,  to  avoid  taxation,  to 
make  non-resident  land  owners  assist  in  building  as  many  school-houses  as  possi- 
ble, or  to  provide  for  putting  two  quarrelsome,  mischief-makers  in  different  school 
districts  to  plague  both,  would  be  avoided.  The  burden  of  taxation  would  be  equal- 
ized throoghont  the  township,  a  few  large  landholders,  unblessed  with  children  of 
school  age,  could  not  form  themselves  into  a  school  district  and  escape  their  just 
share  of  taxation  for  educational  purposes,  and  the  poorer  sections  of  a  township 
would  enjoy  as  good  educational  advantages  as  any  other.  Children  could  attend 
the  nearest  school  in  their  township,  and  the  convenience  of  pupils  would  be  more 
fifcely  to  control  in  the  selection  of  sites  for  school-houses.  I  know  of  no  import- 
int  reasons  why  the  change  should  not  be  made,  and  in  the  interests  of  justice, 
economy,  convenience,  arid  a  better  system  of  school  supervision,  I  recommend 
tbai  each  township  in  the  State  be  made  by  law  a  single  school  district.  ^ 
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AGBICULTUBAL  COLLEGE. 

The  receipts  of  this  institution  and  interest  on  College  lands  are  expected  to 
pay  salaries  and  current  expenses.  Appropriations  for  farm,  necessary  repairs, 
new  buildings,  etc.,  amounting  to  about  <;36,000,  will  be  asked  for  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees.  Besides  this,  a  sum,  not  yet  estimated,  to  establish  a  mechanical 
department  and  provide  for  a  military  school  will  be  asked  for.  The  progress 
and  aims  of  this  institution  will  warrant  liberal  appropriations  at  your  hands. 
My  personal  acquaintance  with  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  their  views  and 
methods,  warrant  me  in  assuring  you  that  such  appropriations  will  be  well  and 
economically  used. 

STATE  WEATHER  SEBVICE. 

Most  of  the  operations  of  agriculture  are  largely  dependent  on  the  weather, 
and  a  knowledge  of  its  impending  changes  is  of  great  value  to  this  vast  indus- 
try. The  destruction  of  property  and  impairment  of  value  by  a  single  storm 
have  reached  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars.  Timely  warning  of  such  com- 
ing changes  of  weather  might  prevent  a  large  part  of  this  waste.  The  benefits 
of  storm  signals  to  navigators  are  too  well  known  to  permit  the  thought  of 
abandoning  them — yet  equal  or  even  greater  benelBts  are  in  store  for  agriculture 
by  timely  warnings  of  approaching  storms  of  destructive  waves  of  cold  or  deso^ 
lating  winds. 

A  State  weather  service  which,  besides  collecting  and  disseminating  informa- 
tion in  regard  to  the  meteorology  of  our  State,  shall  place  itself  in  such  relations 
to  the  signal  service  on  the  one  hand  and  the  railways  and  mail  service  on  the 
other  as  to  give  the  earliest  possible  information  in  regard  to  impending  changes 
of  the  weather  which  threaten  agricultural  interests,  would  repay  a  hundred  fold 
the  cost  of  ite  maintenance.  The  grain  grower,  the  hay  maker,  the  stock 
raiser,  and  fruit  culturist  are  alike  interested  in  such  predictions  of  tiie  weather. 

As  the  University  has  been  made  the  center  of  our  professional  instruction, 
the  Normal  School  the  nucleus  of  all  that  pertains  to  our  oommon  school  sys* 
tem,  BO  the  State  Agricultural  College  should  be  the  center  of  agriculture  in  ite 
scientific  aspect  and  relations.  I  think,  therefore,  the  Stete  weather  service 
should  be  placed  at  the  State  Agricultural  College  and  associated  with  ite  work 
and  effort.  Endowed  and  equipped  for  investigating  and  teaching  the  sciences 
which  lie  at  the  basis  of  agriculture,  the  College  should  become  the  center  for 
collecting  and  disseminating  all  scientific  information  relating  to  agriculture. 
The  collecting,  compiling,  and  publishing  the  crop  reporte  properly  belong  to  the 
Agricultural  College  rather  than  the  Department  of  Stete.  I  commend  the 
subject  to  your  thoughtful  consideration,  trusting  that  the  intereste  of  producers 
will  receive  as  much  attention  at  your  hands  as  has  been  given  to  the  carriers  of 
farm  producte. 

STATE    LIBRARY. 

The  Stete  Library  is  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  ite  management  all 
that  could  be  desired.  The  appropriation  asked  is  $3,000  for  each  of  the  years 
1885  and  1886,  and  is  moderate. 

DEAF  AND  DUMB  INSTITUTION. 

For  the  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  at  Flint  the  sum  of  150,000  is 
asked  for  current  expenses  for  each  of  the  years  1885  and  1886,  or  about  tl90 
per  capite  should  the  average  attendance  be  the  same  as  during  1884.  For  special 
purposes,  the  sum  of  136,825  is  asked.    Of  this  sum,  112,500  is  intended  for  new 
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heating  apparatus.  The  cost  of  heating  the  building  imperfectly  under  the 
preaent  system  is  about  (6,000  per  year,  and  it  is  estimated  that  at  least  one-third 
this  sum  may  be  saved,  and  better  results  as  to  heating  obtained,  by  the  adoption 
of  an  improved  method.  The  sum  of  $10,000  is  asked  for  the  purchase  of 
Additional  land,  and  it  will  be  economy  on  \he  part  of  the  State  to  make  the 
porchase.  It  will  furnish  much  needed  pasturage,  provide  outdoor  employment 
for  the  pupils,  and  reduce  largely  the  expense  account  for  milk,  butter,  and 
tegetables,  I  can  heartily  recommend,  from  personal  knowledge  and  investiga- 
tion, the  special  appropriation  asked  for  by  this  institution. 

MICHIGAN  SCHOOL  FOR  THB  BLIND. 

For  the  Michigan  School  for  the  Blind,  at  Lansing,  the  sum  of  131,000  is 
asked  Ux  each  of  the  years  1885  and  1886  for  current  expenses,  or  about  (480.00 
per  capita  if  the  number  of  pupils  should  be  the  same  as  during  1884.  The 
appiopriation  for  1884  was  about  (400.00  per  capita  of  the  average  number  of 
lehokurs  in  attendance  during  that  year.  The  reasons  tot  the  large  increase  in 
oost  per  capita  at  this  institution  over  that  at  Flint  and  other  pl^oes,  should,  I 
think,  be  inquired  into  before  an  appropriation  is  made. 

For  special  purposes,  the  sum  of  133,420  is  asked.  Of  this  sum,  118,000  is 
asked  to  erect  a  chapel  and  dining-rooms.  I  can  see  no  necessity  for  this  expen- 
ditoie  at  this  time,  or  indeed  in  the  near  future.  During  the  past  two  years, 
a  new  wing  was  added  to  the  main  building  at  a  oost  of  ^5,000,  and  while  the 
proposed  new  chapel  and  dining-rooms  would  make  the  building  more  complete, 
I  cannot  bat  think  it  would  better  be  deferred  tiU  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of 
piqiils  shidl  make  it  necessary. 

.  INDUSTKIAL  HOME  FOR  GIBL8. 

FiW'the  Indnstrial  Home  for  Girls  at  Adrian  $42,600  is  asked  for  each  of  the 
3Pears  1885  and  1886  for  current  expenses,  or  about  $280.00  per  capita  should 
the  number  of  inmates  be  the  same  as  during  1884.  For  special  purposes  the 
sum  of  $26,500  is  asked,  which  sum  includes  $19,000  for  a  new  cottage  and 
famishing.  I  do  not  think  anything  should  be  expended  at  present  in  enlarging 
this  institution.  I  think  every  effort  should  be  put  forth  to  secure  homes  in 
families  for  its  inmates  as  soon  as  it  can  reasonably  be  done,  and  do  not  think  a 
prolonged  residence  in  any  institution  of  this  kind,  no  matter  how  well  managed, 
k  of  sdvantage  to  the  average  girl  usually  to  be  found  there.  In  families  and 
m  society  is,  I  think,  their  b^  security  and  greatest  chance  for  permanent 
reform  as  soon  as  they  have  been  brought  to  realize  their  condition  and  make 
good  resolutions  for  the  future.  In  this  direction,  rather  than  in  establishing  a 
great  institution,  I  think  our  efforts  should  be  directed. 

STATE  HEFORM  SCHOOL. 

For  the  State  Beform  School  at  Lansing  the  sum  of  $52,000  is  asked  for  each 

of  the  years  1885   and  1886,  and  is  deemed  reasonable.     For  special  purposes 

the  sum  ot  $61,500  is  asked.     Of  this  sum  $40,000  is  to  be  used  in  rebuildmg 

the  oenter  of  the  main  building,  and  is  absolutely  necessary.    Before  appropriat- 

mg  the  som  ot  $(18,000  asked  to  build  another  double  cottd^e  I  think  it  would  be 

well  to  consider  if  something  cannot  be  done  to  reduce  the  number  of  boys  in 

the  school.    I  join  with  the  Board  of  Charities  in  regretting  ''that  there  is  a 

teeming  necessity  for  again  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  Beform  School ;  that 

exirthig  ag^icies  have  :&iled  to  provide  elsewhere  for  the  considerable  number 
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of  boys  nnwisely  and  unnecessarily  committed  to  the  Institution  ;  and^  that  so 
few,  comparatively  speaking,  have  found  places  in  private  families." 

STATE  PUBUO  SCHOOL. 

For  the  State  Public  School  at  Coldwater  $39,000  is  asked  for  each  of  the 
years  1885  and  1886  for  current  expenses  being  less  than  $90.00  per  capita 
should  the  number  of  children  cared  for  be  the  same  as  during  1884.  A  special 
appropriation  of  $12,000  is  asked  for,  to  cover  nineteen  items  enumerated  in  the 
Superintendent's  report,  and  which  are,  I  think,  all  necessary. 

ASTLITMS  FOB  THE  INSANE. 

The  state  provides  for  the  support  of  our  insane  asylums  by  general  law.  An 
amount  sufficient  for  a  staff  of  officers  as  large  as  would  be  required  if  the  insti- 
tution was  full,  is  authorized  to  be  drawn  annually  for  the  payment  of  salaries. 
The  Board  of  Control  of  each  asylum  is  required  to  determine  by  careful  trial 
and  observation,  for  a  sufficient  time  to  secure  accuracy,  the  actual  cost  per  week 
for  each  patient  of  board,  clothing,  laundry,  fuel,  light,  and  all  ordinary  current 
expenses,  and  fix  this  as  the  price  per  week  for  the  ensuing  year.  At  the  price 
per  week  thus  fixed  the  officers  of  the  asylum  draw  from  the  general  fund  an 
amount  equal  to  the  average  number  of  State  patients  cared  for.  Accounts  are 
made  out  in  the  same  way  against  counties  for  county  patients.  It  is  only  when 
new  buildings  are  to  be  erected,  permanent  improvements  made,  or  special  needs 
developed  that  the  Legislature  is  called  upon  for  appropriations. 

It  seems  to  me  a  like  system  might  be  adopted  by  the  other  State  institutions 
with  advantage  to  the  State.  Of  course  the  per  capita  would  vary  in  different 
institutions,  some  requiring  a  larger  number  of  teachers  or  attendants  according 
to  the  number  cared  for  than  others;  but  each  institution  would  be*to  some  extent 
a  check  upon  the  others,  waste  and  extravagance  would  more  likely  be  avoided, 
and  a  prudent,  careful  administration  secured.  It  would  also  be  a  great  saving 
of  the  time  of  the  Legislature  at  each  session,  and  remove  all  ground  for  the 
unseemly  and  possibly  unwarranted  charge  that  combinations  are  made  by  the 
several  boards  of  State  institutions  to  stand  by  each  other  and  thus  secure  appro- 
priations for  each  that  neither  alone  would  have  been  able  to  obtain. 

For  the  Michigan  Insane  Asylum  at  Kalamazoo  a  special  appropriation  of 
$25,000  will  be  asked.  The  purposes  for  which  this  sum  is  required,  are  a  car- 
penter's shop,  infirmary  at  male  department,  and  a  kitchen.  All  are  necessary, 
and  the  appropriations  should  be  made 'early  in  the  session. 

For  the  Eastern  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Pontiac,  a  special  appropriation  of 
$30,000  to  build  two  infirmaries  is  asked  and  should  be  granted. 

NOKTHBRN  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  INSANE. 

The  Northern  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Traverse  City  is  fast  approaching 
completion,  and  if  the  necessary  appropriation  is  made  early  in  the  session,  may, 
it  is  believed,  be  completed  at  the  time  limited  by  contract— October  1,  1885. 
The  amount  asked  for  is  $126,725.74:.  Of  this  amount  $53,623.73  is  for  heat- 
ing apparatus  and  plumbing,  and  this  work  should  be  commenced  immediately. 

The  condition  of  our  other  asylums  for  the  insane  makes  it  a  matter  of  the 
utmost  importance  that  there  be  not  a  moment's  unnecessary  delay  in  the  com- 
pletion of  the  Northern  Asylum.  The  Eastern  Asylum  at  Pontiac,  designed 
originally  for  540  patients,  to-day  gives  shelter  to  663.  In  a  recent  letter  Dr. 
Hurd,  the  Superintendent,  says:  "  Every  bed  is  occupied,  and  every  available 
space  to  put  a  bed  is  filled  up.    Every  vacancy  has  been  used  to  accommodate 
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urgent  cases.  In  the  majority  of  instances  if  a  patient  was  removed  in  the 
morning,  his  place  was  filled  before  night  Npt  a  day  passes  but  it  is  necessary 
to  refuse  patients  presented  for  admission."  At  Kalamazoo  Asylum  about  the 
same  state  of  things  exists.  Many  insane  persons  are  detained  in  our  county 
jidls  and  poor-houses,  where  for  lack  of  proper  treatment  their  chances  for 
recovery  are  imperiled.  Let  me  urge  that  the  appropriation  for  the  Northern 
Asylum  be  made  at  the  earliest  time  possible. 

IDIOTS  AND  IMBECILBS. 

There  is  no  State  provision  for  the  care  of  idiots  and  imbeciles.  A  school  and 
asylum  for  the  feeble-minded  has  been  urged  by  conventions  of  superintendents 
of  the  poor  and  by  conventions  of  county  agents  of  the  State  Board  of  Corrections 
and  Charities.  These  county  officers  are  familiar  with  the  condition  of  our  poor- 
bonseR«  in  nearly  all  of  which  are  a  greater  or  less  number  of  idiots^  who  are 
sometimes  almost  as  difficult  to  manage  as  msane  persons,  and  for  whose  special 
care  no  provision  can  be  made.  It  is  undoubtedly  true  that  under  special  train- 
ing feeble-minded  children  are  susceptible  of  mental  and  physical  improvement, 
and  it  isy  I  think,  clearly  the  duty  of  the  State  to  provide  for  this  class  of  nnfor- 
tunates.  If  the  birth  of  a  deaf  and  dumb  or  a  blind  chUd  is  regarded  as  a 
misfortane,  how  much  more  keenly  is  felt  the  birth  of  an  idiot  or  imbecUe.  To 
be  relieved  of  the  care  of  such  a  child  might  save  families  from  disintegration, 
and  conscientious,  watchful,  and  heart-broken  mothers  from  untimely  graves — 
victims  of  motherly  devotion  to  their  unfortunate  offspring.  I  trust  you  vrill  give 
this  matter  careful  consideration,  and  provide  for  the  care  of  this  unfortunate 
class  in  a  State  institution. 

PRISONS. 

For  the  Michigan  State  prison  at  Jackson  a  special  appropriation  of  114,000 
is  asked,  covering  five  items,  which  yon  vrill  find  in  the  Waiden's  report,  and  all 
of  which  I  deem  necessary.  The  matter  of  purchasing  a  strip  of  land  in  front 
of  the  prison  grounds  and  adjoining  thereto,  lying  between  Mechanic  and  Cooper 
streets,  has  been  for  years  regarded  as  a  mere  question  of  time,  so  essential  is  its 
possession  by  the  State  on  the  grounds  of  safety,  convenience,  and  completeness 
and  symmetry  of  the  prison  grounds.  I  believe  it  should  at  once  become  the 
property  of  the  State  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  as  shall  seem  most  feasible. 
For  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia  176,000  is  asked  for  current 
expenses,  and  $50,000  for  salaries  for  the  next  two  years,  also  a  special  appropria- 
tion of  $1,000.  For  the  items  and  reasons  for  these  appropriations  I  refer  you  to 
the  Warden's  report 

Our  prisons  at  Jackson  and  Ionia  maintain  toward  each  other  very  much  the 
relation  of  rival  manufacturing  establishments,  and  should,  I  think,  be  both 
placed  under  one  Board  of  Prison  Commissioners.  Que  is  regarded  as  a  place  of 
ponishment,  the  others  as  a  '^  Reformatory,"  and  yet,  from  the  character  of  the 
offenders  admitted  to  each,  it  would  be  difficult  to  determine  which  is  the  prison 
and  which  the  reformatory.  Hardened  offenders  are  committed  to  Ionia  to  mingle 
witb  those  who  have  been  committed  from  justices'  courts  for  misdemeanors,  and 
yoothfal  offenders  for  their  first  offense  sent  to  the  State  prison  at  Jackson. 

I  think  under  a  single  board  both  prisons  would  be  better  managed.  The  com- 

mimoners  should,  I  think,  be  empowered  to  determine  in  which  prison  criminals 

sboald  be  kept.     Iii  this  way,  by  a  weeding  out  process,  the  more  incorrigible 

ronid  reach  the  Sfcate  prison,  and  juvenile  offenders,  and  those  who  do  not  belong 

to  the  criminal  claas  at  all,  but  are  suffering  the  consequences  of  a  single  act  com- 
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mitted  in  a  moment  of  passion  or  under  circumstances  of  great  temptation,  would 
find  a  more  fitting  place  in  the  Beformafcory  at  Ionia. 

I  am  satisfied  that  an  arrangement  of  this  kind  would  be  better  than  the  pres- 
ent system  of  leaving  the  final  selection  of  a  prison  in  the  hands  of  the  circuit 
judges,  most  of  whom  seem  to  use  no  discretion  at  all  in  the  matter. 

I  think  the  Wardens  of  our  prisons  should  be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Prison 
Commissioners,  not  by  the  Governor,  and  should  hold  their  ofiices  during  good 
behavior;  and  that  sub-officers  of  prisons  should  be  appointed  by  the  Wardens, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Prison  Commissioners. 

PRISON  LABOB. 

The  system  of  contract  labor  in  our  prisons  should,  I  think,  be  abolished. 
The  articles  manufactured  should  be  sold  at  the  full  market  price,  the  convict 
and  family  or  dependent  relatives  receiving  the  whole  or  such  part  of  his  earn- 
ings as  the  prison  commissioners  may  deem  just. 

On  this  latter  point  I  feel  very  much  in  earnest.  The  applications  for  par- 
dons, which  occupy  so  much  of  a  Governor's  time,  reveal  the*tact  that  in  most 
instances  some  person  outside  the  prison  is  really  sufEering  more  than  the  con- 
vict himself.  The  prisoner  is  comfortably  housed  and  clothed;  has  regular, 
wholesome,  and  abundant  food,  and  all  needed  medical  attendance,  while  the 
dependent  father,  mother,  wife,  or  children  are  deprived  of  most  of  those  com- 
forts. Under  the  present  system,  if  sentence  is  to  be  imposed  on  the  party  to 
fiuffer,  these  dependent  ones  should  brought  into  court  and  sentenced  to  lose  the 
the  services  of  him  who  should  provide  for  their  wants,  and  to  be  deprived  of  the 
comforts,  if  not  necessaries,  of  life  for  the  period  prescribed  by  law. 

I  do  not  think  the  question  of  making  our  prisons  pay  their  expenses  should 
be  a  chief  consideration  in  their  management,  nor  do  I  think  the  State  has  any 
right  on  account  of  the  wrong-doing  of  the  son,  husband,  or  father,  to  appropri- 
ate his  earnings,  making  those  innocent  ones  that  God  has  committed  to  his  care 
the  principal  sufferers  by  his  crime. 

CONVEYING  PRISONERS. 

The  fees  of  sheriffs  and  constables  for  conveying  prisoners  under  sentence  to 
the  prisons  at  Jackson  and  Ionia  are  now  paid  by  the  State.  Numerous  com- 
plaints have  been  received  and  from  all  parts  of  the  State  in  regard  to  the 
exhorbitant  and  illegal  fees  charged  for  such  services.  Bills  have  been  regularly 
presented  and  paid,  claiming  more  mileage  than  by  the  usual  route.  An  extra 
day,  not  a  moment  of  which  was  spent  in  conveying  the  prisoner  or  returning, 
is  charged,  and  the  expenses  supposed  to  be  incurred  over  night  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  an  extra  day — including  supper,  lodging,  and  breakfast— are  charged  to 
the  State,  making  in  some  cases  nearly  double  the  legal  fees.  Such  bills  are 
sworn  to  as  a  correct  account  of  services  rendered  the  State.  The  Wardens  of 
the  prisons  have  also  called  my  attention  to  the  unnecessary  midtiplication  of 
guards  and  trips.  A  sheriff  will  invite  his  acquaintances  to  a  number  equal  to 
the  number  of  prisoners  to  be  conveyed  on  a  junketing  trip  to  Jackson  at  the 
expense  of  the  State.  An  officer  will  convey  three  meek  tramps,  anxious  to 
winter  at  Ionia,  at  three  trips  when  they  might  just  as  well  have  been  taken  at 
one  time. 

The  sum  drawn  from  the  State  treasury  by  these  reprehensible  and  dishonest 
practices  is  considerable.  I  am  disposed,  however,  to  regard  ite  demoralizing 
effect  on  officers  to  whom  are  entrusted  the  execution  of  the  laws  as  the 
most  serious  result.    It  might  seem  harsh  to  call  it  "robbing  the  State  by  per- 
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jury,"  and  yet  wlien  false  accounts  are  sworn  to,  and  payment  received  from  the 
State,  I  do  not  know  how  it  can  well  be  designated  in  milder  terms. 

Sevexul  plans  have  been  proposed  to  remedy  the  evils  complained  of.  I  think 
tiie  best  plan  will  be  to  make  the  conveying  of  prisoners  under  sentence  to  the 
prisons  of  the  State  a  charge  against  the  counties  from  which  they  are  sent. 
The  Boards  of  Supervisors  will  scrutinize  more  carefully  and  intelligently  such 
biUs  than  can  a  State  officer  who  knows  but  little  of  the  facts,  and  wUl,  I  think, 
put  a  stop  to  the  abuses  complained  of. 

BOABD  OF  CORRECTIONS  AND  CHARITIBS. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the/eport  of  the  State  Board  of  Correc- 
tious  and  Charities.  The  importance  of  the  work  done  by  this  Board  in  i*egard 
to  estimates,  and  in  the  general  oversight  of  our  charitable  and  penal  institu- 
tions can  hardly  be  overestimated.  Their  careful,  painstaking,  and  methodical 
iDTestigations  of  such  State  institutions  are  of  great  value  to  the  Legislature. 
Tneir  familiarity  with  the  history  and  every-day  workings  of  these  institutions 
gife  &em  better  opportunty  to  judge  of  their  needs  than  can  be  obtained  by 
committieos  of  tho  Legislature  from  hasty  visits  during  the  session.  After  two 
years*  close  familiarity  with  the  work  of  this  Board  I  can  heartily  indorse  their 
recommendations  as  worthy  of  the  highest  consideration. 

SWAMP  LAND  COMMISSIONER. 

Two  years  ago  a  bill  passed  the  Legislature  abolishing  the  office  of  Swamp 
Land  Commissioner.  I  vetoed  the  bill,  believing  that  the  services  of  a  Commis- 
fikmer  would  be  required  for  two  years  longer,  but  stated  in  my  veto  message  that 
"the  office  may  and  I  think  should  be  abolished  by  the  next  Legislature."  Dur- 
ing the  past  two  years  so  very  much  has  been  accomplished  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Swamp  Lands,  and  so  well,  that  I  now  agree  with  my  Bepublican  friends  that 
there  is  no  good  reason,  or  indeed  excuse,  for  continuing  the  office  any  longer. 

THE  IMMIGRATION  BUREAU. 

The  act  establishing  a  bureau  of  immigration  places  it  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Governor.  He  draws  the  necessary  funds  from  the  State  treasury,  audits  its 
biUs,  and  pays  them  from  the  funds  so  drawn.  He  is,  therefore,  in  a  position 
where  he  becomes  intimately  acquainted  with  its  operations  and  uses.  After  two 
years  careful  observation  of  its  workings  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Immigrar 
tion  Bureau  should  be  abolished.  As  I  found  it  organized  there  was  a  Commis- 
sioner at  a  yearly  salary  of  $2,000,  and  an  Assistant  Commissioner  at  a  salary  of 
11,500.  The  expenses  for  office  rent,  postage',  stationery,  incidental  expenses,  and 
bOls  for  advertising  amount  to  nearly  $5,000  per  annum.  During  the  past  two 
years  it  has  distributed  over  50,000  copies  of  the  book  ^'Michigan  and  its 
Besonrces"  in  English,  besides  small  amounts  of  the  German  and  French 
editions.  The  yearly  cost  for  books  which  are  furnished  by  the  State  prmter  is 
OTer  $3,000,  making  the  entire  annual  cost  of  the  Bureau  about  $11,500. 

Xearly  a  year  ago  I  dispensed  with  the  services  of  the  Commissioner.    Since 

that  time  the  efficient  Assistant  Commissioner  has  attended  to  all  the  duties 

prerioasly  performed  by  both  except  drawing  the  Commissioner's  salary.    I  did 

not  feel  at  liberty  to  interfere  any  farther,  but  have  permitted  the  Bureau  to  run 

as  I  fonnd  it,  leaving  it  to  the  Legislatare  to  determine  its  future. 

The  operations  of  the  Bureau  have,  I  think,  been  disastrous  to  our  workingmen. 
Id  numerous  newspapers  of  this  and  other  countries,  has  it  been  advertised  that 
ff^f^iffAn  18  a  desirable  place  to  emigrate  to,  and  that  her  official  commissioner  at 
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Detroit  is  prepared  to  give  all  necessary  information,  and  will  forward  to  any 
person  who  applies  for  it,  free  of  expense,  an  interesting  book  giving  yaluable 
information  on  the  subject.  Persons  out  of  employment,  or  dissatisfied  with  tbeir 
condition,  might  fairly  take  it  for  granted  that  they  were  very  much  wanted  in 
Michigan,  or  else  the  State  authorities  would  not  go  to  all  this  trouble  and 
expense  in  the  matter.  The  result  has  been  that  our  labor  market  has  been  over- 
crowded from  abroad,  and  this,  too,  at  a  time  when  our  laboring  men  were  suffer- 
ing for  want  of  remunerative  employment. 

It  is  possible  that  the  operations  of  the  Bureau  may  have  aided  railroad  and 
other  corporations  to  dispose  of  some  of  their  lands.  Indeed,  some  uncharitable 
persons  claim  that  it  was  originally  organized  to  afford  free  advertising  for  these 
corporations.  * 

I  recommend  that  the  Immigration  Bureau  be  immediately  abolished  and  its 
effects  transferred  to  the  State  Land  OfSce,  where  all  inquiries  in  regard  to  lands 
owned  by  the  State,  and  all  legitimate  demands  for  the  book,  *^  Michigan  and  its 
Resources,"  can  be  met  with  but  slight  expense  to  the  State. 

LABOB    BUBBAU. 

In  accordance  with  my  recommendation  of  two  years  ago  the  Legislature 
established  a  Bureau  of  Labor,  under  the  direction  of  a  Commissioner  and  Assist- 
ant The  work  of  investigation  has  been  conducted  earnestly  and  intelligently. 
A  volume  printed  during  the  past  summer  contains  valuable  statistics  and  sug- 
gestions in  regard  to  the  work  of  the  Bureau,  and  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  in 
regard  to  it.    I  commend  it  to  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

MINBBAL  STATISTICS. 

The  oflSce  of  Commissioner  of  Mineral  Statistics  is,  I  think,  of  little  practical 
use  to  the  State.  He  publishes  annually  a  book  of  nearly  300  pages,  giving  the 
history  and  workings  of  each  mine  for  the  previous  year ;  a  work  of  much 
labor,  but,  as  I  believe,  of  little  interest  except  to  those  operating  the  mines,  or 
dealing  in  mining  stocks.  After  sending  to  the  several  mining  companies  such 
copies  as  were  recommended  by  the  Commissioner,  believing  that  the  remainder 
should  be  got  before  the  public  somehow,  I  ordered  a  quantity  to  the  executive 
office  at  Flint  My  persistent  efforts  to  give  these  books  away  have  not  been 
crowned  with  any  remarkable  degree  of  success. 

I  recommend  that  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Mineral  Statistics  be  abol- 
ished, and  a  Commissioner  of  Mines  appointed,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  exercise 
supervision  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  all  mining  operations;  to  see  that  the 
safety  of  the  miners  is  secured  and  that  every  precaution  is  used  to  prevent 
avoidable  accidents — ^indeed  with  summary  powers  to  interfere  where  human  life 
might  possibly  be  imperiled;  with  authority  to  compel  the  closing  of  mines 
where  they  cannot  safely  be  worked,  the  rejection  of  unsafe  machinery,  and  the 
use  of  such  machinery  and  apparatus  as  may  seem  necessary  to  protect  the 
miners  from  all  avoidable  danger.  Besides  reporting  such  a  brief  statistical 
summary  of  mining  operations  as  would  be  of  general  interest,  it  should  be  his 
duty  to  report  all  casualties  among  the  operatives  and  their  causes.  I  commend 
the  matter  to  your  thoughtful  consideration. 

TAX     LAWS. 

The  tax  law  of  1882  fails  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  lands  for  delinquent  drain- 
age taxes.  The  drainage  act  of  1881  provides  that  such  sales  shall  be  made  ''at 
the  same  time,  place,  and  manner  as  lands  are  advertised  and  sold  for  other 
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uxes."  The  provisious  of  the  drainage  act  of  1881  and  the  tax  law  of  lsS'2  do 
not  hamiouize,  and  it  is,  I  heheve,  generally  conceded  that  there  is  novf  no  legal 
method  of  collectmg  delinquent  drainage  taxes  hy  sale  of  lands.  Tln=!  is  an 
important  matter,  and  should  receive  early  consideration. 

The  tax  law  of  1882  seems  to  have  been  carefully  planned  to  give  purchasers 
at  tax  sales  a  good  title.  I  cannot  but  think  that  tlie  rights  of  land  OAVpers  ^vho, 
through  poverty,  ignorance,  or  carelessness,  have  allowed  taxes  to  go  unpaid,  should 
haw  received  more  consideration.  ]Jy  a  single  act  of  carelessness  on  the  part  of 
the  poor  man,  or  from  lack  of  knowledge,  a  sjxjculator  may  at  the  cost  of  a  single 
year's  tax  obtain  a  good  title  to  the  family  homestead.  I  think  the  privilege  of 
redemption  for  a  series  of  years  by  paying  the  taxes  and  a  i>enalty  ami)ly  suffi- 
t-ient  to  comiKjnsate  the  speculator  for  his  investment  sliould  ))e  provided  for. 

IXSURAXCE    LAWS. 

It  has  Ixjcn  the  policy  for  many  years,  to  collect  taxes  u^wn  the  gross  premiums 
received  in  tliis  State  by  insurance  companies  of  other  States  and  countries.  In 
most  of  the  populous  States  the  tax  collected  is  about  sufficient  to  cover  the 
expenses  of  their  insurance  departments,  which  in  this  State,,  including  all  inci- 
dental eicpenses,  liave  never  exceeded  18,000  per  annum.  For  tlie  year  1883,  the  tax 
collected  of  foreign  insurance  companies  doing  busmess  in  this  State  was  $12G,- 
i^64.31.  If,  as  I  Ixjlieve,  this  lai*ge  tax  is  really  paid  by  the  insured,  it  is  unfair 
to  place  such  a  burden  upon  them  for  the  l)enefit  of  others  who  do  not  hold 
po&ies  as  well  as  themselves,  and  the  tax  should  be  reduced  so  as  to  merely 
eoTcr  the  expenses  of  the  department  of  insurance. 

The  Commissioner  of  Insurance  should,  I  thmk,  jiossess  a  similar  ix)wer  in 
the  case  of  cooperative  societies  msuring  lives  on  the  assessment  plan  to  that 
oonfeTred  upon  him  in  regard  to  mutual  fire  companies,  to  apply  to  a  court  for 
the  appointment  of  receivers  in  case  of  insolvency.  It  shoiUd  be  made  his 
speci«\  duty  to  investigate  reported  infractions  of  the  law  by  agents  of  such 
organizations  of  other  States  and  to  prosecute  offenders,  as  under  the  act  of 
iSl  he  is  required  to  investigate,  and  prosecute  for  violations  of  the  law  by  the 
agents  of  unauthorized  fire  companies,  and  there  should  be  similar  provisions  for 
the  paying  of  bis  expenses  of  investigation. 

I  think  a  law  should  be  enacted  defining  an  insurable  interest  in  lives.  Much 
imposition  has  been  practiced  on  ignorant  ixsople  by  inducing  them  to  invest 
money  in  insuring  the  hves  of  others  under  circumstances  where  the  courts 
voald  give  no  rcbef  owing  to  the  lack  of  an  insurable  interest 

The  term  of  the  office  of  Commissioner  of  Insurance  now  termhmtes  at  the 

end  of  the  second  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  his  successor  shall  bo  appointed 

iod  qualified.     Practically  tlie  change  is  made  about  the  middle  of  January 

during  the  year  of   the  biennial  session  of  the  liCgislature.    The  reports  of 

betipeen  tiro  and  three  hmidred  companies  of  this  and  other  states  and  countri  es 

MB  lequiied  to  bo  made  within  tlie  first  two  months  of  each  year,  and,  if  prep  a- 

ration  for  the  annual  report  issued  by  the  Commissioner  should  precede  the  time 

far  a  change,  the  new  officer  will  find  himself  compelled  either  to  continue  upon 

the  oM  plan,  or  instantly  to  devise  and  perfect  plans  of  liis  own.    Only  in  the 

latter  case  sliould  he  bo  held  fully  responsible  for  the  first  report  issued  under  his 

administration.      A  l^etter  plan,  now  adopted  in  many  of  the  States,  is  to  make 

the  term  of  this  office  commence  and  end  at  the  middle  of  the  year.     This  gives 

the  new  officer  timo  to  develop  and  apply  his  o^vn  ideas,  the  old  officer  opportu- 

m'^  to  complete  the  vrork  he  has  begun,  and  besides,  gives  to  the  Legislature  the 
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benefit  of  being  able,  through  its  committee's,  to  consult  ^rith  an  experienced 
instead  of  an  inexperienced  officer  in  the  insurance  department. 

Valuable  suggestions  in  regard  to  insurance  legislation  may  be  found  in  the 
report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Insurance. 

ELECTION  OF  LEGISLATORS. 

Less  than  one-fifth  the  members  of  the  House  and  one-fourth  the  Senators 
were  members  of  the  last  House  and  Senate.  Tliis  I  regard  as  a  misfortune. 
Expenence  is  worth  much  in  the  work  of  legislation,  and  valuable  time  might 
be  fiaved  if  a  larger  proportion  of  old  members  were  returned.  I  think  it  would 
be  better  if  members  of  the  Legislature  were  elected  for  four  years,  one  half 
each  two  years.  In  this  way  but  little  time  would  be  lost  in  the  beginning  of  the 
cession  in  becoming  familiar  with  legislative  work,  and  more  careful  legislation 
might  bo  expected. 

SALARIES. 

The  salaries  paid  to  our  State  officers  and  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  are  a 
disgrace  to  the  State.  The  salary  of  every  State  officer  should  be  sufficient  to 
compensate  him  for  the  work  performed  and  responsibility  assumed,  and  for  all 
the  expenses  incident  to  his  official  position.  With  our  present  salaries  no  man 
of  moderate  means  can  afford  to  hbld  a  State  office.  No  matter  how  worthy  or 
competent  such  a  man  may  be,  he  is  as  really  debarred  from  accepting  a  State 
office  as  if  a  constitutional  provision  against  poor  men  holding  office  was  in  force. 
The  salaries  of  the  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  should  at  least  equal  the 
income  of  a  first-class  lawyer  in  one  of  our  large  cities,  sufficient  to  permit  them 
to  devote  their  entire  time  and  thought  to  the  duties  of  their  office. 

I  recommend  that  you  submit  to  the  people  a  constitutional  amendment 
increasing  the  salaries  of  State  officers  and  judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
trust  the  people  will  at  the  polls  vote  for  salaries  that  will  place  the  poorest  man, 
if  competent  and  worthy,  in  a  position  to  accept  the  highest  office  in  the  State. 

PARDONS. 

The  pardoning  power,  with  its  unpleasant  and  wearying  responsibilities,  should 
not  be  placed  upon  the  shoulders  of  one  man.  No  matter  how  well  deserved  a 
pardon  may  be,  popular  opinion  will  always  be  divided  as  to  its  propriety.  While 
a  board  may  do  wrong  as  well  as  a  Governor,  politicians  and  political  papers,  hard 
up  for  something  to  find  fault  with,  will  not  be  so  likely  to  ascribe  each  pardon 
or  commutation  to  total  depravity  on  the  part  of  the  pardoning  power. 

After  some  consideration,  I  am  inclined  to  think  that  the  Supreme  Court — 
with  an  extra  clerk,  to  be  known  as  pardon  clerk,  and  whose  duties  should  be 
prescribed  by  the  court — would  make  an  excellent  Board  of  Pardons,  probably  as 
satisfactory  to  the  people  as  any  that  could  be  named.  On  their  recommendation 
only  should  pardons  be  signed  and  issued  by  the  Governor. 

ELECTION   LAWS. 

The  recent  elccition  has  called  special  attention  to  tlie  laws  of  the  several 
States  governing  the  holding  of  elections.  It  seems  to  be  generally  conceded 
that  the  law  of  New  York  which  provides  that  the  three  judges  of  election  for 
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v.ach  voting  prcciuct  shall  not  belong  to  the  same  jwlitical  party,  and  that  .the 
two  clerks  of  election  must  belong  to  dijfferent  political  organizations  is  admir- 
ably adapted  to  secure  justice,  and  to  give  to  the  public  confidence  in  a  fair  count. 
The  New  York  method  of  destroying  the  ballots  as  soon  as  the  count  is  made 
«^ms  to  prevent  another  temptation  to  fraud  by  tampering  with  the  ballot  box, 
usiras  done  in  the  same  election  at  Chicago.    I  \rould  recommend  that  our  law 
in  legard  to  holding  elections  and  canvassing  the  votes  cast  bo  made  to  corres- 
pond with  that  of  New  York.    The  perpetuity  of  our  free  institutions  depends 
upon  the  sacredness  of  the  ballot  box  and  the  fairness  of  the  count,  and  every 
precaution  should  be  taken,  not  only  to  secure  this  result,  but  also  to  remove  the 
^lightest  degree  of  suspicion  that  the  rights  of  voters  could  bo  tampered  witli. 

CONSTITUTIONAL   AMENDMENT. 

In  my  message  two  years  ago  I  said  "  I  cannot  so j  how,  in  a  republican  gov- 
^*mment  like  ours,  there  should  be  any  hesitation  in  submitting  questions  which 
<tmcem  tiic  interests  of  the  State  and  the  well-being  of  its  inhabitants  to  a  pop- 
ular vote.  I,  certainly,  for  one  am  willing  to  submit  any  and  all  questions  which 
«x>noeni  the  voters  of  the  State  to  themselves  for  determination,  and  abide  the 
result"  I  also  gave  it  as  my  opinion  that  "  personal  liberty  "  and  the  "  freedom 
of  the  citizen  *'  required  that  when  any  considerable  number  of  voters  asked  for 
the  submission  of  any  question  to  a  popular  vote  it  should  be  submitted.  The 
last  li^islatnre,  notwithstanding  the  presentation  of  petitions  signed  by  scores,  of 
thousands  of  the  good  people  of  the  State,  refused  to  submit  to  a  popular  vote  a 
constitutional  amendment  to  suppress  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  drinks.  If  it 
was  supposed  that  by  such  refusal  the  question  could  be  ignored  or  evaded,  the 
result  has  shown  that  the  Legislature  of  1883  made  a  great  mistake.  All 
jUtempts  to  prevent  an  expression  of  the  popular  will  on  this  question  will  only 
regult  in  the  renewal  of  a  bitterer  tmd  more  uncompromising  agitation  for  its 
submission.     1  believe  this  Legislature  should  submit  the  question  to  the  people. 

soldiers'  bounties. 

There  are  to-day  in  Michigan  over  two  thousand  veterans  of  tlie  war  for  the 
Union^  entitled  by  law  to  State  bounties,  who  claim  that  they  have  received 
nothing  from  the  State.  The  records  of  the  Quartermaster's  Department  show 
that  these  bounties  have  been  paid  to  the  assignees  of  those  entitled  to  receive 
them,  in  very  many  instances  the  assignees  being  persons  connected  with  the 
<iQsrtennaster's  Department.  I  have  been  assured  by  veterans  in  whom  I  have 
the  fullest  confidence,  that  at  the  date  of  what  purports  to  be  their  assignment 
vad  acknowledgment  before  a  Michigan  notary  they  were  in  distant  States  and 
territories. 

The  State  cannot  afford  that  charges  of  wholesale  dishonesty  against  its 
itSdalSf  throngh  forged  papers  or  otherwise,  should  pass  unnoticed.  liigid 
inmtigAtion  shoold  be  made,  and  if  wrong  has  been  done  to  the  soldier,  his 
vidow,  or  children,  the  State  should  at  once  right  the  wrong,  and  use  every 
meaDB  to  discover  and  punish  the  guilty  parties. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  three  commissioners,  differing  in  their 

political  relations^  be  appointed,  with  authority  to  send  for  persons  and  papers, 

snd  thoroughly  inveatigate  such  charges  as  may  be  made  in  regard  to  soldiers' 

boanties.    Only  some  such  action  can  forever  put  to  rest  the  accusations  of  wrong 

now  80  freely  made  against  the  State  and  individuals. 
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<;laims  against  the  uxitkd  states. 

In  the  lattor  part  of  May,  1883,  during  the  session  of  the  I^egisluture,  Mr. 
Friend  Palmer,  of  Detroit,  visited  nie  at  Lansing,  and  informed  me  that  the 
JJnited  States  was  indebted  to  the  State  of  3Iichigan  on  a  claim  which  had 
accmed  about  the  beginning  of  the  civil  war,  and  that  the  time  during  which  the 
claim  could  be  presented  was  about  to  expire.  An  act  of  Congress  approved  June 
14,  1878,  had  limited  the  time  during  which  such  claims  could  1x3  received  by  the 
department  at  Washington  to  five  years.  He  did  not  know,  he  said,  how  much 
43ould  be  collected,  but  claimed  exclusive  knowledge  as  to  the  nature  of  the  claim  ^ 
and  this  I  found  to  be  correct,  as  no  official  at  Lansing  could  give  me  any  infor- 
mation on  the  subject.  If  the  claim  was  for  war  material  the  vouchers  should 
have  been  in  the  Quartermaster  General's  and  Auditor  General's  Offices,  but  no 
such  vouchers  have  been  found.  Mr.  Palmer  offered  to  collect  what  he  could  for 
the  State  if  allowed  a  commission  of  25  |xjr  cent,  and  would  make  no  better 
terms.  He  showed  me  that  he  had  collected  claims  against  the  United  States* 
under  a  contract  with  Governor  Baglcy,  by  which  he  received  25  jx^r  cent  on  the 
first  $5,000  collected,  20  jKjr  cent  on  the  sccoimI  $5,000,  and  15  ^Kjr  cent  on  all 
subsequent  amoimts. 

If  anything  was  done  in  the  matter  it  must  be  done  at  once.  I  had  no  alter- 
native but  to  accept  Mr.  Palmer's  terms  or  let  the  claim  lapse.  It  did  not  seeni 
possible  to  me  that  any  considerable  indebtedness  had  been  permitted  to  remain 
unoollected  during  the  administrations  of  Govenors  Crapo,  Baldwin,  Bagley,  Cros- 
Tvell,  and  Jerome,  and  to  have  passed  from  the  recollection  of  the  employes  iu 
the  departments  at  Lansing.  I  therefore  signed  a  contract  with  Mr.  Palmer  by 
which  he  was  to  receive  25  j^er  cent  of  the  amount  he  collected,  and  nothing  for 
his  services  or  expenses  in  case  of  failure.  The  contract  was  made  June  1, 1883, 
and  on  Jmie  0,  live  days  Ixjfore  the  expiration  of  the  time  limited  by  law,  the 
claim  was  filed  at  Washington.  To  my  surprise  within  about  a  year  Mr.  Palmer 
collected  $42,345.92  due  the  State  of  Michigan  since  1861.  This  sum,  loss  Mr. 
Palmer's  percentage,  I  turned  over  to  the  Quartermaster  General,  and  hold  his 
receipt  therefor.  I  also  made  another  contract  with  Mr.  Palmer,  by  which  he  is 
to  receive  15  per  cent  for  the  collection  of  other  claims  not  barred  by  statute.  I 
have  been  careful  to  give  the  whole  transaction  in  detail  as  it  occurred.  I  did  in 
the  matter  just  as  I  would  had  I  owned  the  claim  individually,  and  have  scon  ih> 
reason  to  regret  my  action  in  regard  to  it. 

STATE   MILITIA. 

The  law  relating  to  the  compensation  of  State  troops  when  called  out  to  aid 
the  <5ivil  authorities  in  preserving  the  peace  should  be  amended.  It  provides 
that  "  in  case  of  riot,  tumult,  breach  of  the  peace,  resistance  to  process,  or  when 
called  upon  by  the  civil  authorities,"  they  shall  receive  certain  compensation, 
"such  compensation  and  such  rations  and  forage,  and  the  cost  of  all  ammuni- 
tion used  or  purchased  for  use,  by  any  ofticer  in  command  of  the  State  troops  so 
called  out,  shall  be  audited,  allowed  and  paid  by  the  board  of  Supervisors  of  the 
county  where  such  service  is  rendered."  (Howell's  Statutes,  Section  915.)  Last 
summer,  on  request  of  the  sheriff  of  Iosco  county,  I  ordered  Company  0  of  the 
3d  Eegiment  (Bay  City)  to  go  to  Oscoda,  80  miles  distant.  An  engine  and  car 
were  chartered  at  Bay  City,  the  Captain  becoming  personally  responsible.  Tlio 
railroad  company  insisted  on  having  its  pay,  and  $102.50  was  advanced  from 
the  company  funds,  and  till  the  Board  of   Su|Xjrvisors  of  Iosco  county  ha.^ 
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iovied  and  collected  the  necessary  tax  the  money  cannot  be  refunded,  or  the 
( ompauy  receive  pay  for  their  services. 

Oar  State  troops  are  required  by  law  to  respond  to  all  such  calls,  and  are  never 
found  wanting  in  any  emergency.  Provision  should  be  made  for  the  payment  of 
hills  for  rations,  forage,  ammunition,  transportation,  etc.,  by  the  Military  Board, 
the  amount  of  sach  bills  certified  by  them,  to  the  Auditor  General  should  be 
rharecd  by  him  to  the  counties  requiring  the  aid  of  the  State  militia. 

DISEASES  AMONG  CATTLE. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  absence  of  efficient  la>vs  for  the  pre- 
vention of  the  spread  of  contagious  diseased  among  cattle.  The  creation  of  the 
Bnreaa  of  Animal  Industry  by  Congress  at  its  last  session  put  this  matter  under 
the  control  of  the  United  States  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  so  far  as  action  by 
the  general  government  is  concerned,  but  it  was  not  thought  best  to  give  him 
fiiU  control,  and  provision  was  made  for  the  cooperation  of  the  several  States. 
In  case  of  an  outbreak,  such  as  that  which  happened  during  the  last  year  in 
Illinois,  cooperation  is  absolutely  necessary.  In  view  of  the  possible  and  not 
improbable  danger  of  the  introduction  of  contagious  diseases  among  our  cattle,  and 
the  very  great  loss  that  would  result  therefrom,  authority  to  act  promptly  should 
iie  lodged  in  a  commissioner  or  board  of  commissioners.  In  this  way  only  can 
our  herds  be  preserved  should  an  emcrgoncy  arise  calling  for  immediate  and 
5nmmary  action. 

DANGER  FKOit  CUOLERA. 

Cholera  has  never  prevailed  as  extensively,  in  Europe  as  during  the  last  few 
months  without  sooner  or  later  coming  to  the  United  States.    From  our  situation 
Mtt  the  great  Unes  of  travel  and  of  immigration,  Michigan  is  especially  liable  to 
receive  infected  persons  or  infected  baggage.    Our  local  boards  of  health  are 
authorized  to  "  make  such  regulations  as  they  may  deem  necessaiy  for  the  public 
health  and  safety,  respecting  any  articles  which  are  capable  of  containing  or  oon- 
\Teying  any  infection  or  contagion,  or  of  creating  any  sickness,  when  such  articles 
shsll  be  brought  into,  or  conveyed  from,  their  to^mship,  or  into  or  from  any 
.easeL''   (Sec.   1G36,  Howell's  Annotated  Statutes.)    Methods  of  travel  have 
•:hanged  so  much  since  the  law  was  passed,  and  the  amount  of  travel  has  become  so 
zreat,  as  to  make  the  inspection  of  travelers  and  the  proper  care  of  infected  per- 
^ns  and  infected  baggage,  at  certain  points,  in  time  of  great  danger  from  an 
infectious  disease  hke  cholera  or  small-pox,  a  State  or  National  rather  than  a 
local  affair.     The  cities  of  Port  Huron  and  Detroit  can  hardly  be  asked  to  bear 
ihe  expense  of  such  an  inspection  of  the  thousands  of  immigrants  annually  enter- 
ing the  country  at  these  cities,  as  shall  protect  the  inhabitants  of  Wisconsin, 
IllinoL«,  Iowa,  Minnesota,  and  Dakota  from  the  introduction  of  dangerous  con- 
tagions diseases.     Yet  there  are  times  when,   if    such  an  inspection  is  not 
maintained,  every  town  in  Michigan  is  liable  to  receive  infected  immigrants  or 
infected  baggage,  and  to  have  a  number  of  its  inhabitants  infected  before  the 
'langer  is  known.     The  numerous  outbreaks  of  small-pox  thus  traceable  to  immi- 
:n:2Uits,  detailed  in  the  reports  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  show  that  the  danger 
'icmands  consideration.    The  attention  of  the  National  government  has  been 
repeatedly  called  to  this  subject,  and  for  one  year  an  inspection  of  immigrants 
was  maintainod  at  Detroit  and  Port  Huron  by  the  cooperation  of  the  National 
Board  of  Health  with  the  Michigan  State  Board  of  Health. 

In  view  of  the  danger  from  cholera,  1  would  recommend  an  appropriation  for 
xin  epidemic  contingent  fund,  to  be  used  in  the  discretion  of  the  Governor,  under 
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the  direction  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  for  the  preventiou  or  suppression  of 
outbreaks  of  cholera,  should  the  danger  become  imminent  and  a  necessity  arise 
for  the  use  of  said  fund  or  any  part  of  it. 

I  wonld  also  recommend  to  your  consideration  the  question  Avhether  the  IsLVf 
relating  to  the  prevention  and  suppression  of  epidemics  of  contagious  diseases 
requires  any  changes  as  regards  inspection  and  care  of  infected  travelers  and 
their  effects  at  points  where  the  amount  of  travel  is  so  great  as  to  practically 
place  the  work  beyond  the  resources  of  the  local  board  of  health;  and  whethei^ 
the  Legislaturo  ought  not  to  invite  the  cooperation  of  the  national  government 
in  such  inspection  at  points  in  Michigan  where  the  inspection  would  benefit  all 
the  Northwestern  States,  especially  as  the  national  government  claims  the  sole 
right  to  tiix  the  immigrants  for  the  expenses  of  an  inspection. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  feel  that  it  would  be  ungrateful  in  me  to  close  this  message  without  due 
acknowledgment  of  the  valuable  assistance  and  hearty  co-operation  of  the  other 
State  officers.  The  mutual  kindly  feeling  which  has  characterized  my  associa- 
tions with  all  the  officers  and  employes  of  the  State  will  always  be  pleasant  to- 
remember.  Although  performing  in  some  sense  an  official  duty  in  reading  to 
you  this  message,  I  am  no  longer  Govenior  of  Michigan,  Another  has  been 
selected  by  the  people  to  take  my  place,  and  has  entered  upon  the  duties  of  bin 
office.  If  you  give  hirii  the  same  hearty  sympathy  and  support  that  I  received 
from  the  Legislature  of  1883,  he  will  have  nothing  of  which  to  complain. 

Praying  tliat  you  as  a  Legislature  and  Governor  Alger  as  chief  executive  may 
1x3  guided  by  infinite  wisdom,  so  that  your  labors  here  may  be  a  credit  to  your- 
selves and  a  blessing  to  the  State,  I  close  with  the  kindest  wishes  and  feelings  to 
all,  the  last 'duty  recjuired  of  me  from  having  held  the  office  of  Governor  of 
Michigan. 

JOSIAH  W.   BEGOLE. 

Hon.  Kussell  A.  Alger,  the  incoming  Governor,  then  read  his  message,  afv 
follows : 

Gentlemen  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives, — A  recent 
somewhat  protracted  illness  has  prevented  me  from  presenting  as  full  a  report  to 
you  as  I  had  intended. 

I  will,  however,  comnnmicato  to  you  from  time  to  time  as  matters  of  import- 
ance present  tlieniFclvcs. 

FINANCE. 

The  linances  of  the  State  arc  m  a  good  condition,  as  is  shown  by  the  reiX)rt  of 
the  Treasurer.  I  commend  his  recommendation  to  distribute  the  primary  school 
fund  semi-aninially. 

taxation. 

1  recommend  the  enactment  ot  a  law  similar  to  the  one  now  in  force  in  the 
State  of  Oliio,  for  the  collection  of  all  taxes  semi-annually,  including  State  and 
county,  municipal  and  specific.  Under  our  present  system  large  sums  are  col- 
lected and  held  by  the  County  Treasurers,  or  in  the  State  Treasury,  or  deposited 
in  banks  many  months  before  they  are  paid  out,  the  banks  paying  a  very  low 
rate  of  interest  on  sums  deposited  with  them.  It  would  be  much  better  for  the 
tax-payers  if  this  amount  could  be  divided  and  paid  in  a  short  time  before 
being  needed  for  disbursement,  thus  sening  the  purjioses  of  the  State  fully  as 

ell  as  under  the  present  system,  relieving  in  a  mciusuro  the  tax-payer,  and  beside 
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aa^iihr  the  risk  irhicli  tliere  always  is,  to  a  gi-eatcr  or  less  extent,  in  carrying  largo 
sums  of  money  in  any  place.  The  State  of  Ohio  collects  its  taxes  December  20 
and  June  20,  charging  a  penalty  of  15  per  cent  upon  delinquents  (which  I 
would  make  10  per  cent  instead),  advertising  the  same  after  the  latter  date.  No 
risk,  and  with  tlic  exceptions  of  blanks,  no  additional  expense  should  be  incurred 
in  Uiis  semi-annual  collection,  as  officers  would  simply  be  required  to  do  the 
additional  work  at  tlie  present  cost. 

THE  UKIVERSITY. 

This  institution  is  one  in  which  every  citizen  of  the  State  takes  a  just  pride. 
The  mm  actually  necessary  for  the  different  do]xirtmeuts  named  are  made  up  as 
foUows:

In  addition  to  these  items  there  must  be  ex]X}nded  from  $16,000  to  $20,000  for 
repairing  buildings. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  such  repairs  for  many  years,  and  the  sum 
named  seems  absolutely  necessary  to  preserve  them.  I  am  siure  your  committees 
will  see  the  necessity  for  these  expenditures  when  they  visit  that  institution.  As 
biennial  appropriations  have  to  be  made  for  its  maintenance,  I  suggest  that  the 
eommittees  look  into  the  matter  and  see  if  some  feasible  phui  cannot  be  devised 
fcr  increasing  the  regular  fund,  thus  saving  the  necessity  of  asking  for  money  to 
defray  its  necessary  expenses  at  every  session  of  the  Legislature. 

THE    AGRICULTURAL  ^  (X)LLEGE. 

A  TCiy  full  report  of  this  college  has  been  made  by  its  president  to  the  State 
Boaid  of  Agriculture  and  forwarded  to  you  according  to  law,  giving  in  detail  its 
work  as  also  its  needs.  As  the  prosperity  of  every  State  depends  upon  its  agri- 
cnhnral  interests,  it  is  needless  for  me  to  say  that  I  know  this  institution  will 
TBoeivc  careful  consideration  at  your  hands  and  its  requirements  be  fully  met 

THE  STATE  lyORMAL  SCHOOL. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  furnished  a  very  full  report  of  this  school,  and  it 
as  doing  most  excellent  work,  making  it  possible  for  any  young  person  desiring  to 
do  80  to  secure  a  thorough  education  at  a  nominal  cost.  I  need  not  add  that  I 
am  sore  your  committees  will  make  such  reports  iis  'will  secure  the  necessary. 
sppropriation  for  its  absolute  needs. 

R^t  hepo  I  wonld  suggest  that  if  some  means  could  be  adopted  to  secure  such 
school  books  for  our  common  scUools  as  Avill  teach  the  science  of  farming,  it 
would,  in  my  judgment,  aid  young  men  who  are  to  pursue  the  vocation  of  farm- 
ing', veiy  much,  in  their  future  years. 

The  Institution  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  as  also  tlie  School 
for  the  Blind,  have  made  very  full  reports,  which  have  been  commended  by  the 
.State  Board  of  Ck>rrections  and  Charities.  I  do  not  hesitate  to  venture  the  opinion 
that  yon  will  see  both  amply  provided  for,  as  the  unfortunate  inmates  of  both 
institotions  are  helpless  without  the  aid  of  the  State. 
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STATE   PL'JiLIC  SCHOOL  AT  COLDWATER. 

The  trustees  of  this  school,  as  also  of  the  ludustrial  Home  for  (Hrls  at  Adrian^ 
liave  made  full  reports  of  their  >vork,  as  also  of  their  needs,  which  have  been 
indorsed  by  the  State  Board  of  Corrections  and  Charities.  I  commend  them  also 
to  your  careful  consideration.  Both  are  doing  ihost  commendable  work  in  the 
way  of  reclaiming  homeless  and  wayward  girls. 

ASYLU^rS. 

Michif^au  -t\j5vluui  for  the  Insane  at  Kalannizoo — This  asvlum  needs  the  fol- 
lowing  appropriations : 

For  new  car^x^nter  shop  and  machinery ^3,000  00 

For  an  infirmary  at  male  department 15,000  00 

For  a  kitchen  with  sleeping  a})artment.s  at  male  department 7,000  00 

Total - -  -'- *25,000  00 

The  question  of  purchasing  a  farm  for  pasturage  in  order  to  seciu'e  milk  at  a 
reduced  rate  I  commend  to  the  careful  consideration  of  the  committees. 

Eastern  Michigan  Asylum  at  Pontiac — This  asylum  askes  for  an  appropria- 
tion of  130,000  for  the  erection  of  two  hospital  buildings,  one  for  the  male  and 
one  for  the  female  department,  which  I  also  recommend  be  granted. 

JSTorthern  Michigan  Asylum  at  Traverse  City — This  asylum,  as  you  will  see  by 
the  report  of  the  commissioners,  needs  about  1120,000  for  its  completion.  I 
urge  upon  you  an  immediate  appropriation  for  the  same,  that  the  work  may  b<3 
hurried  along  in  order  that  it  may  be  completed  in  the  early  autumn.  The  first 
two  named  asylums  are  filled  far  beyond  their  capacities  and  must  be  relieved. 

Michigan  Asylum  for  Insane  Criminals — This  asylum  is  in  an  advanced  stage 
of  construction,  and  accordmg  to  the  report  of  the  trustees,  will  need  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  its  completion.  I  also  urge  that  this  appropriation  be 
made  at  once  that  the  asylum  may  be  completed  at  an  early  date,  as  it  is  very 
necessary  to  remove  from  the  other  asylums  that  dangerous  class  of  patients  who 
ought  not  to  be  confined  with  other  than  their  own  class.  I  have  thus  recom- 
mended that  these  asylums  be  granted  the  full  amount  asked  for,  as  I  believe  the 
Hums  named  are  necessary  for  their  completion  ;  and  while  the  sums  aggregate  a 
large  amount  we  must  bear  in  mind  that  these  institutions  are  crowded  far 
beyond  their  capacities,  and  will  be  scarcely  less  so  when  the  two  now  in  process 
of  completion  arc  occupied,  as  there  are  himdreds  of  insane  in  the  State  who  are 
not  and  cannot  be  accommodated  within  their  walls,  and  Micliigan  is  always 
generous  toward  any  unfortunate  class  who  are  unable  to  care  for  themselves. 

.JOINT  RKSOLUTIOXS. 

I  recommend  the  adoption  of  a  joint  resolution  submitting  an  amendment  to 
the  constitution  creating  a  board  of  2>ardons,  who  shall  have  full  and  exclusive 
power  over  that  department. 

Also,  that  a  joint  resolution  be  adopted  submitting  an  amendment  to  the  consti- 
tution prohibiting  the  sale  of  hitoxicating  liquors  ui  the  State. 

On  account  of  the  large  number  of  disabled  soldiers  in  this  State  and  the 
iiealthfulness  of  its  climate,  I  recommend  that  a  joint  resolution  be  adopted 
askuig  Congress  to  make  an  appropriation  for  a  Soldiers'  Home,  to  be  loeated 
at  some  favorable  point  within  the  State. 
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BOUNTIES. 


There  have  been  luauy  pledges  for  bounties  made  to  men  who  enlisted  iu  the 
;vnny  that  have  not  been  fulfilled.  I  tnist  you  Trill  give  this  matter  your  careful 
sideiatiou.  Xo  pledges  should  be  more  8cruj)ulously  kept  tlian  those  made  to 
the  defenders  of  onr  government 

STATE  FISUERIES. 

By  ihe  Commissioner's  report  you  will  see  that  fish  culture  is  being  made  a 
-iiccess.  If  their  recommendations  can  be  carried  out  the  slight  expense  neces- 
sarily incurred  in  this  department  will,  in  due  time,  be  returned  many  times  from 
:ho  fi=h  thus  raised  and  j)rotected. 

THE  world's  exposition  at  KEW  ORLEANS. 

Michigan  is  represented  at  this  exposition  and  a  fine  display  of  its  products  is 
..[ready  on  the  ground.  The  amount  necessary  to  defray  its  expenses  will  not 
•xceDd  $11,000,  and  I  therefore  recommend  that  a  sum  not  exceeding  that  amount 
>  appropriated  for  that  purpose. 

MILITARY. 

The  military  organizations  of  the  State  ^re  in  excellent  condition,  and  all  our 
■  itizens  take  a  just  pride  in  them,  I  recommend  that  a  law  be  enacted  directing 
:hc  State  Treasurer  to  pay  all  legal  expenses  incurred  in  case  a  company  or  any 

ody  of  State  troops  is  ordered  to  any  location  in  the  State  to  suppress  riots,  or 
tVr  other  purposes,  the  State  collecting  the  same  from  the  county.  Under  the 
preaent  law,  the  county  to  which  they  are  ordered  is  obliged  to  pay  the  bill,  but 
freqnently  it  is  impossible  for  the  troops  to  collect  the  money  for  a  long  time, 
and,  as  there  is  no  other  proAision  for  paying  these  expenses,  the  companies  have 
•')  advance  the  money  both  for  transj^ortation,  rations  and  other  necessary 

•xpenditiu^i?. 

STANDARD  TIME. 

.Vs  all  die  railroads  in  the  State  use  Central  standaid  time,  and  many  of  its 
« iues  and  towns  have  adopted  the  same,  I  recommend  that  a  law  be  enacted 
niaking  Central  standard  time  legal  within  the  State. 

STATE  SWAMP  LAND  COMMISSIONER. 

I  recommend  that  the  commissioner  appointed  for  the  ensuing  term  be  allowed 
u  clerk,  but  not  a  deputy;  that  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  office  be  closed  within 
:hat  time  and  turned  over  to  the  (commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Office,  and  that 
rhe  office  be  then  abolished. 

COMMISSIONER  OF  IMMKtRATION. 

I  have  debated  somewhat,  in  my  own  mind,  as  to  which  is  the  wisest  course  to 
recommend  in  relation  to  this  office;  that  is,  whether  to  continue  or  abolish  it. 
There  have  within  the  last  two  years  over  2,000,000  people  passed  through  this 
State,  or  close  by  its  southern  boundary,  for  the  great  Northwest,  who  have 
migrated  from  other  States  or  have  come  to  this  country  to  make  homes  for 
•hemselves.  Men  are  constantly  leaving  the.  old  States  for  a  home  in  the  West. 
V  a  cTiccessf nl  effort  can  be  made  to  tuni  a  portion  of  this  great  tide  of  people 
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into  our  State  by  iuf orming  them  of  the  guperiorifcy  of  its  soil  and  tho  advantages 
of  living  near  a  market,  the  cost  of  conducting  the  office  (which  is  much  smaller 
than,  many  mercantile  firms  pay  for  advertising  their  business)  would  bo  well 
invested,  and  returned  to  the  State  many  fold  in  way  of  taxes  upon  improvements 
made  by  them.  Of  course,  the  great  railroad  corporations  hold  out  every  possible 
inducement  to  people  going  west  by  glowing  advertisements,  etc.,  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  their  transportation.  I  think  if  Michigan  would  properly  advertise 
her  undeveloped  lands,  and  at  a  small  cost  a  prudent  man  were  stationed  in  New 
York  to  select  from  the  emigrants  those  who  have  money  to  purchase  lands,  and 
induce  them  to  come  here,  the  benefits  would  Justify  the  expenditure.  I  have, 
therefore,  decided  to  recommend  that  the  former  be  carefully  tried  and  that  the 
office  be  not  abolished  until  such  trial  is  fairly  made. 

While  our  State  is  open  to  the  world,  no  special  efforts  should  be  made  to 
import  labor^  purely  as  such,  while  so  many  men  are  unemployed  as  at  present- 

TnE  IONIA  HOUSE  OF  CORRECTION. 

This  institution  needs,  in  my  opinion,  a  thorough  overhauling,  and  I  commend 
to  your  careful  consideration  many  suggestions  and  recommendations  made  by 
the  warden  in  his  official  report  Under  the  present  law  this  prison  is  filled  far 
beyond  its  capacity  with  convicts,  nearly  one-half  of  whom  are  sentenced  by  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  from  different  parts  of  the  State,  mostly  for  drunkenness;  and 
many  instances  of  its  abuse  are  known,  and  doubtless  many  more  exist  which  are 
not  known.  A  man  found  intoxicated  by  a  constable  or  other  officer  is  fre- 
quently taken  before  a  justice  of  the  peace  and  sentenced  to  this  prison  for  that 
offense.  He  is  thus  disgraced  for  life,  as  is  also  his  family,  for  the  offense  of  get- 
ting drank,  or  perhaps  because  he  has  no  friend  to  intercede  for  him.  The 
abuses  that  are  liable  to  occur  can  best  be  described  by  the  following  which  took 
place  during  Gov.  Jerome's  term  of  office.  The  facts  were  given  me  by  the  Hon, 
E.  C.  Watkins,  then  its  warden: 

A  man  arrived  in  Saginaw  and  applied  at  the  office  of  a  lumber  firm  for  work. 
He  was  told  to  come  in  in  the  afternoon  and  he  would  be  hired.  Upon  going 
out  he  met  a  man  upon  the  street  who  asked  him  if  he  was  a  stranger,  and 
answered  that  he  was  and  from  Canada  and  seeking  employment  The  man 
accosting  him,  who  it  seems  was  an  officer,  informed  the  stranger  that  it  was  nec- 
essary to  ^^register"  upon  coming  there,  and  took  him  to  an  office  where  another 
man,  who  it  appears  was  a  justice  of  the  peace,  was  sitting  at  a  desk.  After 
remaining  there  a  short  time  he  was  taken  out  and  conducted  to  the  depot  by  the 
officer  and  taken  directly  to  Ionia  under  arrest  Arriving  at  the  house  of  correc- 
tion the  warden  examined  his  papers  and  found  he  had  been  committed  for  a 
year  as  a  vagrant  He  protested  his  innocence,  and  the  warden  immediately 
wrote  the  facts  as  given  by  the  man  to  Gov.  Jerome  who  pardoned  him,  and,  I 
understand,  took  some  action  against  the  officer  and  justice  of  the  peace  who  had 
thus  conspired  to  send  this  man  to  prison  for  the  purpose  of  getting  the  fees. 

How  far  this  abuse  can  extend  can  only  be  imagined;  I  therefore  recommend 
that  a  law  be  passed  prohibiting  any  person  from  being  sentenced  to  this  institu- 
tion by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  and  that  no  prisoner  be  sent  there  for  a  less  term 
than  six  months.  This  institution  should  not  be  used  as  a  "  sobering-off  '*  place 
for  men  who  occasionally  get  intoxicated.  Such  men  should  be  kept  in  the 
county  jails  where  the  offense  is  committed.  I  am  informed  that  officers  fre- 
quently make  long  journeys  with  a  single  prisoner  where  there  are  several  to  be 
taken,  simply  to  increase  their  traveling  fees.  According  to  the  State  Treas- 
urer's report  there  was  paid  for  transportation  of  convicts  to  that  institution 
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dtumg  the  past  year  the  sum  of  t26j682.13,  while  the  cost  of  carryix^  cooricts 
for  &e  State  prison  at  Jackson  for  tiie  same  period  vras  $4^805.93.    Convicts 
receifed  at  this  institution  are  clothed  in  prisoners'  garb,  and  when  discharged 
are  fumiahed  new  clothing  if  that  worn  by  them  when  taken  in  is  not  suitable 
for  thon  to  appear  as  comfortably  dressed  men.    This  item  makes  np  a  large 
aocooBt.    There  are  two  classes  which  should  not  be  sent  to  that  prison.    Firsts 
those  who  are  picked  np  when  intoxicated,  before  mentioned,  and,  second,  worth- 
less tramps  who  have  no  pride  or  home  and  are  wilUng  to  go  there  for  the 
winter.    The  prison  is  now  filled  to  overflowing,  with  little  work  for  its  inmates, 
there  being  more  than  200  confined  within  its  walls  in  excess  of  its  accommoda- 
tkms,  and  at  the  rate  it  is  being  filled,  if  that  class  of  people  are  to  be  imprisoned 
as  convicts,  the  State  of  Michigan  cannot  build  prisons  fast  enough  to  hold  those 
who  ire  convicted,  especially  if  the  present  stringent  times  should  "bontinue  to 
eiist    I  sincerely  hope  this  matter  will  be  thoroughly  investigated  during  the 
sesskm  of  this  Legislature,  and  tlie  earlier  -it  is  done  the  better  for  the  public 
good. 

THE  COKTRACT  LABOU  SYSTEM,  ETC. 

I  recommend  the  abolition  of  the  contract  labor  system,  and  that  a  law  be 
paesed  prohibiting  the  importation  of  criminals  from  other  States  or  territories 
Id  be  incarcerated  within  the  walls  of  any  prison  within  the  State.  It  conoen- 
tnte  criminals  in  Michigan  and  competes  with  the  honest  labor  of  the  State. 
JGdi^an  is  not  so  poor  as  to  need  aid  of  that  kind. 

I  have  asked  the  different  boards  connected  with  the  several  State  institutions 
so  make  their  vrants  simply  what  is  absolutely  necessary  for  carrying  them  through 
the  next  two  years,  and  while  under  the  present  financial  pressure  not  a  dollar 
4ioald  be  expended  not  absolutely  necessary.  I  am  sure  that  you  will  see  that 
BOBS  ol  the  State  institutions  suffer  for  lack  of  means  to  carry  ttiem  along. 

I  recommend  that  as  great  a  reduction  in  taxes  be  made  as  possible.  That  no 
Booey  be  collected  for  the  purchase  at  a  large  premium  of  State  bonds  not  yet 
wMtanng,  or  for  any  other  purpose  not  absolutely  essential,  but  that  the  greatest 
possOxle  economy  be  practiced  in  every  department  of  the  State. 

And  now,  gentlemen,  let  us  hope  that  you  will  commence  at  once  to  push  along 
dw  wcR'k  of  legislation,  making  the  session  as  short  as  possible. 

I  hope  and  trust  that  the  greatest  harmony  may  prevail  in  all  your  dolibera- 
tioDs,  and  that  all  our  actions  may  be  guided  by  the  Divine  Hand.

Hon.  J,  W.  Bkgole,  Governor  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan  : 

Dear  Sir — A  resolution  of  the  last  Legislature,  approved  May  31,  1883, 
appointed  the  Commissioner  of  Railroads,  the  State  Treasurer,  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  a  commission  to  inquire  iato  the  desirability  and  practicability 
of  the  purchase  by  the  State  of  the  Michigan  Central  and  Michigan  Sou  thern 
Railroads,  under  the  provisions  of  their  charters,  with  a  view  to  the  re-sale  of 
said  roads  and  their  re-incorporation  under  the  general  railroad  laws  of  the 
State. 

The  Commission,  as  above  constituted,  organized  on  the  30th  of  January, 
1884,  by  the  election  of  the  State  Treasurer  as  Chairman  and  the  Deputy 
Commissioner  of  Railroads  as  Secretary, 

A  full  report  of  all  proce3ding3  of  the  Commissiouers  was  require!  to  be 
made  to  you,  with  such  information  and  recommendation  as  they  might  deem 
of  importance  and  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  next  Legislature. 

After  a  careful  examination  of  the  questions  presented  in  the  joint  resolu- 
tion the  Commission  reports  as  follows: 

We  Gnd  that  previous  to  1846  the  State  was  the  proprietor  of  two  railroads; 
that,  in  deference  to  a  decided  public  sentiment  opposed  to  further  ownership 
by  the  State,  they  were  sold  to  the  present  associations  in  that  year  (Acts  No. 
^"Z  and  113  of  1846),  provision  being  made,  however,  in  the  acts  of  incorpora- 
tion for  their  re-purchase  after  a  specified  time.  ITour  years  later,  in  1860, 
the  people  of  Michigan  ordained  the  present  Constitution.  The  citizens 
appear  to  have  been  still  decidedly  opposed  to  the  Scate  being  interested  in 
any  business  but  that  of  government  as  the  following  provisions  were  made  a 
part  of  the  new  Constitution  (Art.  XIV.) : 

'<Sec.  8.  The  State  shall  not  subscribe  to,  or  be  interested  in,  the  stock  of 
any  company,  association  or  corporation. 

'^Sec.  9.  The  State  shall  not  be  party  to,  or  interested  in,  any  work  of 
internal  improvement,  nor  engaged  in  carrying  on  any  such  work,  except  iii 
the  expenditure  of  grants  to  the  State  of  land  or  other  property." 

From  which  we  conclude  that  the  people  having  laid  if  down  in  their  f  u  nda- 
mental  law  that  the  State  shall  not  be  interested  in  the  siock  of  any  comp  any, 
nor  in  any  work  of  internal  improvement,  have,  so  long  as  the  existing  Con- 
stitution shall  continue,  effectually  prohibited  the  purchase  of  the  Mich  igan 
Central  or  Michigan  Southern  roads. 

A  method  of  altering  the  existing  charters,  so  as  to  make  the  general  rail- 
road laws  apply  to  the  said  roads,  may  be  found  in  the  reservation  by  the 
State  in  th6*aot8of  incorporation,  of  the  right  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  said 
acts,  provided  that  the  companies  shall  be  compensated  by  the  State  for  all 
damages  sustained  by  reason  of  such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal.  This 
proviso  becomes  of  vital  importance  in  our  consideration  of  the  ques- 
tioD,  the  companies  having  practically,  under  their  charters,  a  contract  with 
the  State,  with  fixed  rights,  privileges  and  duties.  Possibly  an  amicable 
arrangement  might  be  made  between  the  State  and  the  companies,  based  upon 
the  general  railroad  law  of  to-day.  We  must  remember,  however,  that  said 
law  may,  and  doubtless  will,  be  amended,  a.^  in  the  wisdom  of  coming  legisla- 
tors may  seem  best  for  the  interests  of  the  State.  This  opens  the  question  of 
future  uncertainty,  as  against  the  clearly  defined  situation  of  the  present, 
uncertainty  not  only  as  to  taxation  but  as  to  the  rates  permitted  to  be  charged 
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both  for  traDsportation  of  freight  and  passengers,  in  view  of  which  the  deter- 
fniDatioQ  of  damages  might,  and  doubtless  wonld  be  the  source  of  expensive 
and  protracted  litigation.  The  award,  whatever  it  might  be,  wonld  have  to  be 
raised  by  taxation,  as  the  State  has  no  funds  applicable  to  any  such  purpose. 

We  have  thus  far  only  viewed  the  question  of  alteration  or  amendment 

from  the  standpoint  of  to-day.    Let  us  go  back  as  well,  to  and  before  the  sale 

of  the  roadsy  vrben  we  find  that  the  properties  were  purchased  in  good  faith, 

at  a  time  when  business  was  almost  nothing  as  compared  to  what  it  has  been 

in  more  recent  years ;  that  in  selling,  the  State  disposed  of  properties  it  wished 

ilecidedly  to  be  free  from ;  that  for  some  time  at  least  one  of  the  roads  (the 

Michigan   Central)  paid  to  the  State  as  an  annual  tax,  a  sum  far  in  excess  of 

the  amount  more  recent  Legislatures  have  thought  just  and  proper  to  be  paid 

by  the  present  general  law  companies;  that  while,  at  intervals,  the  special 

proTisioDB  as  to  taxation  have  been  in  favor  of  that  road  for  the  whole  course 

of  years  they  have  been  to  the  advantage  of  the  State.    Our  determination, 

therefore,  is  that  the  purchase,  re-sale,  or  re-incorporation  of  the  Michigan 

Central,  or  Michigan  Southern  roads,  under  the  provisions  of  their  charters 

is,  at  this  time,  neither  desirable  nor  practicable. 

In  order  to  set  forth  as  clearly  as  may  be  the  relative  taxation  under  the 
special  charters  apd  general  railroad  law,  we  have  prepared  as  accurately'  as 
pottible  a  comparative  table  of  taxes  paid  by  the  Michigan  Central  road  since 
it  iras  opened  to  Chicago  (that  being  the  company  of  the  greatest  mile- 
;ige),  and  present  the  same  as  a  supplement  to  this  report.

Dec.  31  sty  1884, 
Hon.  Josiah  W.  Begole,  Governor  of  Michigan : 

SiB — I  coDCur  ill  the  conclasion  reached  by  my  associates  upon  the  com- 
mifisioQy  OS  to  the  inhibitioa  of  oar  State  from  a  reparchase  of  the  Michi- 
gan Central  and  Michigan  Southern  Railroads,  under  the  provisions  to  that  end  * 
contained  in  their  charters ;  and  for  the  reason  assigned  by  them. 

But  I  am  unable  to  coincide  with  that  portion  of  their  report,  which  impli- 
edly admits  a  liability  of  the  State  to  the  corporations  in  question  for  dam- 
ages, in  case  the  Legislature  should,  in  its  wisdom,  so  amend  their  charters, 
aa  to  bring  the  companies  within  the  provisions  of  the  general  railroad  law  for 
the  purposes  of  taxation.  Nor  can  I  agree  with  the  intimation  of  my  col- 
leagues, based  upon  the  reasoning  of  their  report,  that  such  amendment 
would  be  undesirable,  or  in  any  manner  work  to  the  prejudice  of  the  State. 
On  the  contrary,  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  such  action  should  be  had,  and  that 
it  would  in  nowise  impair  the  obligation  of  any  contract  with  regard  to  taxa- 
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tion,  heretofore  made  with  the  corporations,  and  now  valid,  and  binding  on  the 
SUte. 

It  18  probable  that  the  Legislatare,  in  the  appointment  of  this  commission, 
contemplated  the  adoption  of  some  measure,  by  which  all  th^  railroad  proper- 
ties of  the  State  coald  be  brought  under  one  rnle  and  method  of  taxation, 
rather  than  the  actual  purchase  and  operation  by  the  State  of  the  roads  now 
taxed  under  the  provisions  of  their  special  charters,  and  in  that  aspect  of  the 
aubject,  it  is  proper  that  1  submit  to  your  Excellency,  some  of  the  reasons  that 
infloenoed  me  in  dissenting  from  the  report  signed  by  the  majority  of  the 
commission. 

The  taxation  of  property  within  its  limits,  is  the  highest*  exercise  of  the 
soTcreign  power  of  the  State ;  and  it  is  believed  such  exercise  can  only  be  reg- 
ulated and  restricted  by  the  organic  law  in  force  for  the  time  being.  In  other 
vorda;  that  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Legislature  by  its  simple  act,  not 
ratified  by  the  people,  to  grant  a  charter  to  a  corporation  so  framed  as  to  for- 
erer  thereafter  prevent  the  people  from  making  such  changes  in  the  methods 
aod  rates  of  taxation,  as  justice  and  uniformity  of  rule,  in  view  of  changed 
conditions  not  contemplated  by  such  charters,  and  resulting,  not  from  the 
acts  of  the  State,  bat  from  the  acts  and  policies  of  the  corporations  them- 
€elres,  may  seem  to  demand. 

If  this  proposition  be  well  founded  in  its  general  application,  it  would  seem 
that  no  obstacle  is  in  the  way  of  such  amendments  to  the  special  railroad 
<:harter8  now  in  force,  as  will  place  all  companies  in  the  State  upon  the  same 
footing  as  regards  the  taxation  of  railroad  property. 

In  the  case  of  the  two  corporations  whose  relations  to  the  State  under 
their  respective  charters,  the  commission  has  been  created  to  consider,  the 
Legislature  has,  in  granting  such  charters,  reserved  the  right,  after  thirty 
jesrs,  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  the  same :  Provided,  The  companies  shoald 
be  compensated  by  the  State  for  all  damages  sustained  by  reason  of  such 
alteration,  amendment  or  repeal. 

Such  reservation  clearly  leaves  the  power  with  any  Legislature  convened 
€Qbaeqaent  to  March  28,  or  May  20,  1876,  to  change  the  rule  of  taxation  as 
prescribed  by  the  special  charters,  only  the  question  being  presented,  whether 
^y  increase  of  taxes  that  might  accrue  by  reason  of  the  change,  could  be 
Wgally  or  equitably  considered  as  damages  against  which  the  companies  were 
to  be  indemnified  by  the  State,  under  the  proviso  in  the  Act.  It  is  not  fair 
to  assume,  that  it  was  only  intended  by  the  Legislature  to  apply  to  such  fran- 
chises as  had  been  granted  **and  were  appropriate  to  the  eonslructionf  mainte' 
tutncej  and  ojieration  of  the  railroads  as  public  highways,  and  the  right  to 
profit  therefromJ* 

Another  consideration  in  connection  with  the  subject  that  must  have  great 
force,  is  the  fact  that  both  the  corporations  in  question  have  so  changed  the 
fitnation  of  the  properties  they  originally  acquired,  or  since  constructed,  by 
the  lease  or  purchase  of  other  roads,  whjch  are  now  operated  by  them  in  con- 
janction  with  the  original  property,  and  under  one  official  management,  as  to 
prevent  an  unobstructed  assessment  of  taxes  as  provided  by  their  charters. 
While  nominally,  under  existing  laws,  the  earnings  of  such  leased  or  proprie- 
tary roads  are  kept  and  accounted  for  separately  from  those  of  the  main  or 
proprietor  road,  yet  it  is  apparent  that  by  an  arbitrary  division  of  earnings 
between  the  two,  by  which  the  lion's  share  should  be  apportioned  to  the  main 
•ine,  the  State  might  be  greatly  the  loser  in  the  income  reported  for  that  por- 
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tioD  of  its  Bystem  taxable  under  the  provisions  of  the  general  law.  By  reason 
of  the  acquisition  and  operation  as  one  system  of  corporate  properties  not  con- 
templated by  the  Legislatnre  to  be  included  with  that  covered  by  their  char- 
ters^ have  not  these  companies  ceased  to  be  entitled  to  special  privileges  in  the 
matter  of  taxation,  and  should  they  compliin  if  placed  in  the  same  position 
in  that  particular  regard  as  the  other  railroad  corporations  of  tho  State? 
.  The  franchises  now  enjoyed  by  tho  Michigan  Central  company  were  granted 
for  a  corporation  whose  line  of  road  was  only  intended  to  extend  from  Detroit 
to  some  point  on  Lake  Michigan  within  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  after  the 
Ist  day  of  February,  1851,  the  company  was  to  pay  upon  all  loans  made  to  it 
for>lhe  purpose  of  constructing  its  road^  and  other  objects  of  expenditure 
specified  in  the  act,  three-fourths  of  one  per  cent  as  an  annual  specific  tax. 
Bat  before  the  expiration  of  the  above  mentioned  date  the  company  had  vir- 
tually, if  not  in  fact,  become  a  corporation  of  the  States  of  Indiana  and  Illi- 
nois, and  nearly  completed  its  road  to  the  city  of  Chicago.  For  the  purpose 
of  constructing  and  maintaining  its  road  it  had  from  time  to  time  contracted 
indebtedness,  and  issued  bonds  secured  by  mortgage  on  its  entire  lino. 

Later,  in  the  acquirement,  and  reconstruction  or  repairs  of  leased  or  pro- 
prietary lines  it  contracted  additional  liabilities,  also  secured  upon  its  maiti 
line,  until  now  the  character  of  its  indebtedness  has  so  changed  as  to  make  it 
difficult,  if  not  impossible,  to  determine  what  portion  of  it  is  subject  to  taxu- 
tiou  under  the  provisions  of  the  charter.  A  change  in  conditions  that  should 
release  the  State  from  the  effect  of  the  provisions  of  the  charter  for  the  tax- 
ation of  its  indebtedness,  in  case  the  same  is  operating  to  the  detriment  of  the 
State. 

A  recent  decision  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  United  States,  in  a  case 
brought  in  error  to  the  supreme  court  of  Arkansas,  seems  to  strongly  uphold 
the  doctrine  that  exemption  from  taxation  will  not  be  enforced  by  the  courts 
where  changes  in  organization,  making  it  different  from  that  covered  by  the 
act  of  incorporation  have  been  consummated,  but  that  such  exemption  will  only 
inure  to  the  benefit  of  tho  company  to  which  originally  granted. 

While  this  decision  may  not  apply  in  full  force  to  tho  Michigan  Central 
Railroad  Company,  in  tho  case  of  tho  Michigan  Southern,  which  since  its 
original  charter  was  granted  has  been  twice  consolidated  with  other  companies, 
and  has  no  longer  even  a  name  among  the  living  corporations  of  the  State,  it 
would  certainly  seem  to  leave  no  doubt  as  to  the  power  of  the  Legislature  to 
tax  it  the  same  as  the  general  law  roads. 

It  is  possible  that  some  years,  the  income  realized  by  the  State  from  taxes 
levied  under  tho  provisions  of  the  general  law,  would  luit  be  so  largo  as  if 
collected  in  accordance  with  the  present  charter.  But  ouo  year  with  another, 
that  it  would  be  larger  by  the  former  plan,  can  hardly  be  doubted  ;  but  if  nor, 
the  State  would  be  more  than  compensated  by  the  uniformity  to  be  secured  in 
its  rule  of  taxation,  and  the  avoidance  of  thos^  opportunities  for  irregularities 
and  evasions  so  destructive  of  a  well-ordered  system  for  the  collection  of  the 
public  revenue. 

Koferring  to  the  comparative  statement  appended  to  the  report  of  the 
commission,  it  seems  to  me  that  the  figures  for  the  years  in  the  early  history 
of  the  Central  road  before  its  present  immense  traffic  was  established,  and  the 
extended  system  of  laterals  which  it  has  since  acquired  had  began  to  swell  its 
business  hardly  affords  a  just  criterion  as  to  future  results.  For  twenty  years 
ending  with  the  present,  only  five  years  have  resulted  to  the  advantage  of  the 
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State  niider  the  present  plan  of  taxation,  the  balance  against  it  for  the  whole 
period  and  in  favor  of  the  company  being  $^15,5955. 9'^. 

It  is  not  believed  that  the  corporations  to  be  ejected  by  the  amendments 
proposed  to  their  charters  woald  long  regard  them  with  disfavor — certainly 
not  if  the  anticipations  of  my  colleagues  should  be  realized  and  reduced  tax- 
ation resuU — but  would  acquiesce  in  the  expression  of  the  legislative  will,  as 
best  calculated  to  secure  uniform  and  equitable  taxation  of  all  companies 
doing  business  within  the  State.

Dear  Sir — Allow  me  to  petition  yon,  and  through  you  the  local  repre- 
seDtatives  ot     Detroit    and   vicinity    in    the  Legislature,  and    through    such 
local  representatives  the  Legislature  itself,  to  annex  Hamtramck  and  Spring- 
wells  to  this  city   on  sanitary  grounds.     I  am  credibly  informed  that  nine- 
teDths  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  aforesaid  suburbs  are  in  favor  of  annexation. 
Thereby  they  will  secure  better  drainage;  thereby  they  will  be  enabled  to  pro- 
core  good  water.     The  snrfice  wells  in  the  midst  of  filthy  conditions  from 
which  they  now   obtain  their  water  supply,  are  a  very  grave  source  of  danger! 
Sach  water  supply,  if  cholera  should  come,  will  be  a  very  potent  means  of 
diffusing  that  dread  disease.    The  Detroit  water  supply,  to  which   they  will 
have  access  by  annexation,  cannot  be  contaminated  by  cholera  germ,  for  the 
intake  is  above    the  debouchment  of  all  sewers.    Besides,  annexation   will 
secure  for  the  people  of  these  populous  suburbs  the  well  organized  sanitary 
supervision  of  Detroit.    Manure  heaps   will   be  removed;   malarious  pond- 
holes  of  stagnant  water  will   be  drained  out,  and  contagious  diseases  will 
be  subjected  to  stringent  regulations. 

Of  course,  annexation  will  increase  the  work  of  my  oflSce ;  but,  as  a  compen- 
sation, sources  of  danger  to  the  public  health,  now  separated  from  the  city 
only  by  an  imaginary  line  running  along  the  centre  of  a  street,  may  be 
removed  under  organized  sanitary^  administration.  There  is  three  or  four 
times  as  much  diphtheria  per  capita  in  these  suburbs  as  in  Detroit,  owing  to 
the  two  facts  that  Detroit  is  in  a  better  sanitary  condition,  and  that  the  dis- 
ease is  here  far  more  carefully  isolated.  While  you  are  about  it,  by  all  means 
extend  the  lines  to  Gonnor^s  Greek  and  to  the  Biver  Bogue.  You  may  as  well 
do  the  whole  thing  at  once  as  to  do  it  piecemeal. 

Other  than  sanitary  reasons  for  annexation  I  do  not  assume  to  discuss..

1.  William  Holt.  Convicted  in  the  Becorder^s  Court  of  the  City  of 
Detroit  of  murder,  and  sentenced  in  1865  to  life  imprisonment  in  the  State 
Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  January  3,  1883.  Holt  was  pardoned  upon 
the  letters  and  written  statements  of  the  trial  judge,  all  the  living  jurors,  and 
afBdavits  and  written  statements  of  large  numbers  of  the  citizens  of  Detroit 
ma  to  the  bad  reputation  of  the  inculpating  witnesses,  John  Dunn  and  Samuel 
Poet,  being  so  bad  as  to  render  their  statements  unworthy  of.  belief,  their  tes- 
timony having  been  given  in  hope  of  reward,  and  in  case  of  Dunn  to  earn 
immnnity  from  a  charge  of  rape  then  impending  over  him. 

3.  John  Kyan.  Convicted  in  the  Kecorder's  Court  of  the  City  of  Detroit 
of  burglary,  and  sentenced  for  15  years  from  February  17, 1876,  to  the  State 
Priaon  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  January  5,  1883.  Byan  was  pardoned  at  the 
request  of  Judge  Swift,  who  presided  at  his  trial,  who  stated  that  he  should 
not  have  imposed  the  severe  sentence  he  did  had  he  known  Byan's  previous 
good  character  as  certified  to  by  Ex-Senator  Lyman  G.  Trumbull,  Ex-Con- 
gressman C.  B.  Farwell,  and  other  prominent  and  well  known  citizens  of  Chi- 
cago. His  pardon  was  also  recommended  by  Pl-osecuting  Attorney  Hawley, 
and  many  of  the  best  citizens  of  Detroit. 

3.  Frank  McOinnis.  Convicted  in  the  Recorder's  Court  of  the  City  of  Detroit 
of  forgery,  and  sentenced  for  12  years  from  March  2,  1877,  to  the  State 
Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  February  3,  1883.  McGinnis  was  but  19  years 
qU  al  the  time  of  his  conviction,  and  the  sentence  would  appear  to  have  been 
exoeedinglj  severe  for  one  so  young.  His  pardon  was  recommended  by  the 
jodge  who  tried  him,  and  by  many  of  the  most  reputable  citizens  of  Detroit. 
His  jail  record  was  excellent,  having  been  a  faithful  and  efficient  teacher  in 
the  prison  school. 

4,  Edward    Sallivan.     Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 

Genesee  of  maDsIaaghter,  and  sentenced  for  seven  years  from  March  18, 1878, 

to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.      Pardoned  February  8,  1883.      Sullivan's 

mison  record  was  reported  as  very  good,  and  his  sentence,  owing  to  good  time 

nined  would  hare  expired  in  a  few  months.      His  pardon  was  recommended 

bf  the  judge  who  sentenced*  him,  by  the  prosecuting  attorney,  and  all  the 

jaron  who  conld    be   seen,  and  by  many  of  the  most  respectable  citizens  of 

Qenesee  count j.      Happening  in  my  own  county  I  was  familiar  with  the  facts 

aod  considered  the  sentence  too  severe. 
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5.  Samuel  Ulam.  Oonvicfced  in  the  Oircuit  Ooarfc  for  the  County  of  Kala- 
mazoo of  murder,  and  sectenced  in  March,  1855,  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jack- 
son for  life.  Pardoned  March  1,  1883.  From  a  mass  of  evidence  submitted 
to  me  (most  of  which  had  been  discorered  after  his  conviction),  and  which 
had  satisfied  very  many  persons  quite  as  well  able  to  judj^e  as  myself  of  TJlam's 
innocence,  I  pardoned  him,  believing  him  innocent  of  the  crime  for  which 
he  had  lain  in  prison  28  years. 

6.  Austin  Parks.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Oak- 
land of  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  for  20  years  from  June 
15,  1876,  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  March  1,  1883.  Parks* 
pardon  was  asked  for  by  Judge  Baldwin  who  had  seoftenced  him,  who  upon 
reflection,  and  from  new  facts  brought  to  his  knowledge,  considered  the  sen- 
tence much  too  severe.  The  prison  physician  also  certified  that  Parks  had 
been  in  hospital  most  of  the  time  for  three  years,  and  could  not  probably 
recover  unless  set  at  liberty. 

7.  Elmer  Angle.  Convicted  in  Justice's  Court  in  Genesee  county  of  assault 
and  battery,  and  sentenced  for  90  days  from  February  23.  1883,  to  the  State 
House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  April  11,  1883.  Elmer  Angle,  a 
mere  boy,  was  convicted  of  assault  and  battery,  his  offense  consisting  in  cut- 
ting some  hair  from  the  head  of  a  girl  schoolmate.  The  agent  of  the  Board 
of  Corrections  and  Charities  for  Genesee  disapproved  the  sentence  and  pro- 
tested against  it.  As  soon  as  a  good  home  could  be  procured  for  Angle  I 
pardoned  him. 

8.  John  W.  Moore.  Convicted  in  the  Becorder^s  Court  for  the  City  of 
Detroit  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  for  four  years  from  August  28,  1880,  to  the 
State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  April  10,  1883.  Moore  was  pardoned  at 
the  request  of  Judge  Swift,  the  trial  judge,  Henry  N.  Brevoort,  prosecuting 
attorney,  the  mayor,  and  many  prominent  citizens  of  Detroit,  who  assured 
me  that  the  young  man  had  been  sufficiently  punished,  and  that  a  pardon 
would  in  all  probability  insure  his  keeping  in  the  right  path  in  future. 

9.  Charles  Gilbert.  Convicted  in  the  ReoordePs  Court  for  the  City  of 
Detroit  of  uttering  a  forged  instrument,  and  sentenced  for  three  years  from 
December  20,  1880,  to  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  April 
12,  1883.  Gilbert  was  a  young  man  of  good  family,  and  realized  most  fully 
the  deplorable  consequences  of  his  crime.  Owing  to  his  good  conduct  he  had 
but  about  two  months  longer  to  serve.  I  pardoned  him,  satisfied  by  personal 
interviews  its  effects  would  be  good,  his  future  life  made  more  hopeful, 
and  resolutions  to  lead  a  new  life  stronger  in  consequence. 

10.  Robert  Garbutt.  Convicted  in  the  Recorder's  Court  for  the  City  of 
Detroit  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  for  life  on  August  2, 
1868,  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  April  17,  1883.  Garbutt' a 
life  sentence  had  been  commuted  by  Governor  Jerome  to  20  years.  I  became 
satisfied  that  Garbutt's  failing  health  would  in  all  probability  prevent  his 
receiving  any  benefit  from  Gov.  Jerome's  well-meant  and  deserved  clemency, 
and  that  under  the  circumstances  he  was  entitled  to  a  pardon. 

11.  John  Considine.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Macomb  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  for  two  years  from  Septembar,  1881,  to 
the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.     Pardoned  April  18^  1883.     In  the 
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case  of  i3oTi8idine  I  remitted  three  or  foar  weeks  of  a  sentence  which  hardly 
seemed  Buatained  by  the  evidence,  to  enable  him  f-o  visit' his  family  in  the  time 
oi  their  affliction  and  bereavement. 

12.  Francis  £•  Hilliard.  Oonvicted  in  the  Gircait  Gonrt  for  the  County  of 
Allegan  of  assault  with  intent  to  mnrder,  and  sentenced  for  three  years  from 
October  25,  1882,  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  April  19,  1883. 
Judge  Arnold,  who  sentenced  Hilliard,  wrote  me:  '^ I  am  not  and  was  not 
sati&ed  in  my  own  mind  beyond  reasonable  donbt  of  his  intent  to  murder.'' 
His  sister-in-law,  the  injured  party  (the  offense  being  the  result  of  a  family 
qaarrel),  as  well  as  her  husband,  the  brother  of  Hilliard,  asked  for  his  pardon. 
Indeed,  the  relatives  generally  united  in  representing  to  me  that  family  con- 
cord and  the  ends  of  justice  would  both  be  promoted  by  Hilliard's  pardon. 

13.  Thomas  Kidd.  Oonvicted  in  the  Circuit  Oonrt  for  the  County  of  San- 
flac  of  mnider,  and  sentenced  on  January  6,  1871,  to  the  State  Prison  at 
Jackson  for  life.  Pardoned  May  4,  1883.  Kidd  was  convicted  on  evidence 
wholly  circomstantial  and  not  satisfactory.  He  was  only  18  years  old  at  the 
time  the  offense  alleged  against  him  was  committed.  The  judge  and  prose- 
cnticg  officers  united  in  the  request  for  his  pardon,  and  the  best  people  who 
knew  the  circumstances  expressed  grave  donbt  as  to  Kidd's  guilt.  His  prison 
record  was  unexceptionable. 

14.  Charles  Colbath.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Ijecawee  of  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  April  12,  1882,  to 
14  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  June  14, 
1883.  The  best  citizens  of  Adrian  in  large  numbers  assured  me  that  new  facts 
had  been  discovered,  which,  had  they  been  known  at  the  time  of  Colbath's 
trial,  wonld  have  secured  his  acquittal. 

15.  Julian  Moore.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Oak- 
land of  larceny,  and  sentenced  December  1,  1881,  to  five  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  June  14,  1883.  Moore  with  two 
other  persons  was  charged  with  the  crime  of  larceny.  The  others  pleaded  guilty ; 
Moore  was  tried  and  convicted  on  their  testimony.  While  the  evidence  showed 
that  Moore,  if  guilty,  was  not  the  principal  offender,  the  others  were  let  off 
with  one  year  each  at  Ionia,  but  Moore  was^sentenced  to  five  years  at  Jack- 
son. His  pardon  was  asked  by  the  judge,  ^  prosecuting  attorney,  complaining 
witness,  and  the  sheriff  and  other  officers  of  Oakland  county. 

16.  Lonis  Contoi.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Hough- 
ton of  murder,  and  sentenced  October  25,  1866,  to  imprisonment  for  life  in 
the  State  Prison  at  Jackson,  Pardoned  June  14,  1883.  Contoi,  an  Indian, 
had  taken  an  Indian's  vengeance  on  a  man  who  had  betrayed  his  confidence 
in  regard  to  a  mine,  by  shooting  him.  During  his  nearly  17  years  in  prison 
not  a  single  breach  of  discipline  had  been  charged  against  him.  Mrs.  Haviland 
and  otbefs  had  become  interested  in  his  case  and  desired  his  pardon.  Ex- 
Waiden  Humphrey  was  earnest  in  his  behalf,  and  wrote,  ^'  I  believe  Louis 
Cootoi  will  it  released  from  prison  lead  an  honest,  upright  life;  and  that 

Modetj  will  be  in  no  way  injured,  nor  human  life  be  less  secure  because  of  his 

tmtontion  to  freedom. 

17.  Jtanes  J.  Sbafer.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
UilUBh  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  October  31,  1882,  to  imprisonment  in  the 
StMte  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia  for  four  years.  Pardoned  June  18,  1883. 
SbilefB  pbysicBl  condition  was  such  that  he  could  not  possibly  live  out  his 
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term  of  imprisonment.    At  the  request  of  his  relatives  and  the  officers  of  the 
prison  he  was  pardoned  simply  on  the  ground  of  humanity. 

18.  Clinton  Hinkley.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  6t 
Hillsdale  of  breaking  and  entering  a  railroad  car,  and  sentenced  May  8,  1882, 
to  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Par- 
doned June  29,  1883.  This  was  a  first  offense.  Hinkley  had  borne  a  good 
reputation,  had  served  more  than  half  his  sentence,  and  was  pardoned  that  he 
might  support  his  widowed  mother  at  the  request  of  many  reputable  citizens 
of  Hillsdale  county. 

19.  Charles  Beep.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Kent 
of  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  December  29,  1881,  to  foar 
years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned 
July  25,  1884.  Beep's  crime  was  shooting  at  and  slightly  wounding  a  wife 
who  persisted  in  drunkenness  and  worse  vices.  For  this  he  had  suffered  two 
years'  imprisonment,  and  his  pardon  was  asked  by  judge,  jury,  and  many  of 
the  best  citizens  of  Grand  Bapids. 

20.  William  Shields.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  Coanty  of 
Kent  of  robbery,  and  sentenced  June  20,  1882,  to  three  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  July  25,  1883.  Shields 
had  been  in  the  prison  hospital  a  considerable  time,  and  was  pardoned  on  the 
certificate  of  the  prison  physician  that  he  was  suffering  from  Bright' s  disease, 
and  that  there  was  little  probability  of  his  recovery  if  kept  in  prison. 

21.  William  Carroll.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  County  of  Len- 
awee of  burglary,  and  sentenced  May  14,  1881,  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  July  25,  1883.  Carroll 
was  pardoned  at  the  request  of  the  officers  of  the  prison,  who  represented  that 
he  had  been  suffering  for  a  long  tim^from  lung  disease,  was  confined  to  the 
hospital,  and  likely  to  live  but  a  short  time  if  kept  in  prison. 

22.  Charles  Powers.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Man- 
istee of  manslaughter,  and  sentenced  June  6,  1883,  to  five  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  lonia^  Pardoned  August  6,  1883. 
Powers,  an  aged  minister,  was  conyicted  of  manslaughter.  He  had  for  many 
years  been  accustomed  to  act  as  physician  to  the  poor  people  among  whom  he 
labored,  and  who  would  otherwise  have  been  without  medical  aid.  His  alleged 
offense  consisted  in  having  attended  a  case  of  confinement  where  death  ensued 
and  which  regular  physicians  claimed  was  mal-practice.  His  pardon  was 
asked  for  by  nearly  2,000  persons,  about  forty  of  them  clergymen,  who  certi- 
fied to  his  high  moral  character  and  useful  life. 

23.  Wm.  Damouth.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of* 
Barry  of  breaking  and  entering  a  shop  in  the  night-time,  and  sentenced 
February  9,  1882,  to  three  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson. 
Pardoned  August  9, 1883.  Damouth  had  been  a  young  man  of  good  reputa- 
tion, and  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  Barry  county  asked  for  his  pardon  on 
the  ground  that  the  sentence  was  too  severe.  He  had  been  in  hospital  for  a 
number  of  months,  when  on  June  3,  1883,  the  prision  physician  wrote  me: 
'^  He  is  helpless ;  the  whole  aspect  of  his  case  is  unfavorable  to  recovery." 
Damouth  continued  to  fail  rapidly,  and  after  satisfying  myself  of  his  hopeless 
condition,  about  two  months  later  I  pardoned  him. 

24.  Alexander  Frazier.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Wayne  of  murder,  and  sentenced  December  9,  1856,  to  life  imprisonment  in 
the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.    Pardoned  September  1,  1883.      Frazier's  con- 
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Tickion  of  marder  was  not  considered  sastained  by  the  evidence.  A  conviction 
of  manBlaagfater  would  probably  have  been  correct.  He  had  been  in  prison 
27  yean,  and  at  the  request  of  Senator  Strong  and  other  repatable  citizens  of 
Monroe  oonniy »  and  after  the  most  positive  assarauces  that  he  would  not  be 
lUowed  to  become  a  public  charge,  he  was  pardoned. 

25.  Abbot  B.  Hemmingway.  Convicted  in  the  Oircuit  Oonrt  for  Branch 
oouniy  of  aiding  and  abetting  the  crime  of  arson,  and  sentenced  October  22, 
lS92,to  nine  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Sentence 
oommuted  to  one  year  September  1,  1883.  Hemmingway  was  convicted  after 
a  trial  which  excited  much  feeling  and  comment  in  Branch  county.  His 
pardon  was  asked  for  by  over  3,000  citizens  of  that  county.  Before  com- 
muting  bis  sentence  I  personally  conversed  with  citizens  of  Ooldwater  most 
likely  to  form  an  intelligent  and  unprejudiced  opinion,  and  found  their  views 
coincided  with  those  of  the  petitioners  for  a  pardon. 

26.  Louis  Gale*  Oonvicted  in  the  Superior  Court  of  the  Oity  of  Grand 
B^ttds  of  uttering  and  publishing  as  true  a  forged  mortgage,  and  sentenced 
Murch  23,  1883,  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson. 
Paidoned  September  14,  1883.  I  pardoned  Gale,  believing  from  the  evidence 
presented  to  me  (and  mnch  of  which  had  not  been  placed  before  the  jury 
which  convicted  him)  that  he  was  innocent  of  the  crime  for  which  he  was 
imprisoned. 

27.  George  W.  Hathaway.  Oonvicted  in  the  Oircuit  Court  for  the  County 
of  Branch  of  aiding  and  abetting  the  crime  of  arson,  and  sentenced  March 
15, 1883,  to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at 
Ionia.  Hathaway^s  offense  was  committed  in  connection  with  A.  B.  Hem- 
saingway.  His  pardon  was  also  numerously  petitioned  for  and  was  granted 
for  the  same  reason. 

23.  John  Dunning.  Convicted  in  the  Oircuit  Court  for  Isabella  connty  of 
assaalt  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  Jane  19,  1877,  to  nine  years' 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  November  1,  1883. 
DuDoiog  was  pardoned  at  the  request  of  Warden  Pond  for  valuable  services 
readered  October  20,  1883,  in  preventing  the  escape  of  a  convict  who,  in 
making  his  second  attempt  to  escape,  had  placed  a  '^dummy"  in  his  cell,  and 
was  caught  by  Dunning  while  attempting  to  escape  through  one  of  the  chapel 
windowa 

29.  Jedediah  Van  Allen.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County 
of  ToBcola  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  October  27,  1877, 
to  seren  years  and  ten  months'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson. 
'Van  Allen  was  pardoned  on  the  recommendation  of  Wa/den  Pond,  having  on 

September  15,  1883,  rescued  one  of  the  keepers  when  assaulted  by  a  convict, 
and  saved  him  from  severe  injury.  Van  Allen  had  but  six  weeks  longer 
to  serve. 

30.  Bernard  Einstein.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
lisaawee  of  lewd  and  lascivious  cohabitation,  and  sentenced  April  28,  1883, 
to  one  year's  imprisonment  in  Lenawee  county  jail.  Pardoned  April  28, 1883. 
Einstein  was  panioned  on  the  request  of  the  sheriff  of  Lenawee  county  and 
other  citisens  of  Adrian,  having  rendered  important  service  in  preventing  an 
escape  of  prisoners  from  Lenawee  county  jail. 

31.  WilUaoi  Woods.  Convicted  in  the  Recorder's  Court  of  the  City  of 
De^mt  ot  burglar j9  and  sentenced  March  27,  1876,  to  15  years'  imprison- 
ment  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.    Pardoned  January  24, 1884. 
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Woods,  at  the  age  of  20  years  was  sentenced  to  15  years'  imprisonment  for 
burglary,  although  previously  a  young  man  of  good  reputation.  He  had 
spent  nearly  eight  years  in  prison,  a  longer  time  than  is  usually  imposed 
on  young  offenders  for  a  like  offense.  Satisfied  not  only  that  he  had  been 
sufficiently  punished,  but  also  that  he  would  make  a  good  citizen  when  liber- 
ated, I  pardoned  him. 

32.  Martin  Perk.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Branch 
of  arson,  and  sentenced  December  12,  1882,  to  three  years  and  four  months' 
imprisonment  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  January 
24,  1884.  Perk  was  the  third  party  implicated  with  Hemmingway  and  Hath- 
away in  the  arson  cases  at  Coldwater.  His  release  was  asked  for  by  over  1,100 
citizens  of  Branch  county,  and  was  granted  for  the  same  reasons  as  the  others. 

83.  Henry  Hanscomb.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Muskegon  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  September  14,  1881,  to  five  years' 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  March  4,  1884. 
Hanscomb  came  into  this  state  with  a  circus.  At  Muskegon  he  became 
intoxicated,  and  his  crime  consisted  in  taking  some  articles  of  little  value 
from  the  rear  end  of  a  saloon.  Judge  Kussell  who  sentenced  him  wrote  me 
that  certain  local  reasons  seemed  at  the  time  to  call  for  heavy  sentence,  and 
that  had  Hanscomb  been  tible  to  show  good  character  he  would  not  have  sen- 
tenced him  for  over  two  or  three  years.  His  good  character  was  established 
to  my  satisfaction  by  citizens  of  South  Berwick,  Maine,  where  Hanscomb's 
wife  and  children  resided. 

34.  John  A.  Henwood.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Berrien  of  murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  February  5,  1877,  to 
10  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  March  11, 
1884.  Henwood  had  been  in  hospital  for  nearly  three  years.  His  pardon 
was  asked  for  by  Ex-Judge  Coolidge,  who  tried  him,  £x-Prosecuting  Attor- 
ney Van  Biper,  who  prosecuted  the  case,  by  every  supervisor  of  Berrien  county, 
and  would  have  been  granted  on  the  ground  of  humanity  alone. 

35  and  36.  Fred  Wilcox  and  Henry  Frain  were  convicted  in  the  Circuit 
Court  for  the  County  of  Shiawassee  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  February  17, 
188-'i,  to  two  yeais'  imprisonment  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia. 
Pardoned  March  12,  1884.  These  young  men,  about  19  years  old  each,  were 
arrested  at  Owosso  on  some  trifling  matter,  and  while  in  custody,  of  their  own 
accord,  confessed  to  having  robbed  a  store  the  summer  before.  There  was  no 
evidence  against  them  but  their  confession,  and  this  they  gave  as  they  said 
from  their  sorrow  at  having  committed  the  offense.  Their  pardon  was  asked 
for  by  all  the  county  ofiScers  of  Shiawassee  county,  and  other  prominent 
citizens. 

37.  Wm.  Ferguson.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Bay  of 
larceny  from  the  person,  and  sentenced  June  10,  1881,  to  five  years'  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  March  23,  1884.  Ferguson's 
sister  called  on  me  with  a  letter  which  she  had  received  from  the  warden  of  the 
priBon,  infoiming  her  that  her  brother  could  live  but  a  short  time,  and  call- 
ing ber  attention  to  the  law  which  required  the  warden,  unless  the  body  was 
claimed  by  the  relatives,  to  forward  it  to  the  dissecting  room  at  Ann  Arbor. 
She  cffered  to  take  her  brother  outside  the  prison,  care  for  him  till  he  died 
and  bury  him,  and  I  pardoned  him. 

38.  A.  C.  Jenkins.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Kent 
of  forgei7,  and  sentenced  February  21,  1882,  to  three  years'  imprisonment  in 
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the  Slate  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  March  25,  1884.  Jenkins 
Its  employed  in  the  prison  as  clerk  and  book-keeper.  His  faithful  attention 
to  duty  and  upright  conduct  induced  the  oflBcers  or  the  prison  to  ask  that  tha 
lew  Temaiuing  months  of  his  sentence  might  be  remitted.  His  pardon  was 
alao  aaked  for  by  Lieut.  Gov.  Crosby,  Senator  Hine,  Judge  Parrish,  the  com- 
pkimnfr  witness,  who  was  the  injured  party,  and  other  citizens  of  Kent  county. 

39.  Harriet  J.  Bush.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
MoEtcalm  of  assanlt  and  battery,  and  sentenced  March  6,  1884,  to  forty-five 
days'  imprisonment  in  Montcalm  county  jaiU  Pardoned  March  26,  1884. 
The  alleged  assault  and  battery  grew  out  of  unpleasant  relations  with  her 
husband,  there  being  many  extenuating  circumstances  in  favor  of  Mrs.  Bush. 
At  the  time  of  her  pardon  she  had  spent  twenty  days  in  the  county  jail,  and 
it  was  (Certified  to  me  that  longer  imprisonment  would  imperil  her  health. 

40.  John  Curtis.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Van 
Baren  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  May  29,  1882,  to  five  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  April  4,  1884.  The  history  of 
CurtisTs  case  has  already  been  given  to  the  public.  Paralyzed,  insane,  a  mere 
wreck  both  physically  and  mentallyi  I  gave  him  to  his  friends  to  care  for 
with  no  hope  of  his  recovery. 

41.  George  Brown.  Convicted  in  Justice's  Court  in  Lenawee  county  of 
larceny,  and  sentenced  February  5,  1884,  to  90  days'  imprisonment  in  the 
Sute  House  of  Correction.  Pardoned  April  1,  1884.  Brown  had  nearly 
served  out  his  90  days,  and  was  pardoned  at  request  of  officers  of  Lenawee 
€OUuty  as  a  reward  for  services  rendered  in  the  conviction  of  criminals. 

42.  Jay  Mead.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Shia- 
wassee of  burglary,  and  sentenced  May  11,  1882,  to  five  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Commuted  to  2^  years  April  21,  1884. 
Mead  was  a  hard-working  man  of  ^ood  reputation,  and  was  convicted  of  a 
burglary  committed  near  where,  in  company  with  his  wife  and  children,  he 
was  visiting  at  the  house  of  an  acquaintance.  Great  doubt  exists  in  the  minds 
of  those  best  able  to  judge,  as  to  Mead  being  the  guilty  party.  In  view  of  all 
ibe  circumstances,  Mead's  sentence  seemed  to  be  too  long,  and  I  reduced  it 
one-half. 

43.  Edward  Washington.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  Wayne  county 
of  robbery,  and  sentenced  July  24,  1879,  to  six  years'  imprisonment  in  the 
State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  April  25,  1884,  that  he  might 
die  at  home  under  the  care  of  his  aged  mother,  but  died  before  his  pardon 
reached  the  prison. 

44-  Francis  A.  Wardell.  Convicted  in  the  Recorder's  Court  of  the  City  of 
Detroit  of  uttering  and  publishing  as  true  a  forged  instrument,  and  sentenced 
Pebruary  19,  1883,  to  four  years'  imprisonment  in  the  Detroit  House  of  Cor- 
lection.  Pardoned  April  25,  1884.  Wardell  did  not  belong  to  the  criminal 
class.  I  first  knew  him  as  a  wounded  soldier,  when  I  procured  for  him  a 
position  in  the  postoffice.  I  think  others  holding  high  positions  are  as  much 
to  blame  as  Wardell.  His  mother  and  his  family  needed  his  serviues,  and  I 
have  no  doubt  he  will  live  an  upright  life  in  future* 

45.  Frederick  W.  Brown.    Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County 

of  Saginaw  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  March  7,  1883,  to  three  years'  impris- 

oomeot  in  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.     Pardoned  May  22,  JS84. 

Browo,  a  reputable  young  man,  was  convicted  upoa  testimony  which  after- 
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wards  proved  to  be  unreliable.    From  statements  of  the  judge  and  prosecuting 
attorney  I  believed  him  innocent. 

46.  Isadore  Jones.  Oonvicted  in  the  Beoorder's  Oourt  for  the  Gity  of 
Detroit  of  knowingly  receiving  stolen  property,  and  sentenced  October  1,  1881, 
to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  May 
37,  1884,  at  the  request  of  E.  F.  Gonely,  superintendent  of  police,  Detroit, 
and  Judge  Swift,  the  trial  judge,  who  had  come  to  regard  Jones  as  innocent 
of  the  crime  of  which  he  had  been  convicted. 

47.  William  McDonald.  Oonvicted  in  the  Oircuit  Gourt  for  the  Gounty  of 
Kent  of  burglary,  and  sentenced  July  6,  1883,  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  House  of  Gorrection  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  August  6,  1884.  McDonald 
was  pardoned  at  the  request  of  the  prison  officers,  on  the  ground  that  he  was 
in  the  last  stages  of  consumption  and  could  hardly  expect  to  live  tbe  remain- 
ing eight  months  of  his  sentence. 

48.  Talmon  Owen.  Oonvicted  in  Justice's  Gourt  in  Genesee  county  of 
being  a  drunkard,  and  sentenced  July  22,  1884,  to  three  months'  imprison- 
ment in  the  State  House  of  Gorrection  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  August  22,  18d4i, 
in  pity  to  his  family,  and  on  his  promise  to  reform. 

49.  George  Bentley.  Oonvicted  in  the  Superior  Gourt  of  the  Gity  of  Grand 
Bapids  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  July  10,  1833,  to  four  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  October  27,  1884.  Bentley,  a 
colored  man  of  excellent  reputation  was  janitor  in  a  bank  at  Grand  Rapids. 
A  considerable  sum  of  money  was  carelessly  exposed  by  the  bank  officials, 
and  under  the  temptation  was  appropriated  by  Bentley,  who  had  been  previous 
to  that  time  an  henest  man.  The  money  was  recovered  by  the  bank,  and  I 
believe  Bentley  was  sufficiently  punished.  His  pardon  was  asked  for  by  bank 
officers  and  others  at  Grand  Kapids. 

50.  Pearly  Pearsall.  Convicted  in  the  Oircuit  Gourt  for  the  Gounty  of 
Kent  of  larceny,  and  sentenced  June  6, 1833,  to  two  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  House  of  Gorrection  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  October  29,  1884.  Pear- 
sall was  but  20  years  old  when  convicted,  is  of  excellent  family,  and  was  con- 
victed on  the  testimony  of  an  accomplice,  under  conditions  that  might  well 
have  raised  a  doubt  as  to  his  guilt.  His  pardon  was  asked  for  by  some  of  the 
most  reputable  citizens  of  Kent  county  familiar  with  the  facts. 

51.  George  Enill.  Oonvicted  of  keeping  open  a  bar  on  a  legal  holiday,  and 
sentenced  in  the  Oircuit  Gourt  of  Genesee  county,  November,  1882,  to  pay  a 
fine  and  be  imprisoned  ten  days.  Enill  suffered  bis  imprisonment  and  paid 
his  fine  in  1882.  Some  of  his  friends  represented  to  me  that  he  was  laboring 
under  mental  distress  which  could  only  be  relieved  by  a  pardon.  The  attor- 
ney general  informed  me  that  there  was  no  legal  objection  to  my  i8i^ni^g  a 
pardon,  but  that  it  could  relieve  Mr.  Enill  of  no  disabilities  as  he  was  laboring 
under  none.  Mr.  Enill  when  informed  of  the  attorney  general's  opinion  still 
wanted  a  pardon,  and  it  was  issued  November  11,  lij84,  though  of  no  possible 
effect  in  his  case. 

52.  Gharies  Goon.  Oonvicted  in  the  Oircuit  Gourt  of  Genesee  county  of 
utterins:  and  publishing  as  true  a  false  and  forged  promissory  note,  and  was 
sentenced  February  26,  1881,  to  five  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison 
at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  3,  1884.  This  was  Goon's  first  offense,  and 
there  were  many  extenuating  circumstances.  His  sentence,  and  I  was  familiar 
with  all  the  facts,  seemed  to  me  much  too  severe. 

53.  John  fiiley.    Oonvicted  in  the  Oircuit  Oourt  for  the  Gounty  of  Oakland 
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ofbQi^1ary«  and  sentenced  September  6,  1879,  to  15  years'  imprisonment  in 
tbe  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  3,  1884.  Riley  was  from 
MoQDt  IforriSy  N.  Y.,  and  belonged  to  a  very  respectable  family,  and  bore  a 
good  reputation.  Several  hundred  citizens  of  that  place  asked  for  his  pardon, 
and  bore  testimony  to  his  good  reputation.  The  judge  and  prosecuting  attor- 
Dey  united  in  declaring  Riley's  sentence  much  too  severe,  as  he  had  been  sen- 
tenced  under  a  misapprehension  of  his  true  character. 

54.  John  Miller.  Convicted  in  the  Recorder's  Oourt  of  the  Gity  of  Detroit 
of  burglary,  and  sentenced  August  21,  1882,  to  four  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  5,  1884.  Miller's  condi* 
iion  both  mentally  and  phisically  was  bad.  He  was  but  20  years  old  when 
ooDvicted,  and  bad  served  two-thirds  of  his  sentence.  His  pardon  was  asked 
for  by  the  jadge,  prosecuting  attorney,  and  jury  that  tried  him. 

55.  Timothy  Lynch.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Bay  county  Jana* 
aiy  27, 1874,  of  rape.  Pardoned  December  12,  1884.  Lynch  was  convicted 
in  Ba3  county  in  1874,  on  testimony  which  af term ards  proved  to  be  unreliable. 
Before  sentence  he  escaped  to  Sarnia,  in  Canada,  where  he  had  resided  for  10 
years.  His  excellent  character  while  there  is  attested  to  by  judges,  members 
of  parliament,  and  other  officials.  A  numerously  signed  petition  of  the  people 
of  Bay  City  asked  for  his  pardon  that  he  might  again  reside  among  them. 

56  and  57.  Joseph  Roose  and  Cardamen  Deo  were  convicted  in  the  Circuit 
Court  for  Genesee  county  of  abducting  a  female  for  purposes  of  prostitution, 
and  sentenced  August  22,  1881,  to  eight  months'  imprisonment  in  the  com- 
mon jail  of  Genesee  county.  Pardoned  December  17,  1884.  Their  con victioi^ 
was  a  surprise  to  the  citizens  of  Flint  acquainted  with  the  facts,  and  a  numer- 
ously signed  petition  was  presented  for  their  pardon. 

58.  Frank  W.  Penny.  Convicted  in  the  Recorder's  Court  of  the  City  of 
Detoitof  larceny,  and  sentenced  May  1,  1886,  to  3^  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pardoned  December  17,  1884. 
Penny  was  pardoned  at  the  request  of  the  prison  board  and  officers,  on  account 
of  valuable  services  in  preventing  the  escape  of  prisoners. 

59.  Dan  Van  Waggoner.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Kalamazoo  of  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  May  5,  1877,  to 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson  for  45  years — afterward  com* 
noted  to  State  House  of  Correction  for  same  period.  Sentence  commuted 
December  17*  1884,  so  his  imprisonment  will  expire  January  1,  1886.  I  par- 
doned Van  Waggoner  on  the  representation  made  by  John  C.  Blanchard  of 
lonia^  which  showed  that  his  sentence  was  terribly  severe,  and  on  request  'of 
prison  officials,  on  the  ground  of  good  conduct  and  failing  health. 

60.  Wni.  Boss.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Mecosta, 
and  sentenced  February  I'Z,  1883,  to  12  years'  imprisonment  in  the  State 
Phson  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  17,  1884.  A  communication  from 
tbe  prosecQting  attorney  of  Mecosta  county  satisfied  me  that  Ross  had  been 
conwicted  under  circumstances  which  would  have  prevented  a  verdict  of  more 
Cbao  msnslaaghter  if  the  assaulted  party  had  died.  This  should  have  made 
tbe  rerdict  in  his  case  but  guilty  of  assault  and  battery.      His  pardon  was 

ncommeoded  by  the  circuit  judge,  and  the  sheriff  and  prosecuting  attorney 

at  Mecosta  count j. 

6L  James  Maloy.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Eala- 
msMOO  of  robbery,  and  sentenced  December  23,  1882,  to  five  years'  imprison* 
Blent  in  the  State  Honse  of  Correction  at  Ionia.    Sentence  commuted  Ddcem- 
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ber  17y  1884,  eo  as  to  expire  December  22, 1884.  Maloy  belonged  to  a  most 
respectable  family,  and  never  formed  one  of  the  criminal  class.  This  was 
his  first  offense.  His  pardon  was  recommended  by  a  very  large  number  of 
the  best  citizens  of  Kalamazoo  county,  and  by  the  prison  officers  at  Ionia. 

62.  Oalvin  Stongh.  Oonvicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Hillsdale  of  arson,  and  sentenced  November  28,  1881^  to  five  years'  impris- 
onment at  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  Pai*doned  December  17, 
1884.  Stough's  health  had  failed  and  he  was  most  of  the  time  in  hospital. 
He  was  pardoned  that  he  might  be  taken  out  of  the  State  by  his  brother  aud 
cared  for  till  he  died. 

68.  Thomas  Taylor.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Genesee  of  robbery,  and  sentenced  June  1, 1878,  to  10  years'  imprisonment 
in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  17,  1884.  Taylor  was 
intoxicated  at  the  time  of  the  robbery,  and  was  not  the  principal  offender. 
Citizens  of  Flint  acquainted  with  the  facts  asked  for  his  pardon  on  the  ground 
that  the  sentence  was  too  severe,  in  which  view  of  the  case  the  judge  and 
prosecuting  attorney  agi'eed. 

64.  James  Fairbanks.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Ingham  of  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  May  19,  1881,  to  12 
years'  imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December 
20,  1884.  Fairbanks  brooded  long  over  the  fact  that  he  had  but  one  hand, 
for  which  he  held  the  assaulted  party,  a  physician,  responsible.  He  inflicted 
no  injury,  and  his  friends  and  neighbors  unite  in  bearing  testimony  to  his 
previous  good  character.  His  3|  years'  imprisonment  seemed  to  me  suflB- 
cient  punishment  for  his  offense. 

65.  Henry  B.  Farrington.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Iosco  county 
of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  October  8,  1875,  to  imprison* 
ment  for  life,  in  the  State  Piison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  20,  1884. 
Farrington  was  tried  in  a  community  thoroughly  prejudiced  against  hioi, 
his  conviction  being  a  foregone  conclusion  from  the  beginning.  From  facts 
brought  to  my  knowledge  it  would  seem  that  the  crime  could  not  have  been 
more  than  manslaughter — possibly  it  was  justifiable  homicide.  Farrington 
was  the  older  and  very  much  the  weaker  man,  and  no  ill-feeling  had  existed 
between  the  parties.  Premeditation  would  hardly  seem  possible  under  the 
circumstances.  Farrington  had  been  in  prison  for  over  nine  years,  a  sufli- 
cient  time  to  punish  him  for  any  crime  he  probably  committed. 

66.  Enos  T.  Merritt.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Newaygo  of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  March  28,  1859,  to 
imprisonment  for  life,  in  the  State  I*rison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December 
23,  1884.  Merritt  had  spent  over  25  years  in  prison,  where  his  record  had 
been  unexceptionable.  The  prison  authorities  united  in  asking  his  release, 
and  his  friends  gave  bonds  that  he  should  not  become  a  public  charge. 

67.  Ellen  C.  Bemis.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Ionia  of  murder  in  the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  February  15,  1881,  to 
imprisonment  for  life,  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson,  afterwards  commuted 
to  Detroit  House  of  Correction.  Pardoned  December  23,  1884.  Mrs.  Bemis 
was  convicted  on  testimony  which  left  in  the  public  mind  great  doubts  as  to 
her  guilt.  The  expert  testimony  as  to  the  existence  of  poison  was  severely 
criticized.  My  own  opinion  from  the  facts  submitted  to  me  is  that  she  is  inno- 
cent. She  can  live  but  a  few  months,  being  afiBlicted  with  an  incurable 
disease. 
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68.  Eddie  Casper.  Gonvioted  in  the  Oiroait  Court  for  the  County  of 
Ottawa  of  larceny,  and  eentenced  August  4,  1884,  to  two  years'  ioiprifionmenfe 
it  the  State  Uonse  of  Correction.  Pardoned  Decern  ber  23,  1884.  A  large 
namber  ef  the  citizens  of  Eaton  Kapids,  where  Casper  had  formerly  resided, 
bore  teatimouy  to  his  good  character  and  asked  for  his  pardon.  After  exam- 
ining the  case  I  was  satisfied  that  the  ends  of  justice  would  be  best  subserved 
by  his  pardon. 

€9.  John  Seaver.  Convicted  in  Justice's  Court  in  Muskegon  county  of 
being  a  drunkard,  and  sentenced  Ocix>ber  24,  1884,  to  90  days'  iiiiprisonuient 
at  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia,  Pardoned  December  24,  1881. 
Bearer,  whose  drinking  habit  was  his  only  trouble,  was  pardoned  at  the 
request  of  Lieat  GFov.  Crosby,  and  a  large  number  of  citizens  of  Grand  Bap- 
ids,  that  he  might  see  his  mother  on  her  deathbed,  who  was  ignorant  of  his 
imprisonment. 

70.  Julia  Uargin.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Sagi- 
naw of  mnrder  in  the  first  degree,  and  sentenced  December  29,  1876,  to  life 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson,  afterwards  changed  to  Detroit 
floose  of  Correction.  Commuted  December  26,  1884,  so  her  sentence  shall 
ezptre  December  23,  1885.  The  sentence  of  Mrs.  Cargin  was  commuted  on 
facts  laid  before  me  by  Capt.  Joseph  Nicholson,  Superintendent  of  the  Detroit 
House  of  Correction,  in  regard  to  dying  statements  made  by  the  principal 
witness  for  the  prosecution. 

71.  George  Davis.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Gen- 
esee of  rape,  and  sentenced  November  25, 1882,  to  20  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Sentence  commuted  December  26,  1884,  to  10 
years.  Davis  was  but  a  boy  when  convicted.  The  general  verdict  of  those 
familiar  with  the  case,  mvself  among  the  number,  was  that  the  sentence  was 
very  much  too  severe. 

72.  Henry  Malliot.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of  Man- 
istee of  rape,  and  sentenced  February  14,  1879,  to  15  years'  imprisonment  in 
the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  The  complaining  witness  declared  him  inno- 
cent, and  her  family  asked  for  his  pardon. 

73.  Patrick  J.  Lilias.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  of 
Berrien  of  rape,  and  sentenced  June  24,  1881,  to  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson 
ior  10  years.  Pardoned  December  20,  1884.  Lilias  had  just  2irrived  in  Mich- 
^an  at  the  time  of  the  commission  of  the  alleged  offense.  At  his  former  res- 
idence, Ogdensburgh,  N.  Y.,  he  had  borne  an  unblemished  reputation.  Could 
this  reputation  have  been  shown  on  the  trial  there  is  no  doubt  it  would  have 
prevented  a  conviction,  which,  even  under  the  circumstances,  was  hardly  war- 
ranted by  the  facts. 

74.  George  E.  Bull.  Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  Washtenaw  county 
ef  assault  with  intent  to  murder,  and  sentenced  April  4,  1883,  to  five  years' 
imprisonment  in  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson.  Pardoned  December  30,  1884. 
Ball's  assault  was  committed  upon  his  wife  while  laboring  under  mental  aber- 
ration, oansed  probably  by  too  free  use  of  intoxicating  liquors.  His  wife 
was  not  injured  in  any  way,  and  asked  for  his  pardon,  as  did  also  very  many 
^  the  best  citisens  of  Wayne  and  Washtenaw  counties. 

75.  Mark  A.  Barker.    Convicted  in  the  Circuit  Court  for  Bay  county  of 

bsrglsry,  and  sentenced  June  23,  1883,  to  three  years'  imprisonment  in  the 

SiMie  Prison  at  Jackson.      Pardoned  December  29,  1884.      Barker's  pardon 

Mwt  asked  for  by  Jndge  Green,  before  whom  he  was  tried,  and  who  does  not 

sow  beiJeve  him  to  be  guilty  of  the  crime  of  which  he  was  convicted. 
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In  addition  to  the  foregoing  the  sentences  of  Sarah  J.  Ooalia,  Karen  Lar- 
•on,  Anna  Vanderberg,  and  Elizabeth  Vanderhoof,  sentenced  to  the  State 
Prison  at  Jackson,  were  changed,  as  required  by  statute,  by  commutation  to 
the  Detroit  House  of  Correction,  no  female  prisoners  being  received  at  the 
State  Prison.

The  House  met  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Speaker. 

Boll  called :  qnorom  present. 

Mr.  Egan  arose  to  a  qaestion  of  priTilege,  stating  that  he  and  another  mem- 
ber of  this  House  had  in  a  public  newspaper  of  this  State  been  grossly  slan- 
dered and  charged  with  being  bribed  and  improper  conduct  in  connection  with 
pnblicdntieB  and  truste^  relating  to  his  office  as  member  of  the  Legislature  ; 
and,  farther,  that  the  article  referred  to  was  not  only  objectionable  and  slan- 
deroas  in  itself,  but  was  rendered  much  more  personal  and  actionable  by  this 
Hook,  in  the  fact  that  such  article  was  signed  by  the  name  of  one  claiming  to 
bean  honorable  member  of  this  body;  and  sent  to  the  clerk's  desk  the  objec- 
tionable article  marked,  and  asked  the  reading  of  the  same. 

Tbe  same  was  read  by  the  clerk,  as  follows : 

The  House  Republicans  were  threatened  by  Egan  and  McOleland,  the 
Mroii  representatives  nominated  by  the  labor  party  and  endorsed  by  the 
SepuNicans^  that  unless  Egan  were  nominated  for  Speaker  they  would  not 
nipport  the  Republican  nominees.  A  half  hour's  recess  was  taken  to  give  the 
Bepnblican  managers  time  to  ''soap''  them,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  the 
caucos  proceeded  to  nominate  Newcomb  Clark  for  Speaker. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  half  past  two.  In  the  afternoon  the  long- 
looked-for  election  of  Speaker  took  place.  As  the  roll  call  progressed  and  the 
name  of  Egan  was  approached  there  was  a  hush  of  breathless  interest,  and 
vben  he  rose  in  a  shamefaced  way  and  pronounced  the  name  of  Newcomb 
Clark  all  knew  that  the  Republicans  controlled  the  House.  Clark's  majority 
vaa  given  by  the  two  traitors  Egan  and  HcClelend,  who  disregarded  the 
iDStractions  of  the  constituency  which  nominated  them,  and  went  back  on  one 
oftbeirown  men,  Lyman  A.  Brant,  of  Detroit,  nominated  by  the  labor  Rep- 
resentatives and  endorsed  by  the  Greenbackers  and  Democrats.  By  the  help 
of  tbeir  itoo  tools  the  Republicans  elected  all  the  officers  and  appointees  of  the 
HoQse  except  one  assistant  janitor,  a  Knight  of  Labor  from  Detroit,  whom  the 
tw  hired  men  saw  fit  to  vote  for.

]HibIic  duties  and  trusts,  relating  to  his  office  as  member  of  the  Legislature  ; 
and,  further^  that  the  article  referred  to  was  not  only  objectionable  and  slan- 
derous in  itself,  but  was  rendered  much  more  personal  and  actionable  by  this 
Hoose,  iu  the  fact  that  such  article  was  signed  by  the  name  of  one  claiming  to 
bean  honorable  member  of  this  body;  and  sent  to  the  clerk's  desk  the  objec- 
tionable article  marked,  and  asked  the  reading  of  the  same. 
The  same  was  read  by  the  clerk^  as  follows: 

The  House  fiepublioans  were  threatened  by  Egan  and  McCfleland,  the 
DdroU  representatives  nominated  by  the  labor  party  and  endorsed  by  the 
Republicans^  thai  unless  Egan  were  nominated  for  Speaker  they  would  not 
support  the  Republican  nominees.  A  half  hour's  recess  was  taken  to  give  the 
Bepablican  managers  time  to  ''soap"  them,  and  at  the  end  of  that  time  the 
caucus  proceeded  to  nominate  Newcomb  Clark  for  Speaker. 

A  recess  was  then  taken  until  half  past  two.    In  the  afternoon  the  long- 

kwked-for  election  of  Speaker  took  place.    As  the  roll  call  progressed  and  the 

name  of  Egan  was  approached  there  was  a  hush  of  breathless  interest,  and 

when  he  rose  in  a  shamefaced  way  and  pronounced  the  name  of  Newcomb 

Clark  all  knew  that  the  Republicans  controlled  the  House.    Clark's  majority 

was  gi^en  by  the  two  traitors  Egan  and  JMcClelend,  who  disregarded  the 

instractions  of  the  constituency  which  nominated  them,  and  went  back  on  one 

of  their  own  men,  Lyman  A.  Brant,  of  Detroit,  nominated  by  the  labor  Bep- 

resentatives  and  endorsed  by  the  Oreenbackers  and  Democrats.    By  the  help 

of  their  two  tools  the  Republicans  elected  all  the  officers  and  appointees  of  the 

Honse  except  one  assistant  janitor,  a  Knight  of  Labor  from  Detroit,  whom  the 

tufo  hired  men  saw  fit  to  vote  for.

And  whereas,  these  water  ways  should  be  made  free  channels  to  the  great 
traffic  that  is  now  springing  up  with  Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  the  coaiitry  along 
the  Northern  Pacific  K.  &.,  that  passes  through  Lake  Superior,  finding  an 
outlet  to  the  east  and  sea-board ; 

And  whereas,  the  dangers  of  the  navigation  of  Lake  Superior  may  be 
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greatly  lessened  by  the  improvemeDt  of  this  water  way,  and  make  a  safe 
shelter  at  a  point  where  the  daDji:ers  of  this  lake  are  the  greatest,  and  most 
BerioQB  disasters  have  occorred  ;  therefore 

Be  it  TMolved  iy  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Michigan  (the  House  concar- 
ling  therein),  that  our  Senators  and  Bepreseutatives  in  Congress  be,  and  tbey 
are  hereby  requested  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  such  legislation  by 
Congress  as  will  result  in  the  United  States  acquinn$r  the  title  to  and  the 
ownership  of  the  ship  canals  connecting  the  waters  of  Keweenaw  bay,  by  way 
of  Portage  lake,  witti  the  waters  of  Lake  Superior,  in  the  upper  peninsula  of 
Michif^an,  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War 
presented  to  the  United  States  Senate  about  Jan.  5,  A.  D.  1885,  in  reply  to 
its  resolution  of  April  2*^  A.  D.  1884,  and  making  them  free  for  the  naviga- 
tion and  commerce  of  the  great  lakes;

PRESENTATION  OF  PETITIONS. 

No.  50.  By  Mr.  Howell :  Memorial  of  B.  L.  Baxter,  of  Tecumseh,  relative 
to  drainage; 

On  demand  of  Mr.  Howell, 

The  memorial  was  ordered  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal  without  reading, 
as  follows : 
Id  the  Honorable  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan : 

Gentlemen — Having  had  considerable  experience,  and  also  having  been  at 
no  inconsiderable  expense,  especially  in  drainage  tax  matters,  will  you  allow 
me,  before  leaving  Lansing,  to  respectfully  lay  before  you  a  few  thoughts  and 
suggestions  as  the  result  of  my  experience  pertaining  thereto,  and  first  the 
drainage  laws. 

Many  of  the  best  lawyers  in  the  State  regard  our  present  drainage  law 
unconstitutional,  in  that  it  does  not  in  fact,  although  pretending  to  in  part, 
submit  to  the  arbitrament  of  a  jury  the  real  question  of  damages  to  the  land 
owner  by  thus  taking  his  private  property  for  public  use,  as  it  submits  the 
question  of  damages  only,  without  regard  U*  the  benefits  conferred,  of  which 
last  the  drain  commissioner  is  made  sole  judge,  and  thus  is  able  to  set  aside 
and  override,  in  reality,  the  decision  of  the  jury,  without  regard  to  any  and 
everv  individual  whose  land  is  demanded. 
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%.  Tbai  it  is  unoonstifcntional  in  attempting  to  provide  (if  that  is  what  is 
meant)  that  the  Township  Drain  Commissioner  msy  exercise  jarisdiction  ont- 
nde  his  own  town. 

(To  test  these  points  I  have  now  a  suit  pending  in  the  Supreme  Gonrt  of 
this  State.) 

Having  hod  some  experience  in  these  matters  for  the  last  10  or  15  years  and 
having  expended  over  $20»000  under  onr  various  drainage  laws,  I  hope  it  will 
not  he  thought  egotistical  or  unbecoming  in  me  to  desire  to  make  for  your 
ooDsideration  a  few  snggestions  as  the  results  of  my  observation  and  experi- 
ence. 

1.  The  principal  wrongs  done,  and  sources  of  complaint,  and  unpopularity 
with  regard  to  our  present  drainage  laws,  arise  from  the  levy  and  collection  of 
uHmaied  cost  of  construction,  which  in  my  opinion,  shonld  never  be  allowed. 

There  is  no  objection  to  raising  taxes  for  the  expenses  of  survey,  juries,  etc.> 
to  decide  upon  the  necessity  for  the  drain — but  I  should  never  allow  a  tax  to  be 
assessed  or  collected  for  the  expense  of  construction  or  excavation  of  the  ditch, 
until  after  it  was  excavated  and  completed  according  to  the  contract  accepted 
by  the  commissioner  and  the  acceptance  placed  on  file. 

There  is  no  real  objection  to  this.  The  land  benefited,  is  or  ought  to  be, 
good  for  the  tax,  and  like  the  building  of  bridges  and  other  public  con- 
tracts, let  the  work  be  done  and  accepted  and  then  raise  the  money  by  tax  to 
pay  for  it. 

This  would  entirely  preclude  the  too  frequent  practice  of  raising  money  to 
pay  for  the  digging  of  ditches,  which  in  fact  are  never  dug  at  all. 

2.  •Make  the  Drain  Commissioner  give  good  substantial  and  ample  bonds, 
in  an  adequate  amount  to  protect  all  land  owners  interested,  that  he  will  not 
accept  a  ditch  which  has  not  been  completed  according  to  contract,  and  if  he 
does,  make  his  bondsmen  as  well  as  himself  liable  for  the  damages  to  any 
individual  by  reason  thereof. 

3.  Let  no  township  drain  commissioner  have  or  exercise  any  jurisdiction 
outside  his  own  town. 

Where  more  than  one  town  isinterested,  let  it  devolve  upon  a  county  drain 
commissioner  to  act  upon  the  petition,  or  if  there  be  no  county  drain  commis- 
sioner,  then  upon  a  special  drain  commissioner  to  be  appointed  upon  notice 
and  petition  by  the  board  of  county  supervisors — and  all  the  proceedings  in 
such  cases  to  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk. 

The  objection  to  the  appointment  by  the  probate  judge,  as  now  provided  by 
law,  is  that  he  ordinarily  has  no  experience  in  these  matters,  and  is  generally 
teased  into  appointing  the  applicant,  upon  what  is  substantially  an  ex-parte 
solicitation. 

4.  Let  it  require  the  application  for  any  drain  to  be  signed  by  the  owners 
of  at  least  one-half  the  taxed  valuation  of  the  land  claimed  to  be  benefited 
by  the  proposed  drain,  which  land  shall  be  specifically  set  forth  in  the  petition 
for  the  drain,  and  further  provide  that  no  land  not  so  included  and  set  forth 
in  Buch  petition,  shall  be  taxed  for  any  proceedings  under  it.

COMHUKICATIONS  FROM  STATE  OFFICBBS. 

The  Speaker  announced  the  following: 
To  the  Members  of  the  State  Board  of  Health : 

Gentlemen — In  compliance  with  a  request  from  the  Board  of  Corrections 
and  Charities,  and  a  resolution  of  this  Board,  your  committee  made  an  ezam- 
inatfon  of  the  State  House  of  Correction  and  Reformatory,  at  Ionia,  on  the 
20th  day  of  November,  1884,  with  a  view  to  its  sanitary  condition  and  require- 
ments. The  committee  would  probably  be  stating  nearly  or  quite  the  exact 
truth,  if  they  said  they  found  the  sewerage,  plumbing,  and  ventilation,  in  every 
part  of  all  the  buildings,  in  the  worst  possible  condition.  But  to  be  more  spe- 
cific, the  committee  first  examined  the  sewer  leading  from  that  part  of  the 
building  where  the  offices  are  situated.  The  primary  defect  of  this  sewer  seems 
to  be,  that  it  empties  itself  ut  the  wrong  end— that  is,  into  the  basement 
instead  of  into  the  catch-basin  near  the  barn.  The  theory  of  the  present 
engineer  and  warden,  is,  that  the  whole  of  that  portion  of  the  building  has 
settled  and  carried  down  with  it  the  house  end  of  the  sewer,  until  it  is  several 
inches  lower  in  the  basement,  than  it  is  a  few  feet  from  the  house.  This 
sewer  is  of  six-inch  tile,  very  tortuous  in  its  course  for  about  one  hundred  and 
fifty  feet,  where  it  connects  with  the  main  sewer.  There  is  no  flush  tank,  or 
any  provision  for  flushing  it  except  with  hose  attached  to  the  hydrant  in  the 
yard.  There  is  little  or  nothing  to  prevent  garbage  and  refuse  of  any  kind 
being  thrown  into  the  sinks  in  the  kitchen  and  wash-rooms,  and  into  the  water 
closets,  and  from  thence  carried  through  the  waste-pipes  into  the  sewer.  From 
this  cause,  and  from  another  probable  cause,  that  a  portion  of  the  sewer  in  the 
yard  near  the  house  is  higher  than  at  its  commencement  m  the  basement,  the 
sewer  has  become  filled  up.  A  new  sewer  should  be  laid,  leading  from  the 
basement  of  the  office  building  to  the  main  sewer.  The  engineer  says  there  is 
ample  fall  between  the  basement  and  the  point  where  this  lateral  connects  with 
the  main  sewer.  The  plumbing  connecting  the  kitchen,  wash-room,  bath- 
room, and  water-closets  with  this  sewer  is  in  wretched  condition,  and  should 
be  replaced  with  new,  with  properly  ventilated  soil-pipes  and  approved  traps. 
The  floor  in  the  large  bath-room  for  the  use  of  convicts,  is  of  brick,  hummocky, 
and  without  proper  incline  to  allow  the  water  to  drain  ofif  at  the  center.  This 
should  be  relaid  with  hard  wood  or  concrete,  with  sufficient  incline  towards 
the  center  to  allow  the  water  to  drain  ofif  quickly  andafibrdan  opportunity  for 
the  room  to  become  dry  in  a  short  time  after  being  used. 

Of  the  ventilation,  or  rather  the  want  of  it,  in  all  the  buildings  comprised 
in  this  institution,  it  is  difficult  to  speak  with  any  dogree  of  composure.  There 
is  an  attempt  to  ventilate  the  cells  by  means  oi  a  shaft  leading  from  each  to 
the  top  of  the  second  tier  of  cells,  where  it  connects  with  a  horizontal  shaft 
running  along  on  top  of  the  brick-work.  This  shaft  is  supposed  to  «»pen 
somewhere,  but  just  where  your  committee  was  unable  to  ascertain.  E^ch 
upright  shaft  is  made  to  do  duty  for  two  cells,  one  above  the  other;  but  none 
of  them  are  heated,  nor  is  the  horizontal  shaft  into  which  they  open.  There  is 
an  opening  into  these  shafts  at  the  bottom  of  each  cell  large  enough  to  receive 
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the  mght^bncket.  Yoar  committee  consider  ihis  arrangement  ati  admirable 
oncfortbe  equal  distribution  of  poisonous  gases  throagh  all  the  cells,  but  can 
baldly  call  it  Tentilation.  In  the  shoe-shops  your  committee  found  that  an 
attempt  bad  been  made  to  carry  out  the  recommendations  of  a  former  com- 
mittee of  this  Board»  b;  placing  steam  coils  in  the  lew  shafts  put  in  when  the 
«bop8  were  built.  But  these  coils  were  not  heated  in  the  least,  and  the  com- 
mittee were  unable  to  learn  that  they  ever  had  been.  Of  course  they  were  of 
no  possible  aid  to  ventilation.  In  the  other  shops  not  the  least  attempt  to 
Tentilate  them  has  ever  been  made. 

Id  the  cigar  shops  the  odor  of  tobacco  and  foul  air  was  simply  intolerable. » 
Id  this  shop  some  seventy-five  or  one  hundred  persons  are  employed — mostly 
jonog  men  and  boys,  and  your  committee  could  hardly  fail  to  note  the  pallid 
faces  of  nearly  all  of  them,  and  to  feel  that  it  is  little  less  than  barbarous  to 
confine  young  men  for  eight  or  ten  hours  a  day  in  such  a  foul  atmosphere.  In 
no  part  of  any  of  the  buildings  connected  with  this  institution  is  ventilation 
perfect,  and  in  most  parts  there  is  none;  and  your  committee  fully  agree  with 
the  Boggeations  contained  in  the  late  message  of  Gov.  Alger,  that  this  <'  insti- 
tution needs  a  thorough  overhauling. '^  The  water-closets  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  shops  occupy  a  space  at  the  end  of  each,  generally  just  in  rear  of 
the  overseer^B  stand.  A  simple  board  partition  on  three  sides  separates  them 
from  the  main  portion  of  the  halls.  The  plumbing  in  all  of  them  is  defective, 
and  they  are  unventilated,  permitting  the  foul  odors  arising  from  them  to  be 
distributed  through  that  portion  of  the  shops  where  they  are  situated,  and 
rendering  the  overseer's  position  a  very  disagreeable,  if  not  a  dangerous  one, 
and  also  contaminating  the  atmosphere  of  the  whole  shops.  In  the  opinion 
of  your  committee,  these  closets  should  be  removed  outside  of  the  walls  of  the 
shops. 

In  the  room  designed  for  a  hospital,  and  under  construction  at  the  time 
of  the  visit  of  your  committee,  a  ventilating  flue  is  provided  for  each  room. 
ThesB  flues  are  supposed  to  open  into  the  attic.  Tour  committee  could  not 
learn  that  any  provision  for  beating  them  had  been  made,  or  that  any  was 
intended.  These  flues  should  be  gronped,  carried  out  through  the  roof,  and 
heated.  To  make  the  repairs  necessary  to  insure  thorough  ventilation  of  the 
buildings  of  this  institution,  to  repair  or  replace  the  plumbing,  and  to  relay 
the  sewer,  will  require  the  expenditure  of  a  considerable  sum  of  money>  an 
appropriation  for  which  the  present  Legislature  should  not  fail  to  make. 
Yoor  committee  would  recommend  that  a  competent  architect  be  employed 
to  make  plans  and  specifications,  and  to  superintend  the  details  of  the  work. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

and  make  them  fr^e  water  ways  to  the  commerce  of  the  lakes; 

AXD  WHEBKAS,  The  tolls  collected  by  these  canals  are  a  serious  burden  to  s 
BmnerouB  people  and  a  very  large  industry  embraced  inside  the  limits  of  the 
.  territory  supplied  by  these  canals; 

Akd  WHEREASy  These  water  ways  should  be  made  free  channels  to  the  great 
traffic  that  is  now  springing  up  with  Minnesota,  Iowa,  and  the  country  along 
theNoTlhern  Pacific  R.  R,  that  passes  through  Lake  Superior,  finding  an 
outlet  to  the  east  and  sea-board. 

Akd  hthereas,  The  dangers  oC  the  navigation  of  Lake  Superior  may  be 
greatly  lessened  by  the  improvement  of  this  water  way^  and  make  a  safe  shelter 
at  a  point  where  the  dangers  of  this  lake  are  the  greatest,  and  most  serious  dis- 
asters have  occurred  ;  therefore 

Be  a  resolved^  by  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Michigan  (the  House  concur- 
ring therein),  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress  be,  and  they 
arc  hereby  requested  to  use  their  best  endeavors  to  secure  such  legislation  by 
Congress  as  will  result  in  the  United  States  acquiring  the  title  to  and  the 
ownership  of  the  ship  canals  connecting  the  waters  of  Keweenaw  bay,  by  way 
of  Portage  lake,  with  the  waters  of  Lake  Superior,  in  the  upper  peninsula*  of 
Michigan,  in  accordance  with  the  report  of  the  honorable  Secretary  of  War 
presented  to  the  United  States  Senate  about  Jan.  5,  A.  D.  1885,  in  reply  to  its- 
resolntioR  of  April  22,  A.  D.  1884,  and  making  them  free  for  the  navigation 
and  commerce  of  the  great  lakes  ;

the  upper  peninsula  of  Michigan  and  making  them  free  to  the  navigation  and 
commerce  of  the  great  lakes :  Provided,  That  sach  legislation  shall  in  no- 
way a£Fect  the  legal  status  of  the  land  grants  heretofore  made  in  aid  of  either 
of  the  corporations  constructing  such  canals,  and  that  the  cost  of  acqjairing

It  is  hereby  represented  to  your  honorable  bodies  that  the  persons  whose 
names  appear  hereto  attached  enlisted  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  in 
the  months  of  August  and  September,  1861,  to  serve  for  three  years,  or  dur- 
ing the  war. 
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That  they  enlisted  in  Battery  ^'G/'  Clbicago  Light  Artillery,  and  were  after- 
wards, to  wit:  November  9,  1861)  transferred  Co  the  1st  Begiment,  New 
York  Light  Artillery. 

That  at  the  date  of*  enlistment,  aforesaid,  they  were  citizens  of  the  State  of 
Michigan,  and  should  have  been  properly  credited  to  the  townships  from  which 
they  enlisted. 

That  Chancy  J.  Poore,  who  has  resided  in  Michigan  since  the  year  1846, 
and  enlisted  in  the  service,  as  aforesaid,  in  Aagnst,  1861,  and  who  was  at  the 
time  a  citizen  of  the  township  of  Decatur,  Van  Baren  county,  Michigan,  has 
made  application  for  the  book  ''Michigan  in  the  War,"  and  was  refused  for 
the  reason  that  he  was  not  credited,  and  was  not  known  as  a  Michigan  soldier. 

That  it  has  been  ascertained  that  all  of  said  Michigan  men  who  enlisted  as 
aforesaid,  are  not  accredited  to  either  the  States  of  Illinois,  New  York,  or 
Michigan. 

It  is  therefore  represented  that  these  soldiers  were  citizens  of  the  State  of 
Michigan  at  date  of  enlistment  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  that 
leaving  received  an  honorable  discharge  from  said  service,  they  are,  and  of 
right  ought  to  be,  recognized  as  Michigan  soldiers  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion, 
and  should  be  placed  on  an  equal  footing  with  those  who  served  in  Michigan 
rjegiments. 

It  is  therefore  respectfully  asked  that  a  law  be  passed  that  will  place  the 
Michigan  men  who  served  in  Battery  "  B  "  and  Battery  ''  G,"  1st  Regiment 
of  ^ew  York  Light  Artillery,  on  an  equality  with^and  recognized  as  Michigan 
soldiers,  causing  them,  upon  due  proof  of  citizenship  in  the  township  from 
which  they  enlisted,  to  be  credited  to  such  town,  and  placed  on  record  in 
the  office  of  the  Adjutant  (General  as  Michigan  soldiers  of  the  war  of  1861-5, 
and  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  benefits  that  Michigan  soldiers 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  receive.

The  communication  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal, 
as  follows : 

Dbtboit,  Mich.,  Feb.  6,  1885. 
To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives^  Lansing,  Mich.: 

As  architect  of  the  capitol  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  briefly  to  the  great 
adYantages  of  an  incandescent  electric  light  system  for  lighting  the  State  capi- 
tol, asylums,  and  otlier  public  buildings  throughout.  This  system  of  lighting 
■has  been  proTCu  by  use  in  every  part  of  the  world  to  be  thoroughly  reliable, 
and  has  reached  such  a  stage  of  perfection  that  there  is  no  reason  why  the 
Legislature  should  longer  delay,  but  should  profit  at  once  by  the  advantages 
which  it  presents  over  the  present  system  of  lighting  by  gas.  I  wish  to  call 
your  attention  to  a  few  of  the  reasons  why  electricity  should  be  substituted 
for  gas. 

IT3  SUPEBIOR  BBILLIAKCY. 

It  is  a  well  known  fact  that  electric  light  is  whiter,  is  therefore  naturally 
more  desirable,  produces  less  straining  of  the  eyes,  and  produces  a  more  pleas- 
'  ant  effect.  Qas  is  frequently  of  so  poor  and  yellow  a  character  as  to  be  entirely 
inadequate  as  a  light,  and  the  eyes  are  injured  by  endeavoring  to  use  them 
under  such  circumstances.  Qas  is  often  greatly  dimmed  and  interfered  with 
by  water  accumulating  in  the  pipes  and  meters,  and  cold  weather  frequently 
interferes  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  ignite  at  all.  The 
incandescent  light  is  the  most  perfect  form  of  artificial  illumination  yet  pro- 
4lnced ;  it  is  brilliant  and  perfectly  steady. 

ITS  BCOKOUY. 

The  saving  to  the  State  from  the  beginning  by  the  use  of  electricity  will 
be  very  great.  The  reduction  in  annual  cost  over  gas  (which  at  present  is 
six  thousand  dollars  per  year)  will  very  quickly  pay  for  the  entire  apparatus, 
and  the  State  be  very  soon  able  to  practically  cut  off  this  large  item  of  expense, 
and  have  at  its  service  in  the  meantime  and  thereafter  a  light  far  more  satis- 
lactory  in  every  respect.    The  whole  outlay  would  be  comparatively  small,  and 
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the  expense  of  sustaiDiDg  the  plant  merely  nominal^  there  being  no  necessity 
of  any  additional  employes,  since  there  is  only  reqaired  the  services  of  the 
ordinary  engineer  to  keep  a  general  saperyision  over  the  dynamos  when  ran- 
ning.  These  machines  may  be  all  located  in  one  place  in  the  boiler  rooms. 
The  lights  can  be  tamed  on  or  off,  either  independently  or  in  groups,  are 
entirely  under  the  control  of  the  engineer,  can  be  sabstitnted  for  gas  in  every 
ease,  either  in  chandeliers,  wall  brackets,  or  as  desk  lights,  and  it  has  been 
demonstrated  by  experience  that  the  cost  of  repairs  on  the  apparatus  is  less 
than  one  per  cent  per  annum. 

As  the  architect  of  the  capitol,  I  would  inform  you  that  all  the  flues  and 
other  necessary  channels  for  the  reception  of  wires  have  already  been  provided 
in  the  original  construction  of  the  building,  so  as  to  avoid  any  unnecessary 
expense  in  cutting  the  walls,  or  disturbing  the  finish,  and  that  it  was  my 
desire  originally  to  put  in  the  wires,  but  was  overruled  upon  that  point. 

PUKITY  OF  ATMOSPHERE. 

There  is  no  place  where  apure  and  healthful  atmosphere  is  more  essential  than 
in  the  legislative  halls  where  our  law  makers  are  looking  after  the  public  wel- 
fare. The  greater  portion  of  their  time  is  expended  in  their  respective  cham- 
bers or  committee  rooms,  where  artificial  light  is  constantly  used,  and  where 
they  are  often  required  to  breathe  air  of  the  foulest  character,  greatly  and 
rapidly  detrimental  to  their  health.  In  the  use  of  gas  it  is  well  known  that 
the  atmosphere  is  rendered  impure  by  consuming  its  oxygen,  thereby  leaving 
it  with  a  large  percentage  of  nitrogen.  It  also  gives  off  ammoniacal  and  sul- 
phurous acid  gases,  and  thus  rapidly  vitiates  the  atmosphere.  The  consump- 
tion of  gas  results  in  the  production  of  a  large  quantity  of  water,  which  con- 
denses  upon  the  pictures,  furniture,  etc.,  and  adds  to  the  general  vitiation. 
Leakages  frequently  occurring  in  gas  pipes  give  rise  to  vile,  nnhealthful  and 
injurious  odors. 

RADIATED  HEAT. 

The  heat  radiated  from  a  large  number  of  gas  burners  is  very  debilitating 
and  oppressive.  In  many  of  the  large  manufactories  of  the  East,  gas  was 
displaced  by  the  the  electric  light  several  years  ago,  the  employes  preferring 
the  strong  two  thousand  candle  power  arc  light  to  the  sixteen  candle  power 
gas  lights,  on  the  ground  that  with  the  arc  lights  even  of  this  enormous  candle 
power,  there  was  no  perceptible  rise  in  the  temperature,  and  no  vitiation  of 
the  atmosphere,  nor  depletion  of  its  oxygen. 

One  of  the  great  merits  of  the  incandecent  electric  light  is  its  not  vitiating 
the  quality  of  the  atmosphere  in  the  least  degree.  It  is  enclosed  in  a  vacuum 
bulb,  from  which  there  is  absolutely  no  escape  of  any  character,  no  oxygen  is 
consumed,  no  vapors,  gases  or  smoke  are  given  off,  and  consequently  after  a 
room  has  been  lighted  for  several  hours,  the  air  remains  cool  and  pure. 

SAPBTT. 

With  gas,  danger  from  fire  or  explosions  is  always  imminent,  due  to  leak- 
ages of  gas  pipes  at  places  in  a  building  where  it  is  impossible  to  detect, 
carelessness  in  lighting  or  extinguishing,  etc.  One  of  the  most  prolific  causes 
of  accident  is  injury  to  gas  pipes,  and  the  straining  and  loosening  of  joints 
due  to  the  unavoidable  settling  of  a  building.  Again«  explosions  are  always 
imminent  in  a  public  building  like  the  capitol,  in  which  groups  of  lights  are 
arranged  in  the  form  of  communicating  jets,  should  any  group  or  any  burners 
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fail  to  light,  the  escaping  gas  is  liable  to  quickly  cause  aa  explosion.  With 
incandescent  electric  lights  there  is  absolutely  no  danger.  There  is  no  leak- 
age of  noxious  or  explosive,  or  inflammable  gases ;  no  danger  from  the  lighting 
of  matches ;  no  possibility  of  igniting  any  exterior  object  at  the  light  itself, 
for  the  light  being  within  a  vacuum  bulb,  is  instantly  extinguished  and  dissi* 
pated  into  vapor  should  the  glass  be  cracked  or  broken. 

INDEPENDENT  OF  OUTSTANDING  GAS  COMPANIES  OR  OTHER    CONTROL. 

The  state  capitol  has  its  own  steam  boilers,  it  has  its  own  water  and  heat- 
ing apparatus;  it  ought  to  possess  also  its  own  lighting  apparatus.  It  should 
have  it  because  of  its  superior  illuminating  qualities,  its  healthful ness,  ita 
safety,  and  convenience,  as  well  as  its  great  economy  over  the  enormous 
amounts  necessarily  paid  for  gas.   . 

The  incandescent  light  for  the  interior,  and  the  arc  lights  for  the  exterior, 
18  a  provision  in  the  specifications  for  nearly  all  similar  modern  structures.  I 
have  specified  it  for  the  Texas  State  capitol,  of  ^hich  I  am  the  architect,  and 
in  many  other  institutions.  It  ought,  as  a  measure  of  safety,  to  be  introduced 
also  in  our  asylums,  prisons,  and  other  buildings,  where  a  slight  outlay  will 
add  great  security  to  life,  property,  and  valuable  records,  while  proving  from 
the  outset  a  measure  of  economy.  From  the  plans  of  the  capitol  in  my  office, 
I  can,  if  yon  so  order,  furnish  a  specification  of  the  necessary  lighting  plant, 
and  estimates  of  its  cost. 

The  Legislature  should  act  at  once  in  this  matter,  and  enable  the  State  and 
its  Representatives  to  profit  at  once  by  the  best  system  of  lighting  thath  as  yet 
been  devised.

lo  the  Ho7iorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan^  iti  session  at 

Lansing : 

The  undersigned  citizens  of  Colon,  St.  Joseph  county,  Michigan,  respectfully 
request  you  .to  repeal  a  portion  of  section  2200,  page  583  of  Howell's  Annotated 
Statutes,  the  part  thereof  that  prohibits  the  taking  with  trap,  snare,  or  net  of 
wood  duck,  teal  duck,  or  mallard  duck,  in  Colon  aforesaid,  for  reasons  that 
said  wild  fowl  breed  in  far  northern  lands  in  British  dominions,  are  migratory, 
and  are  not  the  local  game  of  this  State  as  are  other  game  birds  properly  pro- 
tected,  but  they  simply  pass  over  us  and  only  stop  to  feed ;  will  stay  if  well  fed 
until  frozen  or  starved  out,  and  we  have  good  shooting  all  the  fall.  Land  own- 
ers on  lake  and  river  borders  will  not  feed  or  permit  others  to  on  their  lands 
unless  they  are  allowed  to  trap,  snare,  or  net  what  they  please  of  the  birds. 
These  land  owners  are  not  gunners  generally — they  do  not  ask  for  this  amend- 
ment. We  gunners  do.  We  had  shooting,  wild  fowl  abundant,  when  three  or 
four  of  these  land  owners  were  feeding — almost  none  since — now  eight  or  ten 
years.  These  birds  have  no  protection  south  in  locations  they  migrate  tc 
Not  over  a  quarter  of  these  ever  return  to  us  or  to  the  north.  Wild  fowl  bred 
here  is  all  killed  the  first  week  in  September,  and  is  very  little  of  it,  and  we 
desire  a  chance  at  the  migratory  birds.  We  only  ask  this  action  amendment 
to  apply  to  Colon,  St.  Joseph  county,  Michigan.  It's  experimental,  partly  so, 
but  we  believe  in  this  effort  to  regain  our  good  shooting  lost  to  us,  as  we  believe 
by  not  feeding  as  aforesaid.

By  Mr.  Blacker :  Memorial  of  Mrs.  S.  W.  Fowler,  secretary  of  the 
State  Equal  Suffrage  Association,  relative  to  woman's  suffrage. 

On  demand  of  Mr.  Blacker, 

The  memorial  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal  as  fol- 
lows: 

Gejntlembn, — I  have  the  honor  in  behalf  of  myself  and  the  women  of  Mich- 
igan, whom  in  part  I  represent,  to  most  humbly,  but  earnestly  request  the 
passage  of  the  bill  now  pending  before  you,  to  allow  women  to  vote  at  muni- 
cipal elections. 

Blackstone  defines  municipal  law  to  be  '*a  rule  of  civil  conduct,  prescribed 
by  the  Supreme  power  of  a  State." 

In  a  more  restricted  sense,  ''municipal"  is  said  to  relate  to  corporate  cities  or 
towns,  and  this  bill  is  intended  to  enable  women  to  vote  in  city  and  township 
elections. 

The  Fourteenth  Amendment,  Constitution  of  the  United  States  declares  that 

"All  persons  born  and  naturalized  in  the  United  States  and  subject  to  the 
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jnrisdiction  thereof  are  citizens  of  the  TTnited  States  and  of  the  State  >¥herein 
they  reside.  No  State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  ahridge  the 
privileges  or  immnnities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  nor  shall  any  State 
depriye  any  person  of  life,  liberty  or  property,  without  due  process  of  law,  nor 
deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws." 
This  establishes  that 

1.  Women  are  citizens. 

2.  No  State  should  make,  or  enforce  any  law,  which  shall  abridge  the  privi- 
leges or  immunities  of  women  as  citizens. 

3.  No  State  shall  deprive  her  of  liberty  or  property,  without  due  process  of 
law. 

4.  She  cannot  be  denied  the  equal  protection  of  the  laws. 

And  yet  you  take  her  property  by  taxation  and  deny  her  all  representation. 

Ton  deprive  her  of  liberty  and  send  her  to  prison  under  laws  she  had  no 
voice  in  enacting. 

Yon  abridge  her  rights  as  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,' by  denying  her  all 
voice,  or  reprecentation  in  the  enactment  of  the  laws  that  gojern  her,  her  chil- 
dren and  her  property. 

Yon  enforce  taxation  without  representation,  and  imprison  her  and  her  chil- 
dren under  laws  as  foreign  to  her,  as  those  of  King  George  the  3d  were  to  the 
American  colonies. 

All  this  is  certainly  in  conflict  with  the  spirit  of  this  amendment,  and  many 
of  the  best  legal  minds  of  the  nation  believe  that  this  amendment  is  broad 
enough  in  itself  to  secure  the  equal  right  of  suffrage  to  women  citizens. 

Women  are  as  much  interested  in  taxation  and  in  good  government  as  are 
men:  they  are  quite  as  intelligent  and  patriotic,  and  certainly  as  honest  and 
conscientious. 

The  great  barrier  thus  far,  has  been  the  assertion  that  it  is  ungonstitu- 
noiTAL  to  allow  women  to  vote.  Let  us  see ;  a  State  constitution  is  a  limiting, 
not  a  granting  power.  All  powers  rest  with  the  people,  except  such  as  are  pro- 
hibited by  the  constitution ;  and  there  is  not  a  word  in  our  constitution  prohi- 
biting the  people  from  granting  suffrage  to  one-half  their  number. 

IS  IT  COirSTITUTIOH"AL  ? 

Any  act  ''not  prohibited  by  the  express  words  of  the  constitution,  or  by 
necessary  implication,  cannot  be  declared  void  as  a  violation  of  that  instru- 
ment."

*'Iu  case  of  doubt,  every  possible  presumption,  not  clearly  inconsistent  with 
the  language,  and  subject  matter,  is  to  be  made  in  favor  of  the  constitutional- 
ity of  State  legislation.'^

If  municipal  suffrage  to  women  would  be  unconstitutional,  then  is  the  law 
allowing  them  to  vote  at  school  meetings  unconstitutional.  That  is  a  part  of 
monicipal  suffrage,  and  quite  as  important  a  part  as  that  of  voting  at  town 
meetings. 

Once  admit  that  the  Legislature  has  power  to  grant  suffrage  at  all,  in  muni- 
cipal affairs  to  women,  and  you  admit  that  they  have  the  power  to  grant  in 
fall  And  this  is  admitted  in  the  act  giving  them  municipal  suffrage  at  school 
meetings. 
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The  power  you  undoubtedly  have,  and  in  giying  them  a  vote  at  school  meet- 
ings you  admit  that  you  have  it,  and  you  must  find  some  other  pretext  for  the 
reftisal,  or  admit  yon  are  wrong  if  yon  defeat  the  measure. 

Do  you  say  the  husband  represents  the  wife  at  the  ballot  box  ?  Then  who 
represents  him  ? — he  has  no  more  votes  than  a  single  man  ;  and  if  one  person 
is  entitled  to  one  vote,  how  can  one  vote  represent  two  ? 

Again,  who  represents  widows  and  maiden  ladies,  and  there  are  thousands  of 
them  who  pay  taxes  and  have  neither  father  or  brother  ?  If  men  represent 
women  at  the  ballot  box,  they  should  represent  them  at  the  tax  office,  in  pri- 
sons and  at  the  gallows.  It  is  unutterably  small  to  tax  and  punish  women 
and  then  deny  them  all  voice  in  the  laws  that  govern  them. 

Taxation  without  representation  is  tyranny! 

Do  you  say  they  do  not  want  the  ballot  ?  What  of  that  ?  You  did  not 
stop  to  ask  the  Indian,  the  foreigner,  or  the  negro  if  he  wanted  the  ballot,  and 
are  your  wives  and  daughters  entitled  to  less  consideration  at  your  hands  than 
Indians  and  negroes  ? 

This  is  a  matter  of  absolute  right,  not  of  choice,  to  be  denied  oi'  granted  at 
the  mere  whim  or  caprice  of  the  sex  that  assume  to  be  absolute  masters, 
instead  of  associates,  companions,  and  equals.  In  Manistee,  at  the  last  school 
meeting  there  were  more  women  than  men  who  voted. 

All  men  do  not  vote,  yet  this  is  no  reason  for  excluding  those  who  desire  it, 
from  voting. 

^'JBfut  women  cannot  bear  arms,'' — perhaps  not,  some  kind  of  arms.  AH 
men  do  not  bear  arms,  but  whoever  heard  of  disfranchising  men  because  they 
are  too  old,  too  infirm,  or  too  cowardly  to  go  into  the  army. 

Such  men  are  allowed  to  vote,  and  sometimes  are  given  office,  and  in  the 
late  campaign  both  of  the  leading  candidates  were  entirely  innocent  of  the 
smell  of  povder,  and  vet  one  of  them  was  elected  president  of  the  United 
States. 

There  is  no  good  reason  why  women  should  not  vote  as  well  as  men  ;  and  a 
man  stultifies  his  good  sense,  and  but  adds  insult  to  injury  by  denying  that  the 
women  of  Michigan  are  not  as  much  entitled  to  this  fundamental  right  of  a 
voice  in  the  laws  that  govern  them  as  the  black  man  of  the  South,  or  the 
besotted  drunkard  of  the  North.  Let  me  appeal  to  you  then  as  lovers  of  jus- 
tice, as  brave  men,  men  who  have  solemnly  sworn  to  do  their  whole  duty,  to 
lay  aside  all  bigotry  and  prejudice,  and  vote  to  at  least  give  full  municipal 
suffrage  to  the  best  half  of  the  intelligent  good  citizens  of  our  beloved  and 
beautiful  peninsular  State;  and  generations  yet  unborn  will  rise  up  and  oall 
you  blessed.

The  manufacture,  gift,  or  sale  of  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous  liquors 
in  this  State,  except  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  chemical,  or  scientific  purposes 
is  prohibited,  and  no  property  rights  in  such  spirituous,  malt,  or  vinous 
liquors  shall  be  deemed  to  exist,  except  the  right  to  manufacture  or  sell  for 
medicinal,  mechanical,  chemical,  or  scientific  purposes  under  such  restrictions 
and  regulations  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  The  Legislature  shall  enact  laws 
with  suitable  penalties  for  the  suppression  of  the  manufacture,  sale,  and  keep- 
ing for  sale  or  gift  of  intoxicating  liquors,  except  as  herein  specified;  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  the  said  proposition  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of 
this  State  at  the  next  spring  election  to  take  place  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  ' 
A.  D.  1885,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  is  hereby  required  to  give  notice  of  the . 
same  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  in  the  same  manner 
that  he  is  now  required  to  do  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  a  Governor  and  Lieu- 
tenant Oovernor,  and  the  several  townships  and  cities  in  this  State  shall  pre- 
pare a  suitable  box  for  the  reception  of  ballots  cast  for  or  against  said  proposi- 
tion.

No.  339(5  Knights  of  Labor,  the  following  preamble  and  resolutions  favoring 
convict  colonization  in  Alaska  were,  after  a  full  and  exhaustive  discussion, 
adopted  unanimously,  to  wit: 

Whbbras,  Convict  labor,  whether  associated  with  the  prison  contract  sys- 
tem or  otherwise,  is  most  unqualifiedly  detrimental  to  the  workingmen  in 
both  our  own  and  other  states,  and  must  be  regarded  as  an  invasion  of  the 
rights  and  interests  of  law-abiding  citizens  who  earn  their  bread  by  the  sweat 
of  their  brow ; 

AiYD  WHEBEAS,  The  fact  seems  established  that  labor  is  essential  to  the 
welfare  of  convicts  in  confinement,  since  idleness  would  engender  physical 
deterioration  and  oftentimes  culminate  in  insanity; 

Am)  WHBBEAS,  There  is  no  field  left  within  the  bounds  of  this  republic  in 
which  convicts  can  be  employed  without  trespassing  upon  the  superior  rights 
of  some  class  or  trade  of  tree  workingmen  ;  therefore  be  it,  by  the  Knights 
of  Labor  of  Jackson,  Michigan, 

Hesolvedy  That  in  oar  judgment  the  only  rational  solution  of  this  question 
lies  in  penal  colonization,  which  has  been  successfully  tested  and  for  vears 
practiced  by  other  nations  of  the  highest  civilization  and  enlightenment; 

Jiewltfed,  That  we  recognize  in  the  territory  of  Alaska — with  its  vast  belts 
of  timber;  its  rich  mines  and  marble  quarries;  its  exhaustless  fisheries  and 
valuable  fur  interests — a  most  auspicioas  field  in  which  to  colonize  the  convicts 
of  this  nation ;  believing,  as  we  do,  that  while  free  labor  would  be  relieved  by 
such  a  step  from  hurtful  competition  with  compulsory  labor,  two  other  impor- 
tant results  would  follow,  to  wit :  First,  the  dormant  wealth  of  a  vast  domain 
would  be  by  degrees  added  to  the  resources  of  the  nation ;  and,  secondly, 
society  would  be  purged  of  the  presence  of  the  criminal  element,  and  the  great 
expense  attendant  upon  its  support  would  be  measurably  lessened  if  not  wholly 
obliterated; 
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Resolved,  That  we  reqaest  the  publication  of  this  preamble  and  resolation 
in  the  papers  of  the  Union,  and  ask  that  they  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of 
LdboTy  the  official  organ  of  the  order,  and  read  in  all  Knights  of  Labor  assem- 
blies; also,  that  copies  daly  signed  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  this  assembly, 
be  forwarded  to  onr  delegations  both  in  Congress  and  our  State  Legislature, 
urgently  praying  them  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  effect  the  early  consumma* 
tion  of  the  object  and  purpose  set  forth  therein.

Whebeas,  In  our  opinion  the  contract  labor  system  in  our  penal  institu- 
tions is  in  direct  antagonism  to  the  interests  of  labor,  having  a  tendency  to 
degrade  to  the  level  of  criminals,  as  well  as  to  lower  the  standard  of  wages ; 

And  whereas,  Oapitalists,  monopolies,  and  corporations  favor  employing 
convicts  in  order  to  increase  their  capital  by  using  cheap  labor,  which  is  to  the 
detriment  of  wage- workers ; 

And,  whebeas,  We  consider  it  the  duty  of  our  legislators  to  enact  laws 
that  will  protect  the  interests  of  labor,  and  that  will  have  a  tendency  to 
elevate  the  people,  as  well  as  to  enlarge  the  field  of  industry,  giving  to  honest 
men  the  opportunity  to  gain  a  living  and  to  support  their  families  without 
competing  with  outlaws  or  felons.    Therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  as  Knights  of  Labor  we  denounce  the  contract  labor  system 
as  it  is  now  carried  on  in  our  State  prisons  as  an  outrage  upon  the  interests  of 
of  the  laboring  class  and  not  in  keeping  with  the  intelligence  of  the  citizens  of 
this  great  State ; 

Resolvedj  That  we  demand  the  immediate  repeal  of  such  laws  as  render  it 
possible  for  the  labor  of  convicts  and  criminals  to  be  used  in  opposition  to  the 
interests  of  honest  men,  and  that  we  will  tisk  our  Legislators  to  frame  such 
laws  as  shall  do  away  with  this  pernicious  system ; 

Resolved,  that  the  recording  secretary  be  and  is  hereby  instructed  to  forward 
a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  the  honorable  members  of  the  House  of  Bepre- 
sentatives,  and  that  they  are  requested  to  use  their  influence  in  favor  of  proper 
legislation,  and  shall  also  forward  a  copy  to  the  President  ot  the  Senate.

K  Case:   Petition  of  Cornelius  Beilly  praying  for  a 
joint  convention  to  hear  and  determine  the  election  contest  hereby  instituted 
by  petitioner  in  the  3d  judicial  circuit  of  this  State. 

On  demand  of  Mr.  0.  N.  Case, 

The  petition  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal,  (is  fol- 
lows: 
To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan : 

Tour  petitioner,  Cornelius  J.  Eeilly,  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  in  the  county  of 
Wayne  and  State  of  Michigan,  respectfully  represents  and  shows  unto  the 
Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  that  he  was  one  of  the  two 
Democratic  candidates  at  the  general  election  held  in  the  county  of  Wayne,  in 
the  State  of  Michigan,  on  the  7th  day  of  November,  in  the  year  1882,  for  the 
offices  of  Circuit  Judge  to  fill  vacancies  in  the  third  judicial  circuit  of  the 
State  of  Michigan,  and  that  the  other  candidates  for  said  offices  were  Jared 
Patchen,  another  democratic  candidate  and  William  Jennison  and  John  J. 
Speed,  the  republican  candidates. 

And  your  petitioner  further  represents,  avers,  and  charges,  as  true,  that  he, 
the  said  Cornelius  J.  Eeilly,  was  by  the  votes  of  the  qualified  electors  polled 
and  cast  at  said  general  election,  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  constituting  the 
fiaid  third  judicial  circuit  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  duly  and  fairly  elected  to 
the  office  and  honor  of  one  of  the  circait  judges  of  the  said  third  judicial  circuit 
of  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  is  of  right  and  by  law  entitled  to  the  office,  dig- 
nity, and  honor  of  a  circuit  judge  in  said  third  judicial  circuit  of  the  State  of 
Michigan. 

That  said  William  Jennison  withholds  said  office  from  your  petitioner  not- 
withstanding the  fact  that  your  petitioner  was  duly  and  fairly  elected  and  enti- 
tled to  said  office  by  the  majority  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  so  voting  at 
said  general  election,  and  that  the  said  William  Jennison  now  actually  possesses, 
^les,  and  exercises  the  duties  of  said  office  and  receives  its  emoluments  against 
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the  rights  of  your  peiitionery  who  is  entitled  to  said  office  and  to  its  rights, 
dignity,  and  profit. 

That  as  he  is  advised,  said  William  Jennison  claims  and^  possesses  said  office 
by  virtue  of  a  certificate  idsaed  to  him  by  the  Board  of  State  Canvassers  of  the 
State  of  Michigan,  awarded  and  given  to  said  William  Jennison  npon  an 
alleged  canvass  of  votes  given  for  circait  jndges  in  said  county  of  Wayne  at 
said  general  election,  which  canvass  by  said  Board  of  State  Canvassers,  as  vour 
petitioner  avers,  was  based  upon  returns  transmitted  to  said  Board  cf  State 
Canvassers  by  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  ol  Wayne,  alleged  to  be  true 
returns  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  in  said  county  for  circuit  judges  as 
aforesaid,  but  which  returns,  as  your  petitioner  charges  on  information  and 
belief,  were  not  due  and  legal  returns,  and  did  not  show  the  true  resulc  of  the 
votes  cast  at  said  general  election  in  said  county  of  Wayne  for  ciicuit  judges. 

That  the  board  of  county  canvassers  of  said  county  of  Wayne  (said  oounty 
constituting  the  whole  of  the  said  tbird  judicial  circuit)  met  on  the  14th  day 
of  November,  1883,  for  the  canvass  of  votes  cast  at  said  general  election  and 
proceeded  to  canvass  on  the  following  day  the  votes  cast  lor  circuit  judges  of 
the  said  third  judicial  circuit,  to  fill  vacancies,  making  an  erroneous  canvass 
thereof;  that  among  other  things  it  was  shown  at  the  time  to  said  board  of 
county  canvassers  that  no  poll  lists  were  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk> 
or  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk  of  the  township  of  Nankin,  in  said  county  of 
Wayne,  as  required  by  law,  of  the  voters  who  voted  at  said  general  election  for 
State  and  county  officers  and  members  of  Congress  in  said  township  of  Nan- 
kin, and  that  the  statement  then  before  said  board  of  county  canvassers,  of  the 
votes  certified  as  given  and  cast  in  said  township  of  Nankin  for  circuit  judges 
"was  erroneous  and  excessive,  which  entitled  it  to  be  sent  back  for  correction,  or 
else  to  have  it  thrown  out  altogether.  And  your  petitioner  avers  that  the 
chairman  of  said  board  of  county  canvassers  of  said  county  of  Wayne  by  his 
rulings  refused  to  allow  said  board  to  consider  the  matter  of  the  erroneous  and 
incorrect  number  of  votes  as  certified  as  given  in  said  township  of  Nankin  for 
circuit  judges  as  aforesaid,  and  refused  to  entertain  a  motion  to  have  said 
returns  sent  back  for  due  correction  thereof  or  to  throw  out  the  same  because 
of  no  poll  lists  being  filed.  And  your  petitioner  further  avers  that  said  board 
of  county  canvassers,  at  the  dictation  and  under  the  rulings  of  its  chairman » 
duly  canvassed  the  said  votes  thus  erroneously  reported  us  the  vote  of  the  said 
township  of  Nankin  for  circuit  judges,  and  made  the  same  a  part  of  the  total 
aggregate  vote  of  the  whole  number  of  voles  cast  in  said  county  of  Wayne  for 
circuit  judges,  and  of  the  total  aggregate  vote  of  each  of  the  candidates  lor  said 
offices. 

And  your  petitioner  further  represents  that  the  board  of  county  canvassers 
of  the  county  of  Wayne,  by  including  in  their  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  at  said 
general  election,  in  Kaid  county,  for  circuit  jndges  as  aibresaiJ,  the  illegal  and 
erroneous  report  and  statement  as  to  the  votes  given  for  said  several  candi- 
dates, (or  said  offices  of  circuit  judge  in  said  township  of  Nankin,  and  bj 
failing  to  give  due  credits  for  votes  withheld  from  your  petitioner,  in  other 
voting  precincts  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  made  the  canvass  of  the  whole  aggre- 
gate vote  cast  for  circuit  judge  in  said  county  of  Wayne  to  be  56,751,  and 
divided  the  same  among  the  candidates  for  said  offices  as  follows,  viz.:

For  John  J.  Speed 15.040 

For  Cornelius  J.  Reilly ; 14,164 

For  Jared  Patchen 12,836 
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Which  totals,  so  far  as  your  petitioner  and  Wiliam  Jetinison  were  concerned, 
were  erroneoas,  incoirect,  and  uotrae,  and  not  the  true  and  accurate  vote 
received  by  them  respectively  in  the  premises,  and  that,  as.will  hereafter  be 
shown  in  this  petition,  your  petitioner  received  a  higher  and  larger  vote,  than 
the  said  William  Jennison,  for  the  office  of  circuit  judge,  and  was  elected  to 
such  office,  and  of  right  is  entitled  thereto. 

Thai  the  only  certified  statement  of  tfare  canvass  of  said  votes  for  circuit 
judges,  made  by  said  board  of  county  canvassers  of  the  county  of  Wayne 
to  the  State  canvassers  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  under  the  requirements  of 
the  statute  in  such  case  made  and  provided,  was  one  only  giving  the  total 
aggregate  vote,  as  cast  in  said  county,  and  the  total  aggregate  vote  as  given 
thereof  to  each  several  candidate,  but  said  statement  did  not  contain  the 
aggregate  vote  of  each  several  voting  precinct  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  nor 
the  vote  given  at  each  several  voting  precinct  to  the  several  candidates. 

That  he  appeared  by  counsel  before  the  Board  of  State  Oanvas3er8  at  their 
session  for  the  canvass  of  the  votes  east  at  said  general  election  for  circuit 
judges  as  aforesaid,  and  objected  to  their  making  any  declaration  as  to  the 
lesult  on  the  aggregate  returns  as  then  before  them,  and  claimed  that  there 
Ehould  have  been  before  the  said  Board  of  State  Canvassers  for  such  canvass 
by  them  as  State  canvassers,  a  statement  from  the  county  canvassers  giving 
therein  the  complete  and  full  statement  of  the  canvass  as  made  by  said  Board 
of  County  Canvassers,  und  showing  ihe  total  vote  cast  at  each  voting  precinct 
in  said  county  of  Wayne  for  circuit  judges,  and  the  vote  given  to  each  candi- 
date forsiiid  offices,  as  well  as  the  aggregate  vote  then  before  them.  And  that 
in  addition  to  said  objection  to  the  said  Board  of  State  Canvassers  proceeding 
with  the  canvass  for  the  reasons  as  stated,  your  petitioner  also  exhibited  proofs 
before  them  showing  that  your  petitioner  had  really  and  actually  received  and 
ought  to  have  ciedited  a  Lirger  vote  to  him  then  his  alleged  aggregate  vote  as 
then  before  them,  and  that  said  William  Jennison  did  not  receive  as  many 
votes  as  were  credited  to  him  in  said  aggregate  statement,  and  that  your  peti- 
tioner  was  elected  to  said  office  of  circuit  judge,  and  not  said  William  Jen- 
nison. 

And  your  petitioner  further  shows  in  this  regard  that  said  Board  of  State 
Canvassers  refused  to  hear  or  regard  the  proofs  so  submitted  to  them,  or  to 
entertain  the  objection  of  your  petitioner  to  their  canvassing  the  votes  so  cast 
on  the  said  age>*egate  vote  and  did  not  w.thhold  their  official  certificate  of 
election  from  William  Jennison,  but  granted  him  one  in  the  premises  against 
the  lawful  rights  of  your  petitioner,  who  Was  of  right  entitled  thereto. 

And  your  petitioner  further  shows  on  information  and  belief,  and  so  avers 
the  truth  to  be,  that  at  said  general  election  of  November  7,  188*^,  held  in  the 
township  of  Nankin,  in  the  said  county  of  Wayne  (the  said  township  being  a 
part  of  said  third  judicial  circuit  of  the  State*  of  Michigan),  there  were  only 
624  electors  who  voted  thereat,  that  two  of  said  electors*  ballots  being  found  to 
be  double,  were,  lor  that  reason,  destroyed  unopened  according  to  law,  thereby 
leaving  but  022  ballots  to  be  counted  for  candidates,  and  that  there  could  not 
therelore  have  been  more  than  1244:  votes  cast  for  circuit  judges,  granting  that 
e;»ch  elector  had  voted  for  two  candidates  for  said  office;  that  after  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  two  double  ballots  as  aforesaid  the  said  inspectors  of  election  of  said 
township  of  Nankin  proceeded  to  canvass  and  did  canvass  the  said  622  ballots 
in  order  to  ascertain  the  result  of  the  election,  and  after  the  said  canvsiss  was 
concluded  and  the  votes  cast  for  the  various  candidates  were  ascertained,  the 
said  inspectors  of  election,  through  supervisor  Charles  H.  Cady,  one  of  their 
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nDmber,  and  in  their  presence  at  once  and  according  to  law  pnblicly  declared 
the  result  thereof  in  the  presence  and  hearing  of  the  persons  and  electors  pres- 
ent at  the  time^  and  with  other  names  of  candidates  and  their  votes  so 
announced  at  the  time,  duly  and  publicly  announced  that  your  petitioner, 
Oornelius  J.  Beilly,  had  received  293  votes,  and  that  the  said  William  Jennison 
had  received  329  votes  for  the  office  of  circuit  jadge  at  the  said  general  election 
in  said  township  of  Nankin,  which  declaration  was  made  as  above  stated  in  the 
presence  of  several  electors  of  said  township  of  Nankin  then  present  and 
watching  said  canvass  of  votes,  and  that  the  figares  as  announced  by  said 
inspectors  of  election  were  written  down  at  the  time  by  one  of  said  electors  on 
a  ballot  used  by  him  for  the  occasion  and  which  ballot  is  now  in  existence. 

That  when  the  inspectors  of  election  came  to  prepare  and  have  written  the 
proper  statements  and  certificates  of  the  result  of  said  canvass,  which  was  to 
be  used  in  the  county  canvass  of  the  whole  votes  cast  in  said  county  of  Wayne, 
through  an  error  and  oversight  in  calling  off  the  numerical  figures  of  such 
canvass  of  votes  from  the  tally  sheet  of  one  of  the  clerks  of  election,  in  the 
votes  given  to  the  various  candidates  for  circuit  judge,  the  same  was  errone- 
ously read  to  the  clerk  making  the  certificate  as  379  votes  to  the  name  of  Wm. 
Jennison,  and  he  credited  accordingly  with  having  received  that  vote,  the  said 
error  being  occasioned  by  reading  the  numerical  figure  "2"  in  his  actual  vote 
of  329,  as  a  7  inst^d  of  what  it  really  was,  a  "2,'' and  by  such  error  and  untrue 
reading  of  figures,  he  was  unlawfully  credited  with  having  received  50  (fifty) 
more  votes  than  was  actually  canvassed  for  him ;  and  by  adding  together  the 
votes  as  erroneously  credited  to  said  William  Jennison  with  the  votes  as  given 
to  the  other  candidates,  it  made  the  same  to  be  a  total  of  1281  votes,  whereas 
the  highest  possible  vote  which  have  been  cast  in  said  township  was  1244  votes 
as  above  stated. 

That  both  of  said  poll  li3i;s  and  both  of  said  tally  sheets  used  in  the  canvass- 
ing of  the  votes  cast  for  the  various  candidates  on  the  ballots  of  the  electors  at 
the  said  general  election  of  said  township  of  Nankin,  were  with  the  said  bal- 
lots duly  locked  up  in  the  ballot  box,  and  that  both  said  poll  lists,  tally  sheets, 
and  ballots  of  the  electors  as  voted  and  cast  at  said  general  election,  are  now  in 
existence  duly  preserved  and  guarded  from  any  tampering  therewith,  and  in 
the  proper  custody  ready  to  be  produced,  shown  and  proven  before  this  Legis- 
lature when  and  where  it  may  so  require  for  them  to  be  so  produced  in  the 
premises. 

That  at  said  general  election  of  November  7, 1882,  held  in  the  4th  precinct 
of  the  1st  ward  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  in  the  said  county  of  Wayne  (the  said 
precinct  being  a  part  of  the  Third  Judicial  Circuit),  G46  electors  voted  in  said 
precinct  and  cast  their  ballots  for  candidates  for  the  various  offices,  and  that 
on  the  due  canvass  of  the  said  ballots  to  ascertain  the  result  by  the  inspectors 
of  election  of  said  precinct,  by  the  determination  of  said  inspectors  of  election, 
there  was  found  as  cast  and  actually  given  in  said  precinct  1278  votes  for  the 
candidates  for  the  office  of  circuit  judges  by  the  electors  in  said  precinct  on 
their  ballots  as  polled  therein,  which  1278  votes  were  given  to  and  received  by 
the  respective  candidates  as  follows:  For  William  Jennison,  309  votes;  for 
John  J.  Speed,  362  votes;  for  Jared  Patchen,  273  votes;  and  for  your  peti- 
tioner under  his  name  as  correctly  spelled,  Cornelius  J.  Reilly,  310  votes,  and 
under  his  name  as  misspelled  Cornelius  J.  Rielly  24  voles,  making  in  all  334 
votes. 

But  that  said  inspectors  of  election,  in  signing  this  statement  to  be  used  in 
the  county  canvass,  through  error  and  mistake  gave  the  aggregate  vote  in  said 
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statement  as  only  1,^54  votes,  instead  of  the  correct  and  true  one  of  1^278 
Yotes,  in  said  precinct  for  circuit  judges,  and  erroneously  gave  your  petitioner 
24  votes  less  than  that  actually  received  by  him  and  canvassed  in  his  favor  by 
said  inspectors  of  election ;  and  which  fact  and  actual  and  true  canvass  were 
shown  by  the  official  tally  sheets  written  in  ink  by  the  official  clerks  of  said 
election  precinct,  and  which  error  in  thus  wrongfully  depriving  your  petitioner 
of  the  24  votes  thus  actually  canvassed  for  him  in  the  premises,  arose  from 
following  the  unauthorized,  unwarranted,  and  unofficial  figures  made  in  pencil 
on  one  of  the  said  official  tally  sheets  by  one  John  Ward,  an  outsider,  who 
wrongfully  and  without  authority  assumed  to  so  subtract  in  pencil  from  your 
petitioner's  actual  vote,  as  given  him  and  canvassed  in  his  favor,  an  additional 
24  votes,  which  said  24  votes  thus  wrongfully  so  subtracted,  was  already 
included  in  and  made  a  part  of  47  votes  already  subtracted  for  slips  or  other- 
wise against  his  name  on  his  party  ticket,  and  which  subtraction,  and  the  only 
one  which  could  be  made  against  him,  was  already  officially  done  in  ink  by  the 
clerk  of  said  election  precinct.  And  your  petitioner  charges  that  said  wrong- 
fnl  deprivation  of  24  votes,  already  canvassed  in  his  favor  and  withheld  in  the 
statement  upon  which  the  said  board  of  county  canvassers  made  their  canvass, 
was  never  remedied  or  corrected,  and  in  said  county  canvass  by  said  board  of 
county  canvassers  he  only  received  and  had  credited  to  him  as  his  vote  in  said 
Fourth  precinct  of  the  First  ward  of  the  said  city  of  Detroit,  310  votes,  instead 
of  334  votes.  All  of  which  your  petitioner  is  ready  to  make  due  proof  by  the 
official  tally  sheets  now  in  existence,  and  also  by  the  testimony  of  the  clerks 
and  inspectors  of  election  of  said  precinct,  and  other  competent  proof. 

That  at  said  general  election  the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  1st  precinct  of 
the  4th  ward  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  in  said  county  oj[  Wayne,  deprived  your 
petitioner  of  six  votes  to  which  he  was  entitled,  and  which  were  cast  for  him 
for  the  said  office  of  circuit  judge,  because  the  electors  casting  said  ballots  had 
given  your  petitioner  two  votes  on  said  ballots  for  said  office,  the  said  inspec- 
tors holding  that  he  was  not  entitled  to  even  a  single  vote  therein. 

That  at  said  general  election  the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  4th  precinct  of 
the  6th  ward  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  deprived  your 
petitioner  of  27  votes  cast  for  him  for  the  said  office  of  circuit  judge  by  duly 
qualified  electors  voting  at  said  precinct,  and  to  which  votes  he  was  entitled  to 
have  canvassed  in  his  favor,  but  which  electors'  ballots,  known  as  the  Liberal, 
Democratic,  or  Republican  ticket,  was,  by  the  error  and  carelessness  of  said 
inspectors  of  election  not  counted  or  canvassed  for  any  candidates  thereon. 

That  at  said  general  election  the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  8d  precinct  of 
the  12th  warde  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  deprived  your 
petitioner  of  10  votes  cast  for  him  for  the  said  office  of  circuit  judge  by  duly 
qualified  electors  voting  at  said  precinct,  and  to  which  votes  he  was  entitled  to 
have  canvassed  in  his  favor,  and  be  credited  therewith,  but  which  electors' 
ballots,  known  as  the  regular  Democratic  ticket  with  the  names  of  Labor  can- 
didates thereon  was  by  the  error  and  carelessness  of  said  inspectors  of  election 
not  counted  or  canvassed  for  any  candidate  thereon,  other  than  for  member  of 
congress  and  representative  in  the  State  Legislature,  although  the  candidates 
for  State  and  county  officers  including  circuit  judges  were  likewise  voted  for 
on  said  ballots.  And  your  petitioner  avers  that  he  is  ready  to  make  due  proof 
of  the  fact  of  his  deprivation  of  votes  cast  in  his  favor  as  above  stated,  in  the 
said  let  precinct  of  the  4th  ward,  the  said  4th  precinct  of  the  6th  ward,  and 
the  3d  precinct  of  the  12th  ward  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  the  same  amounting 
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to  53  votes  in  the  aggregate,  and  which  he  now  olaima  be  ought  to  be  daly 
credited. 

And  your  petitioner  avers  that  by  making  the  due  oorrection  in  the  votes  of 
yoor  ))etitiouer  and  William  Jennison  in  the  vote  of  the  said  township  of 
Nankin,  and  the  fourth  preoinot  of  the  first  ward  of  the  city  of  Detroit,  mak- 
ing the  same  conformable  to  the  actual  canvass  by  the  said  inspectors  of  elec- 
tion of  said  wards,  precinct,  and  township,  and  which  was  changed  by  the 
mistakes  already  referred  to,  year  petitioner's  aggregate  vote,  in  said  county 
of  Wayne,  for  the  office  of  circuit  judge  would  actually  stand  and  be  14,188 
votes,  while  that  of  William  Jennison  for  the  same  office  would  ptand  and  be 
only  14,162  votes.  And  if  to  your  petitioner,  Cornelius  J.  Reilly,  vote  of 
14,188,  so  canvassed  by  the  Inspectors  of  election  in  the  several  voting  pre- 
cincts in  said  county  of  Wayne  then  be  added  the  52  additional  votes  of 
which  he  was  unjustly  deprived  by  the  now  canvass  of  the  same,  it  would 
thereby  give  your  petitioner,  the  said  Oornelius  J.  Reilly,  for  the  office  of 
circuit  judge  of  the  third  judicial  circuit  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  a  total 
aggregate  vote  of  14,210  against  the  said  William  Jennison's  actual  aggregate 
vote  of  14,162  for  same  office,  thereby  making  your  petitioner's  actual  plu- 
rality vote  over  William  Jennison  to  be  78  votes. 

And  your  petitioner  therefore  submits  and  claims  that  he,  the  said  Oornelius 
J.  Ueilly,  was,  by  the  votes  actually  cast  for  circuit  judges  at  said  general 
election,  in  said  county  of  Wayne,  duly  elected  circuit  judge  for  said  third 
judicial  circuit,  and  that  he  has  been  deprived  of  said  office  and  its  honor  and 
emoluments  by  the  incorrect  and  unlawful  count  and  return  of  the  votes  in 
the  said  township  and  said  several  precincts  above  named,  and  by  the  incor- 
rect declaration,  determination,  and  certificates  of  said  board  of  county  can- 
vassers of  the  county  of  Wayne,  and  of  said  Board  of  State  Canvassers  herein- 
before set  forth. 

That  by  Article  VIII  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Michigan  it  is  pro- 
vided that  the  Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasurer,  and  Gommissioner  of  the 
State  Lund  Office  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  State  Canvassers  ^  to  determine 
the  rciult  of  all  elections  for  Governor,  Lieutenant  Oovernor,  and  of  such  other 
officers  as  shall  by  law  be  referred  to  them.''  And  also  that  *^  when  the  deter- 
mination of  the  Board  of  State  Canvassers  is  contested,  the  Legislature  in  joint 
convention  shall  decide  which  person  is  elected."

tatives the  contest  hereby  instituted  between  your  petitioner  and  the  said 
William  Jennison.  And  your  petitioner  hereby  contests  the  determination  of 
said  Board  of  State  Canvassers  at  their  said  meeting  on  the  J  5th  day  of  Decem- 
ber, in  the  year  1882,  that  snid  William  Jennison  was  duly  elected  circuit  judge 
ot  said  third  judicial  circuit  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  in 
said  county  of  Wayne. 

Wherefore  the  premises  being  considered,  your  petitioner,  Cornelius  J.  Beilly» 
respectfoPy  prajs  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 

i'iritty  To  take  action  for  holding  a  joint  convention  of  both  branches 
thereof  to  hear  and  decide  the  contest  hereby  instituted ; 

/Second,  To  take  order  that  William  Jennison  shall  have  notice  of,  and  be 
required  to  answer  this  petition,  and  abide  by  the  action  and  decision  of  said 
joint  convention  in  the  premises; 
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TlUrd,  That  said  joint  conveDtion  shall  hear  and  decide  such  contest  accord- 
ing to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  upon  sach  evidence  as  shall 
be  snbmitted  by  the  respective  parties,  and  as  such  joint  convention  shall 
determine  to  receive ; 

Fourth,  That  the  Legislature  in  joint  convention  shall  decide  that  your

The  nemcnrial  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal,  as 
follows : 
To  ih$  Honorable  the  8e?uzle  and  HouBe  of  ReprMentatives  of  the  State  of 

Michigan : 

Tour  nndersigned  memorialists  respectfully  represent: 

Th^t  they  are  aware  of  the  immense  difficulties  attending  the  proper  soln- 
tlon  of  the  convict  labor  question,  and,  oonvinoed  that  it  should  be  solved  with 
dne  regard  to  all  interests  concerned,  they  believe  that  the  welfare  of  the  com- 
monwealth demands  that  convicts  should  be  employed  at  labor,  both  rennmer- 
ative  to  the  State  and  useful  to  themselves.  The  contract  system  heretofore 
employed  has,  in  the  opinion  of  your  memorialists,  worked  injiirionsly,  in  so 
far  as  it  created  unfair  and  undue  competition  against  outside  free  labor. 
Furthermore,  your  memqrialists  believe  that  it  is  right, and  proper  for  the 
State  to  propagate  and  encourage  new  industries  and  new  fields  of  labor  and 
production ;  that  is,  to  assist  and  materially  aid  the  production  of  articles  and 
products  for  the  production  of  which,  in  this  State  or  the  United  States,  cir- 
cumstances have  so  far  been  adverse  and  unfavorable.  Your  mcmorialtsta 
believe  that  the  production  of  such  articles  and  products  by  means  of  convict 
labor  would  be  beneficial  to  the  commonwealth  and  the  Nation,  and  materi* 
ally  aid  in  the  development  of  the  natural  resources  of  this  State  and  country. 
Tour  memorialists  refer  in  particular  to  the  production  of  beet  sugar.  The 
United  States  imports  one  hundred  million  dollars  worth  of  sugarand  molasses 
annually  from  countries  where  slavery  still  exists;  while  Germany,  Austria^ 
and  France  produce  all  their  own  sugar  from  beets,  besides  a  surplus  for 
export.  Several  states  of  this  Uniom  have  endeavored  to  foster  and  establish 
the  production  of  beet  sugar  by  subsidies.  These  efforts  have  so  far  failed  of 
material  success,  not  on  account  ot  conditions  of  the  soil,  but  on  account  of 
the  impracticability  of  concentrating  the  large  amount  of  labor  required  in 
the  cultivation  of  a  sufficient  quantity  of  beets  to  supply  a  centrally  located 
factory.  Success  depended  upon  the  ability  of  central  factories  to  contract 
with  the  surrounding  farmers  for  delivery  of  beets,  and  this  the  farmers  found 
impracticable  to  do,  on  account  of  the  insufficiency  of  labor  at  the  proper 
time. 

In  Germany,  France,  and  Austria  where  the  beet  sugar  industry  flourishea 
and  pays  better  than  wheat,  central  factories  contract  for  supplies  of  beets 
from  the  surrounding  country.  They  prescribe  the  kind  and  quantity  of 
manure  to  be  used,  and  the  mode  of  cultivation — and  the  dense  population  of 
towns  and  villages  furnish  the  farmers  abundant  help.  Your  memorialists  are 
of  opinion  that  private  enterprise  would  establish  the  factories  if  the  State 
would  employ  its  convict  labor  in  the  cultivation  of  sugar  beets.  Tour 
memorialists  feel  convinced  that  the  convict  labor  of  this  State  (and  of  most  of 
the  States  of  this  Union)  could^be  prosperously  and  advantageously  employed 
in  the  production  of  sugar  beets,  by  establishing  suitable  camps  in  suitable 
localities.  By  these  means  a  large  proportion  of  the  sugar  now  imported  could 
be  produced  at  home.  Your  memorialists,  furthermore,  mention  among  other 
articles  and  products  which  the  natural  resources  of  the  State  enable  to  be 
produced,  but  which  are  now  almost  exclusively  made  abroad.  Tin  plates^ 
of  which  $30,000,000  per  annum  are  imported,  and  which  could  be  munufac* 
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tured  by  convict  labor  in  connection  with  our  iron  industry.    Also  "  heavy 
chemicals"  such  as  Soda  Ash,  Caustic  Soda,  Bleaching  Powder,  of  which  $15,- 
000,000  are  imported  per  annum,  which  could  be  produced  here  by  convict 
labor  in  connection  with  our  salt  industry.    The  production  of  raw  silk  would 
also  be  practicable,  to  some  extent,  but  would  be  more  suited  for  more  south* 
em  States.    In  conclusion  your  memorialists  are  of  the  general  opinion  that 
convict  labor  can,  and  should  be  properly  and  usefully  employed  in  the  pro- 
duction of  articles  and  products,  not  now  or  insuflBciently  produced  in  the 
United  States,  whereby  said  convict  labor  would  not  conflict  nor  create  undue 
competition  with  outside  free  and  honest  labor.    And  your  memorialists  believe 
that  efforts  and  sacrifices,  made  in  this  direction,  would  be  good  policy  and 
conducive  to  public  interest  and  welfare. 
All  of  which  your  memorialists  respectfully  submit.

The  undersigned,  citizens  of  said  State,  respectfuUe  petition  your  Honor- 
able body  to  provide  by  law  that  alcoholic  or  intoxicating  liquors  shall  not  be 
sold  or  kept  for  sale,  as  a  beverage,  at  any  place  within  five  miles  of  the 
University  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  that  some  such  additional  pro- 
vision is  needed  to  secure  the  important  object  had  in  view  by  your  predeces- 
sors in  office  in  prohibiting  the  sale  of  such  liquors  to  students,  the  enforce- 
ment of  said  prohibition  being  very  difficult,  if  not  impossible,  in  the  midst 
of  from  thirty  to  forty  saloons  on  the  streets  and  around  the  postoffice  of 
Ann  Arbor.  Your  petitioners  believe  that  the  full  inhibition  herein  asked  for 
would  be  easier  of  enforcement  than  the  partial  now  existing. 

The  University  and  the  citizens  of  Ann  Arbor  and  vicinity  are  mutually 
interested  in  this  matter,  and  it  is  believed  that  both  parties  could  cooperate 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  inhibition  asked  for  in  our  petition,  and  so  remove  a 
serious  hindrance  to  the  usefulness  of  the  University,  which  the  State  has 
endowed  and  maintains  with  wise  and  generous  munificence. 

So  far  as  we  know,  a  provision  similar  to  that  asked  for  by  your  petitioners 
has  proved  beneficial  to  the  Military  Academy  at  Orchard  Lake;  and  it  seems 
to  us  that  the  greater  and  more  varied  interests  of  our  State  University 
^  demand  such  prsdent  protection ;

The  communication  was  read  at  length,,  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Journal, 
as  follows:

lo  the  Honorable  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 

Michigan : 

Gentlembx — I  observe  that  bills  have  been  introduced  in  both  branches  of 
the  Legislature  proposing  a  reduction  of  the  flash  test  of  the  illuminating  oils 
used  in  this  State,  to  less  than  120°,  the  object  being  to  bring  the  mannfacture 
of  such  oils  within  the  reach  of  manufacturers  now  said  to  be  unable,  for  want 
of  appliances  necessary  to  the  production  of  Michigan  test  oil,  to  compete  with 
the  wealthy  refining  companies  doing  business  in  this  State.  It  is  thought,  I 
am  informed,  that  such  a  change  would  enable  competition  and  cheapen  the 
price  of  the  oil. 

During  the  two  years  ending  January  27, 1885.  in  which  I  was  in  charge  of 
the  department  of  illaminating  oils  for  Michigan  as  State  inspector,  the  sub- 
ject of  lowering  the  test  engaged  my  careful  attention,  From  observation  of 
the  making  of  the  oil  laws  of  other  States,  and  from  reported  explosions  and 
other  forms  of  ignition  of  more  volatile  oils  than  oars,  I  have  been  unable  to 
recommend  a  reduction  of  the  test  standard,  as  every  degree  of  redaction  is  an 
approach  to  the  danger  point.  I  am  not  now  able  to  discover  that  the  pro- 
posed legislation  would  have  accomplished  the  purpose  sought,  viz.:  to  cheapen 
the  prodnct. 

Many  refining  companies  are  now  selling  Michigan  test  oil  in  this  State. 
It  therefore  follows  that  there  is  abundant  competition  in  the  Michigan  oil 
trade,  yet  the  price  has  not  been  cheapened.  The  ''White  SeaP'  Oil  Co.,  For- 
est City  Co.,  Keystone  Co.,  and  many  others  successfully  manufacture  oil  for 
Michigan,  and  are  competitors  of  the  principal  companies.  All  sell  at  the 
same  prices.  The  object  of  a  reduction  of  test  is  highly  commendable,  but  as 
it  appears  to  me,  would  prove  inoperative  if  enacted  into  a  law,  while  the  dan- 
ger arising  from  sach  reduction  would  be  materially  increased.  A  reduction 
of  the  inspection  fed  to  the  cost  of  inspection,  could  very  properly  be  made.

The  undersigned  citizens  of  said  State,  respectfully  petition  your  honorable 
body  to  provide  by  law  that  alcoholic  or  intoxicating  liquors  shall  not  be  sold 
nor  kept  for  sale,  nor  given  away  as  a  beverage,  at  any  place  within  five  miles 
of  the  University  of  the  State  of  Michigan. 

Your  petitioners  would  respectfully  represent  that  some  such  additional 
provision  is  needed  to  secure  the  important  object  had  in  view  by  your  prede- 
cessors in  office  in  prohibiting  the  sale  of  such  liquors  to  students,  the  enforce- 
ment of  said  prohibition  being  very  difficult  if  not  impossible  in  the  midst  of 
from  30  to  40  saloons  on  the  streets  and  around  the  postoffice  of  Ann  Arbor. 
Your  petitioners  believe  that  the  full  inhibition  herein  asked  for  would  be  easier 
of  enforcement  than  the  partial  now  existing. 

The  University  and  the  citizens  of  Ann  Arbor  and  vicinity  are  mutually 
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interested  in  this  matter;  and  it  is  believed  that  both  parties  would  cdoperate 
in  the  enrorcement  of  the  inhibition  asked  fo;r  in  our  petition,  and  so  remove  a 
serioQS  hindrance  to  the  nsefnlness  of  the  Uniyersity  which  the  State  has 
endowed  and  maintains  with  wise  and  generous  munificence. 

So  far  as  we  know  a  provision  similar  to  that  asked  for  by  your  petitioners 
has  proved  beneficial  to  the  Military  Academy  at  Orchard  Lake;  and  it  seems 
to  Q8  that  the  greater  and  more  varied  interests  of  our  State  IJniverdity  demand 
such  prudent  protection.

On  demand  of  Mr.  Brown, 

The  memorial  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  length  on  the  Journal,  as 
follows :      / 
7o  the  Honorahkf  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State  of 

Michigan: 

The  State  board  of  education  would  respectfully  call  the  attention  of  your 
honorable  bodies  to  the  following  facts  and  representations  and  would  ask  your 
candid  and  liberal  consideration  of  the  matters  herein  presented. 

Yonr  memorialists  beg  leave  first  to  recall  to  your  minds  the  following  facts 
concerning  the  history  and  cost  of  the  buildings  of  the  State  normal  school 
and  the  legislative  appropriations  made  therefor: 

The  first  building  was  erected  by  funds  donated  for  that  purpose  by  citizens 
of  Ypsilanti  and  vicinity,  except  the  sum  of  eight  thousand  dollars  ($8,000) 
drawn  in  obedience  to  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  from  the  endowment  fund  of 
the  school.  This  donation  purchased  a  site  and  furnished  twelve  thousand 
($12,000)  dollars  for  the  building  on  condition  that  the  school  should  be 
located  at  Ypsilanti,  and  when  it  was  supposed  that  the  endowment  fund 
would  be  three  or  four  times  as  large  as  it  has  really  become. 

When  this  building,  with  nearly  all  its  contents,  was  burned  in  1859,  the 
insurance  companies  replaced  it. 

The  second  building,  now  the  conservatory  of  music,  was  erected  by  the 
State  Agricultnral  Society  and  the  citizens  of  Ypsilanti  conjointly,  but  when 
the  plan  of  an  agricultural  museum  was  abandoned,  the  yet  unfinished  structure 
was  transferred  to  the  State  for  the  use  of  the  Normal  School.  This  building 
was  completed  and  furnished  by  means  of  $7,500,  appropriated  by  the  Legisla- 
ture of  1869  for  that  purpose. 

In  1877  the  State  Board  of  Education  memorialized  the  Legislature  for  an 
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appropriation  of  $60,000  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  and  changes  of  the  old  build- 
ing and  for  the  erection  of  a  much  needed  addition.  In  answer  to  this  petition, 
only  the  sum  of  $30,000  was  granted,  and  the  board  expended  this  amount  as 
economically  as  possible  in  building  and  furnishing  the  east  wing,  and  in  pro- 
Tiding  steam-heating  apparatus.  At  this  time,  too,  the  board  was  assisted  by 
a  donation  of  $2,300  from  citizens  of  Ypsilanti. 

In  1879  the  legislature  made  a  special  appropriation  of  thirteen  thousand 
three  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  ($13,373)  for  completing  the  tower  of 
the  east  wing,  adding  to  the  steam  heating  apparatus,  furniture,  cases  for 
library  and  museum,  painting  and  repairing  one  of  the  old  buildings,  grading, 
digging  a  wall,  and  laying  walks. 

The  Legislature  of  1881  appropriated  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  for  another  addition  for  the  use  of  the  school  of  practice,  by  which 
the  children  and  teachers  of  that  school  were  taken  from  the  dark,  unventila- 
ted  basement  rooms  they  then  occupied,  and  furnished  more  suitable  quarters. 

Two  years  ago  the  Legislature  made  a  special  appropriation  of  seven  thous* 
and  seven  hundred  dollars  ($7,700)  for  the  purpose  of  grading  the  rear  portion 
of  the  grounds,  general  planting,  and  repairs,  and  erecting  two  out-honses. 

The  Legislature  thus  far,  then,  has  granted  the  sum  of  eighty-three  thousand 
five  hundred  and  seventy-three  dollars  ($83,573)  for  buildings,  furniture  and 
repairs.  This  for  the  thirty-three  years  since  the  normal  school  has  been  in 
operation  is  but  little  more  than  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500)  a  year. 
During  this  time  private  donations  for  the  same  purpose  have  amounted  to 
sixteen  thousand  dollars  ($16,000),  or  about  one-sixth  of  the  whole  sum 
expended. 

Other  States  have  expended  very  much  larger  sums  for  the  buildings  of  their 
normal  schools.  The  Legislature  of  Illinois  is  this  winter  asked  to  appropriate 
one  hundred  and  seventy-two  thousand  dollars  ($172,000)  to  replace  her  normal 
school  buildings,  recently  burned. 

Your  memorialists,  however,  cheerfully  acknowledge  that  the  State  through 
her  Legislatures  has  always  shown  a  liberal  spirit  toward  this  school,  as 
toward  the  other  institutions.  The  normal  school  endowment  fund  proving 
much  less  than  was  expected,  and  upon  which  the  State  pays  but  six  per  cent 
interest,  the  revenues  have  been  found  entirely  inadequate  to  the  support  of 
the  school,  but  the  Legislature  has  always  heretofore  freely  made  such  appro- 
priations to  meet  the  deficiency  for  current  expenses  as  the  board  of  education 
has  asked.  Your  memorialists,  however,  beg  leave  to  say  that  they  have 
always  been  moderate  in  their  demands  for  money,  and  economical  in  its 
expenditure,  and  they  now  point  with  pride  to  the  fact  that  even  under  the 
most  trying  circumstances  tbey  have  never  expended  money  before  it  was 
appropriated. 

At  the  present  time  your  memorialists  are  constrained  to  ask  for  the  special 
appropriation  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  for  the  enlargement  of  the 
buildings  to  accommodate  the  rapidly  increasing  number  of  students. 

The  average  enrollment  of  pupils  for  the  last  two  years  exceeds  by  more 
than  fifty  per  cent  the  average  enrollment  for  the  first  five  years  after  the 
enlargement  of  the  buildisg  in  1877,  and  the  present  actual  enrollment  is 
more  than  sixty-one  per  cent  greater  than  for  that  period. 

Class-rooms  and  study  halls  that  were  large  enough  five  years  ago  are  novr 
entirely  too  small  to  accommodate  the  greater  numl^rsof  students. 

There  is  no  study-hall  large  enough  to  accommodate  half  of  the  young,  ladjr 
students,  who  constitute  about  three-fifths  of  all,  consequently  they  are  com- 
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pelled  to  occupy  three  of  the  largest  lectare-rooms,  while  the  joang  men  are 
obliged  to  occupy  for  a  study-hall  the  chapel  on  the  third  floor.  This  is  an 
.undesirable  arrangement  for  many  reasons.  The  needs  of  good  order  and  of 
instruction  require  a  large  study-hall  where  the  young  ladies  may  assemble 
when  not  in  classes,  and  where  the  lady  teacher  who  has  them  in  charge  can 
meet  them  daily  for  counsel  and  instruction,  while  the  chapel  is  an  unsuitable 
«tudy-hall  for  the  young  men,  because  it  is  far  from  most  of  their  recitations, 
^nd  because  by  reason  of  the  height  of  its  walls  it  is  not  easily  warmed  in  win- 
ter except  at  the  cost  of  much  extra  fuel. 

Again,  with  the  present  numbers,  the  largest  recitation  and  lecture 
rooms  are  altogether  too  small  lor  the  larger  classes.  The  principal,  for 
instance,  meets  daily  a  class  of  one  hundred  and  twenty  in  political  science,  in 
a  room  only  intended  to  seat  sixty.  A  class  of  ninety-four,  in  natural  philoso- 
phy meets  in  a  lecture  room  only  designed  to  seat  fifty-six.  A  class  of  seventy 
odd,  in  chemistry,  this  winter,  have  been  compelled  to  assemble  in  a  room 
where  many  had  to  stand  in  order  to  witness  experiments.  The  professor  of 
mathematics  has  not  a  lecture  room  large  enough  to  seat  comfortably  many  of 
his  students  in  geometry  and  algebra,  and  what  is  true  of  these  classes  is  more 
or  less  true  of  many  others.  Two  or  three  large  lecture  rooms,  capable  of  seat- 
ing each  a  hundred  and  fifty,  are  greatly  needed. 

The  best  apartments  now  available  for  the  library  and  reading  room  are 
^Iso  too  small  for  the  purpose.  A  great  deal  of  work  in  the  library  is  now 
required  of  students  upon  the  subjects  of  their  study,  and  to  familiarize  them 
with  the  use  of  books,  and  every  day  the  reading  room,  for  many  hours,  is 
^uncomfortably  crowded,  while  the  library  itself,  if  it  continues  to  be  enlarged 
to  keep  pace  with  the  needs  of  the  school,  must  have  more  room. 

The  department  of  physical  science  is  also  in  great  need  of  more  room,  and 
of  a  different  arrangement  of  rooms.  There  is  now  no  room  suitable  and 
large  enough  for  the  large  classes,  before  whom  lectures  and  experiments  are 
given.  The  laboratory  is  in  the  basement,  ill  ventilated,  ill  lighted,  and  much 
of  the  year  damp.  The  apparatus  room  and  the  lecture  room  for  natural  phi- 
losophy are  on  the  first  floor,  and  the  rooms  for  astronomy  are  in  the  garret. 
Classes  and  teachers  to  get  from  one  section  of  this  department  to  another 
mnat  pass  through  a  long  corridor,  through  the  recitation  room  of  another 
department,  and  up  four  flights  of  stairs.  Apparatus  and  other  materials  for 
nae,  must  be  constantly  carried  up  and  down  stairs,  with  useless  labor  and  no 
little  risk  of  breakage. 

The  practice  school,  too,  where  students  do  their  apprentice  work  and  get 
instraction  in  the  real  art  of  teaching,  needs  more  room.  At  the  present  time, 
hardly  more  than  half  of  the  senior  class  can  do  the  full  amount  of  practice 
teacfaing  required,  because  there  are  not  rooms  enough  for  the  necessary  divis- 
ion of  classes  into  sections.  For  this  pnrpose  a  dozen  more  class-rooms  are 
.needed. 

Closets,  wash-rooms,  and  wardrobes  are  also  greatly  needed.  At  present  half 
»of  the  students  are  obliged  to  use  the  corridors  for  dressing  rooms,  while  there 
is  no  wash-room  at  all  for  the  young  men. 

The  literary  societies,  of  which  there  are  four  or  five,  form,  as  they  ought, 
-one  of  the  nseful  and  attractive  features  of  the  school.  These  now  have  no 
rooms  of  their  own,  but  are  obliged  to  meet  as  they  can  in  the  study  rooms  of 
the  primary  and  grammar  grades  of  the  practice  school,  and  in  various  reoita- 
.tion  rooms.  Much  would  be  added  to  the  interest  of  students  in  these  societies, 
84 
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and  to  the  nsefalness  of  the  societies,  if  each  could  have,  as  in  other  schools, 
its  own  room,  which  the  occnpants  could  furnish  and  adorn,  and  where  society 
libraries  could  be  kept  and  enlarged.  Every  one  knows  that  the  literary 
societies  of  an  institution  of  learrning  form  one  of  the  most  pleasiug  features — 
one  of  the  strongest  ties  of  its  graduates  to  their  cUma  maier.  The  Normal 
School  would  be  greatly  benefited  if  these  literary  societies  could  be  encour- 
aged by  having  rooms  assigned  to  them  for  permanent  and  exclusive  use. 

These  and  other  needs  of  the  State  Normal  school^  which  we  will  not  weary 
you  by  enlarging  upon,  impel  us  to  ask  at  your  hands  the  means  of  enlarging 
the  present  buildings. 

A  competent  architect  has  been  employed  to  look  over  the  ground,  and  after 
consultation  with  members  of  the  faculty  it  has  been  determined  that  an  addi- 
tion  sixty  feet  by  one  hundred,  and  three  stories  high  at  the  west  end  of  the 
present  structure  could  be  made  to  supply  admirably  the  needs  of  the  school 
for  more  room. 

On  the  first  floor  of  this  proposed  addition  space  is  given  for  closets  and 
wardrobes,  four  additional  recitation  rooms  for  the  school  of  practice  and  two 
large  session  rooms  for  the  primary  and  grammar  grades  of  that  department, 
thus  releasin^for  other  needs  the  two  large  rooms  they  now  occupy. 

The  second  story  of  the  addition  will  furnish  some  recitation  rooms  and  a 
large  study  hall  for  the  young  women,  thus  releasing  three  large  rooms  for 
other  uses. 

The  third  story  will  be  occupied  for  a  large  lecture  room  for  physics  and 
chemistry,  a  laboratory,  apparatus  rooms  and  a  workshop  for  making  and  re- 
pairing apparatus,  while  the  astronomical  observatory  will  be  immediately  ad- 
joining, thus  gathering  together  into  convenient  contiguity  the  now  scattered 
sections  of  this  department,  while  one  large  room  on  the  ground  floor  of  the 
present  building  will  be  released  for  other  uses. 

After  careful  estimates,  we  are  able  to  promise  that  such  desired  addition  can 
be  completed,  heated,  and  furnished  ready  for  occupancy,  for  the  sum  of 
$50,000,  and  your  memorialists  earnestly  urge  your  honorable  bodies  to  appro- 
priate for  this  purpose  the  above  named  sum. 

It  is  perhaps  unnecessary,  in  conclusion,  to  recall  to  you  the  services  which 
the  State  Normal  School  has  rendered  to  the  State  as  one  of  the  factors  of  her 
educational  system. 

Not  to  mention  the  thousands  of  young  men  and  women  who  have  pursued 
partial  courses  of  study  at  the  school,  and  whose  influence  in  favor  of  good 
teaching  and  of  good  schools  is  felt  in  nearly  every  township  of  the  State,  the 
institution  has  graduated  from  her  full  courses  and  sent  into  the  schools  of 
this  and  other  States  nearly  1,200  trained  and  expert  teachers. 

At  the  present  time,  at  least  20  per  cent  of  all  the  superintendents  and 
principals  of  the  graded  schools  of  the  State,  including  such  cities  as  Albion, 
Ann  Arbor,  Calumet,  Detroit,  Hillsdale,  Lapeer,  Lansing,  Pontiac,  Tecumseh, 
Traverse  Gity,  etc,  are  graduates  of  the  Normal  School,  while  they  are  repre- 
sented in  nearly  one-third  of  all  the  county  boards  of  school  examiners. 
Nearly  or  quite  half  of  all  the  graded  schools  of  the  larger  cities  employ  lady 
graduates  of  the  Normal  School  as  first  assistants  or  preceptresses.  In  many 
other  States,  too,  from  New  England  to  California,  graduates  of  the  Michigan 
State  Normal  School  are  holding  honorable  and  influential  positions  as  teach- 
ers. But  their  work  is  by  no  means  confined  to  the  larger  city  and  graded 
schools ;  hundreds  are  and  have  been  for  years  doing  work  in  the  primary  and 
rural  schools. 
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A  carefal  collection  and  examination  of  statistics  show  that  the  larger  pro- 
portion of  normal  school  graduates  become  permanent  teachers.  For  example, 
of  the  294  graduates  from  the  fall  courses  of  the  school  in  the  ten  years 
between  1870  and  1880,  270  are  known  to  hare  taught,  of  10  no  report  was 
given,  while  but  4  were  known  not  to  have  taught  On  an  average,  calculated  m 
1884,  these  294  graduates  had  taught  Jive  years  apiece.  In  other  words,  the 
actual  teaching  of  these  graduates  was  62  per  cent  of  what  it  would  have 
been  if  every  one  had  taught  continuously  from  graduation  to  1884. 

With  these  facts  and  considerations  we  leave  the  interests  of  the  State  Nor- 
mal School  confidently  in  your  hands.

PRESENTATION  OF  PETITIONS. 

No.  523.  By  Mr.  Wright:  Memorial  of  Judge' Albert  Miller,  of  Bay  City, 
Mich.;  relative  to  appropriation  for  the  Pioneer  Society  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan ;      . 

On  demand  of  Mr.  Wright, 

The  memorial  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  large  on   the  Journal,  as 
follows : 
To  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan  : 

The  Legislature  of  the  great  State  of  Michigan  for  the  year  1SS5  meets  in  its 
capitol  which  is  the  first  in  any  State  in  the  Union  which  was  built  within  the 
estimates  made  for  the  cost  of  its  construction,  and  paid  for  when  built.  And 
after  nearly  fifty  years  of  existence  under  a  constitutional  government  by  the 
people,  18  without  a  State  debt,  with  a  financial  condition  equal  if  not  superior 
to  any  other  of  the  United  States.  What  has  been  the  cause  of  this  great  pros- 
perity? Surely  not  the  apparent  natural  advantages  of  the  territory  which 
formed  the  State,  for  in  the  beginning  it  was  pronounced  unfit  for  settlement. 
But  a  few  bold  pioneers  conceived  the  idea  of  making  a  home  in  this  wilder- 
ness, and  after  many  privations,  through  industry,  economy,  and  indomitable 
perseverance,  they  succeeded.  So  those  who  came  afterwards  in  the  successive 
years  followed  their  example,  and  being  benefited  by  the  labor  of  their  prede- 
cessors have  continued  to  improve  their  condition  till  the  present  prosperity 
has  been  arrived  at.  Every  locality  of  the  State,  in  the  struggle  of  its  early 
settlers  to  open  up  the  wilderness  and  establish  the  institutions  and  industries 
which  have  conduced  so  greatly  to  the  prosperity  of  the  people,  has  a  history 
of  its  own.  And  to  wrest  that  history  from  oblivion  and  preserve  it  in  a  form 
to  be  referred  to  hereafter  the  State  Pioneer  Society  was  formed  when  but  few 
of  the  participants  in  those  early  struggles  remained.  After  many  discourag- 
ing circumstances,  and  much  time  and  money  spent  by  the  society,  the  first 
Tolnme  of  "  Pioneer  collections  "  was  published  in  1876.  And  subsequently  in 
the  years  1878  and  1880  respectively  a  volume  was  published.  The  work  of 
the  pioneers  seems  to  have  been  appreciated  by  the  public,  for  in  1881  the 
Legislature  granted  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  publishing  a  volume  in  each  of 
the  years  1881  and  1882,  and  the  Legislature  of  1883  continued  the  appropri- 
ation. In  all,  six  volumes  of  the  "  Pioneer  Collections ''  have  been  published,, 
containing  a  large  amount  of  interesting  reading  matter,  which  is  very  valuable 
for  the  luture  historian  of  Michigan  to  glean  from. 

A  similar  appropriation  is  required  for  the  years  1885  and  1886.  A  bill  for 
that  purpose,  after  having  passed  the  Senate  unanimously,  meets  with  opposi* 
tion  in  the  House  of  Bepresentatives.  Why  that  opposition?  Is  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  State  such  that  it  will  cripple  her  resources  to  pay  the 
small  sum  required  ?  Do  the  Bepresentatives  find  that  the  money  appropri- 
ated is  squandered  on  favorites,  who  do  not  render  an  equivalent  for  the  money 
received  ?    If  so,  their  opposition  should  be  commended.    No  class  of  the  peo-

pie  of  Michigan  more  emphatically  condemn  jobbery,  than  the  pioneers.  They 
do  not  ask  to  be  pensioned  upon  the  bounty  of  the  State.  The  ''Committee 
of  Historians/'  and  other  officers  of  the  society,  spend  much  time  in  preparing 
and  arranging  material  for  publication,  for  which  they  receive  no  compensa- 
tion. Not  a  dollar  is  paid  for  articles  furnished  for  publication.  The  money 
is  required  for  indexing,  proof-reading,  printing,  and  binding  the  volumes.  It 
must  be  apparent  to  all,  that,  in  a  great  measure,  the  present  prosperity  of  the 
people  of  Michigan,  is  due  to  the  beginnings  made  by  the  pioneers,  and  that 
a  history  of  the  times  in  which  those  beginnings  were  made,  should  be  pre- 
served, aud  as  no  method  has  yet  been  devised  for  preserving  that  history, 
except  through  the  publication  of  the  **  Pioneer  Collections,*'  is  it  not  just  and 
reasonable  that  the  appropriation  required  for  the  said  publications  should  be 
continued  ?

I  dissent  to  so  much  of  their  report  as  provides  for  an  appropriation  of  tl5,000 
for  the  infirmary  for  the  male  department. 

The  Northern  Asylum  for  the  Insane  has  already  received  the  benefit  of  an 
appropriation  of  $400,000,  and  in  all  probability  there  will  be  anocher  appro- 
priation of  about  $125,000  by  the  present  Legislature.  When  completed,  this 
asylum  will  accommodate  at  least  500  insane  persons,  and  this,  in  my  judg- 
ment, should  be  taken  into  consideration:  First,  by  thiVikingof  the  large  outlay 
of  public  funds  in  erecting  such  an  institution;  secondly,  the  knowledge  that 
it  will  at  once  relieve  the  asylum  at  Kalamazoo  of  any  surplusage  of  patients; 
and  thirdly,  the  necessity  of  diminishing  public  expenses  wherever  it  can  be 
done  without  detriment  to  the  true  interests  of  the  public. 

I  do  not  wish  to  be  factious  or  unreasonable,  but,  in  view  of  the  above,  it 
does  seem  to  me  that  this  item  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  can  and  should  be 
lifted  from  the  shoulders  of  the  tax  payers  of  this  State.  On  all  sides  we 
hear  the  cry  of  hard  times;  business  is  prostrated ;  industries  are  languishing; 
the  number  of  failures  is  alarming  and  constantly  increasing;  laborers  are 
seeking  in  vain  for  remunerative  employment;  thousands  of  citizens  of  our 
State,  especially  the  farmers  (to  which  class  I,  myself  belong),  have  found 
great  difficulty  in  paying  their  taxes,|  on  account  of  the  low  price  of  wheat 
and  other  farm  products. 

In  view  of  all  these  facts,  I  cannot  consent  to  impose  any  additional  burden 
upon  thera,  where  it  can  be  avoided,  and  in  this  case  I  think  that  it  can.

The  protest  was  read  at  length,  and  spread  at  large  on   the  journab  as 
follows : 
To  the  BbnorabU  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  StcUeof  Michigan: 

We,  the  undersigned,  citizens  and  residents  of  the  township  of  Benton,  in 
the  county  of  Cheboygan,  State  of  Michigan,  do  hereby  respectfully  remonstrate 
against  the  division  ot  Cheboygan  conn ty  as  proposed  by  the  bill  now  before 
yonr  Honorable  bodies,  as  well  as  against  any  division  thereof,  for  the  follow- 
ing reasons,  to  wit: 

Firsty  The  county  of  Cheboygan  as  now  constituted  is  nicely  arranged  for 
conveirience  of  its  people,  with  reference  to  its  geographical  boundaries,  its 
yarions  lakes,  rivers,  and  streams,  the  railroad  traversing  its  full  length  north 
and  south  and  passing  through  tlie  most  populous  portion  of  the  county,  and 
also  its  various  State  roads ;  also,  considering  its  large  lumbering  interest  so 
intimately  connected  with  the  welfareof  nearly  every  part  of  the  present  county 
organisation. 

/Second,  The  county  of  Cheboygan  as  now  organised  is  sparcely  settled, 
containing  less  than  10,000  inhabitants. 

Third,  That  by  actual  computation  the  territory,  after  detaching  the  town- 
ships as  proposed,  would  contain  only  about  nine  (9)  full  townships  of  land, 
and  if  townships  36  and  37  N.,  of  B.  east,  shall  be  detached  from  Presqne  Isle 
and  included  in  Cheboygan  county,  then  it  will  contain  less  than  eleven  (U) 
full  townships  of  land. 

Fourth,  The  territory  proposed  to  be  organized  from  the  counties  of  Prcsque 
Isle  and  Cheboygan  contains  less  than  1,2U0  inhabitants,  as  your  petitioners 
are  informed,  and  less  than  320  voters,  as  appears  bj^  the  returns  of  the  last 
general  electiott.  That  we  are  informed  and  believe  that  very  many  of  the 
surveyed  townships  in  the  proposed  new  county  contain  no  inhabitants  what- 
ever, and  also  that  those  townships  to  be  detached  from  the  county  of  {^resquo 
Isle  and  attached  to  the  county  of  Cheboygan  have  not  a  singe  inbabitunt,  and 
very  little,  if  any,  land  of  any  value  whatever,  the  principal  part  thereof  baring 
been  timbered  land  and  the  same  cut  and  removed. 

Fifth,  We  are  informed  that  the  valuation  of  the  residents'  property  in  the 
proposed  new  county  is  only  about  1 100,000,  and  the  balance  owned  by  non- 
residents, a  considerable  portion  of  whom  reside  in  the  north  and  of  the  present 
county  of  Cheboygan,  and  are  opposed  to  the  proposed  division. 

Sixth — That  one  of  the  reasons  urged  for  organizing  the  new  county  is  that 
the  present  county  scats  of  Cheboyg:in  and  Presque  Isle  counties  are  not  cen- 
trally located,  and  it  is  asked  that  Itulian  River  be  selected  as  the  couuty  seat 
of  the  new  county,  which  is  situated  in  the  extreme  northwest  corner  town  of 
said  proposed  county.

In  times  of  special  emergency  or  apprehended  danger 
from  riot,  or  other  cause  of  alarm,  said  board  may  appoint  as  many  policemen, 
with  or  without  pay,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  84.  Each  member  of  the  police  force  appointed  by  said  board  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of 
office  prescribed  by  the  constitution,  and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  said 
board.  After  filing  said  official  oath  the  policeman  so  ap]X)inted  shall  have 
power  within  the  city  limits  only,  to  serve  any  summons,  snbpcena,  warrant, 
order,  notice,  paper,  or  process  whatsoever  issued,  as  directed  by  any  justice  of 
the  peace,  recorder  of  the  city,  or  officer  whatsoever  in  the  execution  of  the 
laws  of  this  State  or  ordinances  of  the  city  lor  the  prevention  of  crime  and  the 
punishment  of  oflfenders.  They  shall  have  power  to  serve  process  for  any  vio- 
lation of  the  city  ordinances,  and  generally  shall  havB  and  exercise  the  powers 
as  conservators  of  the  peace  which  township  constables  possess  under  the  gen 
eral  laws  of  the  State ;  but  such  policemen  shall  not  serve  any  civil  process.  It 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  chief,  captain,  or  any  member  of  said  force  to  engage 
in  any  detective  work  for  any  private  person,  firm,  or  corporation,  nor  shall 
they,  in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties  as  members  of  such  police  force, 
be  allowed  to  exceed  or  go  outside  of  the  city  limits  or  boundaries  of  Bay  Oity, 
and  any  member  of  said  force  so  transgressing  shall  be  dismisQed  from  the 
force.  For  the  time  engaged  in  active  service,  each  member  so  engaged  shall 
be  paid  such  sum  as  shall  be  recommended  by  the  board  and  approved  by  the 
council;

Hon.  James  McComiicky  Lansing: 

Deab  sir — We  would  ask  you,  if  consistent  with  your  personal  views,  to 
oppose  House  bill  No.  18  for  the  following  among  innumerable  reasons:  We 
consider  tbat  the  law,  as  it  now  stands,  amply  protects  all  stockholders,  whether 
in  the  minority  or  otherwise.  Not  only  does  the  general  law  of  corporations 
make  it  a  felony  for  any  person  to  issue  fraudulent  stock,  or  for  any  person  to 
sell  or  offer  for  sale  any  fraudulent  stock  of  a  corporation  (Sees.  9341)  and  9350, 
Howell^s  revised  statutes),  but  especially  does  the  act  relative  to  the  formation 
of  mining  and  manufacturing  companies  throw  around  all  stockholders  such 
safeguards  as  protects  them  from  any  wrong  or  fraud.  The  statute  requires 
the  officers  of  the  company  to  make  annual  reports  of  the  condition  of  the  com- 
pany, and  this  is  sworn  to  and  duly  published  in  a  newspaper  of  the  county 
(Sec.  4139,  revised  statutes).  The  books  of  a  corporation  are  always  open  to 
the  inspection  of  all  stockholders,  and  hence  the  business  is,  or  always  can  be, 
known  to  every  one  who  is  a  stockholder  (Sec.  4142,  revised  statutes).  The 
directors  of  a  corporation  are  not  only  liable,  criminally,  for  any  fraudulent 
acts,  and  for  neglect  of  their  duties  (Sec.  4143  and  following,  1  revised  statutes), 
but  they  would  also  be  liable,  civilly,  for  any  damage  which  any  stockholder 
would  suffer  by  their  wrong  doing. 

Then  again,  the  board  of  directors  in  any  event  have  control  of  the  business 
of  the  corporation.  A  majority  of  them  decide  any  question  arising.  The  only 
benefit  of  a  minority  representation  on  such  board  would  be  that  the  person 
so  representing  might  be  present  at  their  meetings — a  thing  which  any  stock- 
holder IS  always  entitled  to  do,  as  every  act  of  the  directors  is  always  open  to 
his  inspection.  It  seems  to  us  that  it  would  be  hard  to  tell,  in  many  instances, 
who  may  be  the  minority  proposed  in  this  act,  and  that  the  determination  of 
this  question  would  not  only  cause  confusion,  but  also  that  the  whole  act 
would  be  impracticable  and  burdensome. 

Its  passage  would  be  especially  disastrous  to  the  interests  of  the  northern 
peninsula,  and  consequently  the  State,  which  derives  a  large  and  important 
revenue  from  specific  taxes  imposed  upon  ore  tonnage  produced  at  the  mines 
of  that  section,  and  for  the  following  reasons,  viz.:  Fully  three-fourths  of  all 
the  business  of  the  northern  peninsula  is  transacted  by  corporations;  the  busi- 
ness ventures  being  largely  operations  of  great  magnitude  in  iron  ore,  copper 
ore,  and  lumber,  requiring  a  large  aggregate  of  capital — by  far  the  most  import- 
ant part  of  which  is  owned  by  eastern  capitalists. 

The  passage  of  this  act  proposed,  which  would  cause  vexatious  complica- 
tions, without  accomplishment  to  any  stockholder  of  a  corporation  will  discour- 
age this  eastern  and  other  outside  capital  from  investment,  thus  retarding  the 
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deyelopinent  of  the  resoarces  of  that  part  of  oar  State,  and  depriving  the  State 
of  the  revenue  which  wonld  be  derived  from  such  development. 

In  shorty  we  believe  the  result  of  the  passage  of  the  proposed  act  would  be, 
in  many  instances,  to  incorporate  into  boards  of  directors  a  discordant  element, 
without  power,  to  the  injury  of  such  corporation,  and  that  the  only  benefit 
sought  to  be  gained  by  the  passage  of  the  act,  viz:  the  presence  of  a  minority 
representative  at  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  directors,  is  already  under  the 
present  statutes  guaranteed  to  every  stockholder.

REPORTS  OF  STANDIKQ  C0MMlTT£ES. 

By  the  committee  on  State  prison : 

The  committee  on  State  prison,  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the 
retiring  Governor's  and  the  Governor's  messages  as  related  to  that  institution, 
respectfully  report  that  we  do  most  heartily  concur  in  their  recommendation 
that  prison  contract  labor  be  abolished ; 

Firstf  Because  the  system  of  letting  the  labor  of  convicts  on  contract, 
creates  an  unfair  and  Injurious  competition  with  the  labor  of  honest  citi- 
zens; and 

Second^  Because  that  system  is  degrading  and  demoralizing  to  the  convicts, 
and  precludes  all  hope  of  bis  reformation. 

We  therefore  recommend,  and  do  most  earnestly  urge  the  enactment  of  a 
taw  prohibiting  tho  prison  ofiSciuls  from  entering  into  any  new,  or  renewing 
any  of  the  existing  contracts  for  the  labor  of  convicts  who  are  conGned  within 
the  prisons  of  this  State. 

We  further  recommend  that  as  fast  as  the  existing  contracts  expire,  the 
prisoners  be  employed  on  the  public  account  plan,  in  the  manufacture  of  such 
articles  as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  prison  oflScials,  subserve  the  best 
interests  of  the  State;  provided  that  in  the  employment  of  such  prisoners  on 
the  public  account,  the  use  of  steam  power  or  machinery  be  strictly  prohibited, 
and  that  the  convicts  be  employed  on  hand  work,  as,  upon. hand  made  boots 
and  shoes,  baud  woven  goods,  for  prison  wear,  and  other  State  purposes,  ecc. 

The  Kistern  Penitentiary  of  Pennsvlvania  employs  its  convicts  on  hand 
work  and  Gnds  a  ready  market  for  its  products.  This  removes  the  contractors 
as.  well  as  the  machinery,  and  no  objections  can  be  made  then,  by  any  party, 
toxonvict  labor.. 

In  connection  herewith,  wo  quote  a  part  of  the  conclusion  arrived  at  by  the 
6peci^l  committee  of  the  63d  general  assembly  of  Ohio  on  prison  labor  after 
they  had  made  an  investigation  of  the  subject: 

'' The  interests  of  the  manufacturer  and  laborer  are  so  closely  allied,  that 
wliatever  tends  to  injure  the  one  must  necessarily  operate  injuriously  to  the 
other.  If  our  manufacturers  suffer  from  any  cause,  the  men  they  employ,  as  a 
natural  consequence,  must  suffer  in  a  corresponding  degree.  The  truth  of 
this  proposition  has  been  vividly  demonstrated  m  our  examination  of  the  sub- 
ject, both  at  Cincinnati  and  Cleveland.  The  testimony  shows  conclusively 
that  the  contract  system  carried  on  in  our  penal  institutions  is  directly  respon- 
sible for  a  large  percentage  of  the  reductions  which  have  taken  place  in  the 
wages  of  thousands  of  our  mechanics  during  the  past  four  years.  Nearly  every 
manufacturer  who  testiGed  before  your  committee  attributed  a  large  percentage 
of  the  reduction  in  wages  to  the  system  which  enabled  maoufacturers  vho  have 
pri^n  contracts,  und.who-  employ  large  forces  of  convicts  at  cheap  rates  to  go 
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into  the  market  and  undersell  them.  There  is  little  or  no  room  Tor  donbt  as  to 
the  e?il  effect  of  this  system  upon  the  interests  of  free  labor.  It  not  only  tends 
to  pauperize  honest  labor,  but  it  is,  in  a  great  measure,  responsible  for  the  over- 
crowded condition  or  so  many  of  ourponal  iustitutions.  This  maybe  a  sur- 
prise to  those  who  have  never  given  this  important  question  any  study ;  still, 
the  indisputable  fact  stares  us  plainly  in  the  face.  Crime  increases  in  proper* 
tion  as  a  class  or  people  are  pauperiz.'d.  Therefore,  the  time  of  any  law-making 
body  can  be  employed  in  no  more  profitable  manner  than  that  of  protecting 
the  industrial  classes  against  any  system  which  tends  to  force  them  into  a  state 
of  pauperism.'' 

It  has  been  frequently  said  by  advocates  of  the  contract  system,  that  the  pro- 
ducts of  the  labor  performed  in  the  penal  institutions  is  but  as  a  drop  in  th« 
bucket  compared  with  the  products  of  free  labor,  but  as  a  fact,  it  is  not  the 
manufacturer  who  makes  the  largest  quantity  who  makes  the  prices,  but  one  of 
the  most  conspicuous  factors  and  regulator  of  prices  is  the  manufacturer  who 
manufactures  the  cheapest. 

The  special  committee  above  referred  to  also  says: 

*'The  system  of  convict  labor  that  has  preference  with  us  after  us  carernl  a 
study  as  we  have  been  able  to  give  it,  and  which  does  not  partake  of  any  of  the 
evils  urged  against  any  of  the  other  systems,  is  the  system  of  manuTacturing 
by  the  State,  or  its  own  account  for  consumption  by  it.  That  is  to  say,  that 
tlie  labor  of  the  convicts  shall  be  utilized  in  the  making  of  all  articles  that 
can  be  used  by  the  State  in  any  or  all  of  its  institutions  and  departments.'* 

Your  committee  also  recommend  that  the  State  Prison  at  Jackson  aud  the 
House  of  Correction  at  Ionia  be  under  control  of  one  board  of  inspectors,  con- 
sisting of  three  members;  also  that  the  prison  warden  be  appointed  at  least 
three  months  before  being  called  upon  to  assume  the  duties  of  their  oflice?. 

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  the  following  amounts  be  appro* 
priated  for  necessary  repairs  and  improvements:

Your  committee  further  recommend  that  in  addition  to  the  above  that  there 
be  appropriated  the  further  sum  of  tl0,000  lor  the  purpose  of  purchasing  the 
raw  materials  and  tools  necessary  to  keep  in  employment  the  convicts  on  biate 
account,  and  that  the  prison  otScials  be  prohibited  from, making  use  of  this 
appropriation  for  any  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

In  conclusion,  we  would  say,  that  with  all  due  deference  to  our  colleagues  of 
the  Senate,  we  must  dissent  to  their  conclusious  on  the  subject  of  contract 
prison  labor  and  that  in  our  opinion  the  day  has  arrived  lor  its  complete 
abolition.

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By  the  committee  on  State  Honse  of  Oorrectioa : 

The  Committee  on  the  State  House  of  Correction  to  whom  was  referred  that 
part  of  the  Governor's  message  relating  to  the  State  Honse  of  Correction  at 
Ionia,  and  who  were  authorized  by  a  special  resolution  to  visit  the  House  of 
Correction  while  under  the  management  of  warden  Waters,  and  again  nnder 
the  management  of  the  present  warden,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  on 
the  28d  day  of  January  and  again  on  the  5th  and  6th  days  of  February  yisited 
said  institution,  and  found  on  the  first  visit  983  convicts,  and  on  the  second 
visit  980  convicts  confined  in  that  institution,  while  there  is  convenient  accom- 
modation for  but  600,  and  of  the  number  confined  there  but  about  600  have 
employment ;  that  the  average  per  diem  of  those  employed  is  about  thirty  (30) 
cents  per  man,  and  the  average  per  diem  per  inmate  is  only  about  twenty  cents ; 
the  reason  so  little  is  earned  is  that  only  two-thirds  of  the  prisoners  are  employed 
and  that  they  are  mostly  committed  for  a  short  tin>e,  the  short  time  men  being 
worth  but  one-third  as  much  on  contract  as  long  time  men.  During  the  last 
year  1,629  convicts  were  committed,  being  689  more  than  for  the  previous  year, 
and  that  the  number  of  disorderlies  increased  from  151  to  752. 

We  also  find  that  over  one-fifth  of  the  increase  for  the  last  year  came  from 
Jackson  county,  that  county  increasing  its  quota  from  99  in  1883  to  235  in 
1884.  The  average  cost  to  the  State  per  capita  for  officers'  fees  for  some  of 
the  counties  is  as  Jbllows  and  is  given  as  an  example : 

Jackpon  county $3,407.50 

Saginaw  county,  92convicts 1,439.80 

Kalamazoo  county,  94  convicts 1,692.00 

Washtenaw  county,  95  convicts 1,942.75 

The  aggregate  amount  for  officers'  fees  for  the  whole  State  being  $26,682.00. 

There  weve  sentenced  at  one  time  by  Police  Justice  Holmes  of  Grand  Sapids, 
seven  men,  by  their  own  request. 

Your  committee  found  other  cases  that  were  doubtless  victims  of  conspiracy 
between  justices  and  constables,  whereby  unoffending  poor  men  have  been 
robbed  of  their  liberty  and  good  name  for  the  fees  received  by  the  officers  from 
the  State  and  county.  Your  committee  recommend  that  such  legislation  be 
had  as  will  prevent  justices  of  the  peace,  and  police  justices  from  sentencing 
any  person  to  the  State  House  of  Correction  at  Ionia.  The  ventilation  of  cells 
which  has  been  the  subject  of  some  complaint,  we  believe  requires  no  special 
attention  of  the  legislature  at  this  time. 

We  report  the  following  as  the  amount  in  our  opinion  actually  necessary  and 
required  as  an  appropriation  for  regular  current  expenses  for  the  years 
1885-6,  viz. :  $75,000.00. 

We  also  submit  in  addition  thereto  the  amended  estimate  of  a  special  appro- 
priation, which  we  recommend,  to  cover  the  necessary  outlay  as  indicated  by 
the  subjoined  exhibit,  viz. :  $5,360.00. 

Making  an  aggregate  total  of  $80,360.00.

sons as  shall  have  died  from  some  infectious  disease.  And  such  boards,  common 
councils,  officers,  or  other  persons  making  such  shipment,  shall  take  the  usual 
shipping  receipt  for  such  package,  and  shall  notify  the  consignee  of  such  ship- 
ment, by  letter,  mailed  on  the  day  the  package  is  so  delivered  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  also  enclose  in  such  letter  a  statement  giving,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, the  name,  age,  residence,  and  cause  of  death  of  such  deceased  person, 
and  the  name  and  postoffice  address  of  the  known  relative  or  relatives  or  friend 
of  such  deceased  persons,  whose  body  has  been  shipped  as  aforesaid ;  and  also  a 
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statement  of  the  costs  and  expenses  which  have  been  incarred  in  the  procuring 
of  the  coffin,  box,  preparation  of  the  body  for  shipment,  and  shipping  the  same, 
and  npon  the  receipt  of  said  consignment,  the  said  demonstrator  of  anatomy  of 
the  Uniyersity  of  Michigan  shall  immediately  forward  to  such  officer,  board, 
council,  or  institution,  or  person,  or  persons  making  such  shipment,  or  incur- 
ring such  expenses,  the  amount  thereof,  not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars:  Providedf  Such  dead  body  shall  not  be  so  shipped  or  delivered 
as  aforesaid,  if  it  shall  be  requested  in  good  faith,  for  interment,  by  any  relative 
or  friend  before  the  same  shall  be  shipped  as  aforesaid;  and  in  case  the  dead 
body  of  any  person  so  delivered  or  shipped  as  aforesaid,  be  subsequently  claimed 
or  demanded  of  said  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  or  of  any  other  person  or  insti- 
tution into  whose  possession  or  under  whose  control  it  may  have  been  placed, 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  law,  by  any  relative  or  legal  representative 
of  such  deceased  person,  for  private  interment,  it  shall  be  given  up  to  such 
claimant,  even  after  the  same  shall  have  been  interred  as  hereinafter  provided. 
Such  bodies  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
shall  then,  in  all  cases,  be  interred  in  some  suitable  place  kept  for  that  purpose, 
and  a  correct  record  shall  be  kept  of  every  such  body ;  and  all  matters  by  which 
such  body  may  be  identified,  coming  to  the  knowledge  of  the  person  or  officer 
at  any  time  in  charge  of  such  bodies,  shall  be  faithfully  recorded  at  length  in 
a  book  to  be  kept  for  such  purposes,  to  the  end  that  the  same  may  be  at  any 
time  traced  and  recovered  by  the  friends  and  relatives  of  such  deceased  person : 
And  provided  further.  That  the  institution,  board,  council,  officer,  or  person 
aforesaid,  in  charge  of  any  such  body  as  aforesaid,  shall,  immediately  after  the 
death  of  such  person,  notify,  if  possible,  by  telegraph,  or  otherwise  by  letter, 
one  or  more  of  the  nearest  known  relatives  of  such  deceased  person,  of  the  death 
of  such  person ;  and  in  no  case  shall  the  body  of  any  such  deceased  person  be 
delivered  or  shipped  as  aforesaid,  until  after  the  expiration  of  twenty-four  hours 
from  death.  And  every  individual,  officer,  or  party  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

expense,  having  in  his  or  their  possession  or  control,  the  dead  body  of  any 
person  not  claimed  by  any  relative,  or  legal  representative,  or  the  county 
superintendents  of  the  poor,  keepers  of  poor-houses,  and  alms-houses,  any  phy- 
sician, or  any  person  in  charge  of  any  poor-house  or  alm-shouse,  sheriff  or 
coroner  having  io  his  or  their  possession  or  control  the  dead  body  of  any  person 
not  claimed  by  any  relative,  personal  friend,  or  legal  representative,  as  herein- 
after provided,  and  which  may  be  required  to  be  buried  at  public  expense,  or 
the  expense  of  any  one  of  such  public  institutions,]  shall  deliver  such  dead  [body] 
or  bodies  within  thirty-six  hours  after  death,  or  after  he  or  they  shall  become 
possessed  thereof,  to  the  express  or  railway  company  at  the  nearest  railway  sta- 
tion, placed  in  a  plain  coffin,  and  enclosed  in  a  strong  box,  securely  fastened,. 
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and  plainly  directed  to  the  *'  Demonstrator  of  Anatomy,  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  Ann  Arbor,  Michigan/'  excepting  only  the  dead  bodies  of  snch  per- 
sons as  shall  have  died  from  some  infectious  disease.  And  snch  boards,  common 
councils,  oflScers,  or  other  persons  making  such  shipment,  shall  take  the  usual 
shipping  receipt  for  such  pacl^age,  and  shall  notify  the  consignee  of  such  ship- 
ment, by  letter,  mailed  on  the  day  the  package  is  so  deUvercd  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  also  enclose  in  such  letter  a  statement  giving,  as  nearly  as  can  be  ascer- 
tained, the  name,  age,  residence,  and  cause  of  death  of  snch  deceased  person, 
and  the  name  and  postofflce  address  of  the  known  [relative  or]  relatives 
of  such  deceased  persons,  whose  body  has  been  shipped  as  aforesaid ;  and  also  a 
statement  of  the  costs  and  expenses  which  have  been  incurred  in  the  procuring 
of  the  coffin,  box,  preparation  of  the  body  for  shipment,  and  shipping  the  same, 
and  upon  the  receipt  of  said  consignment,  the  said  demonstrator  of  anatomy  of 
the  University  of  Michigan  shall  immediately  forward  to  such  oflScer,  board, 
conncil,  or  institution,  [or  person,]  or  persons  making  such  shipment,  or  incur- 
ring such  expense,  the  amonnt  thereof,  not  exceeding  in  any  case  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars:  Provided,  Such  dead  body  shall  not  be  so  shipped  or  delivered 
as  aforesaid,  if  it  shall  be  requested  in  good  faith,  for  interment,  by  any  relative 
before  the  same  shall  be  shipped  as  aforesaid;  and  in  case  the  dead 
body  of  any  person  so  delivered  or  shipped  as  aforesaid,  be  subsequently  claimed

When  private  property  is  taken  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  the  public, 
the  necessity  for  using  such  property,  and  the  just  compensation  to  be  made 
therefor,  except  when  to  be  made  by  the  State,  shall  be  ascertained  by  a  jury  of 
twelve  freeholders,  residing  in  the  vicinity  of  such  property,  or  by  not  less  than 
three  commissioners,  appointed  by  a  court  of  record,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law :  [Provided^  The  foregoing  provision  shall  in  no  case  be  construed  to 
apply  to  the  action  of  commissioners  of  highways  or  drain  commissioners  in 
the  oflScial  discharge  of  their  duties  as  such  commissioners.] . 

Re  it  further  resolved,  That  said  constitutional  amendment  be  submitted 
to  the  people  of  the  State  at  the  general  election,  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
next  succeeding  the  first  Monday  in  November,  1883.

The  county  clerk  shall  record  all  such 
approved  statements  in  a  book  provided  for  such  purpose  by  the  county ;  and 
annually,  on  the  31st  of  December,  make  a  full  and  complete  report  to  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  of  all  jiersons  registered  the  preceding  year ;  and  the 
county  derk  shall  attach  the  seal  of  his  office  to  the  approved  statement,  and 
return  the  statement  to  the  person  making  the  same.  For  such  services  the 
clerk  shall  receive  fifty  cents,  to  be  paid  by  the  person  filing  the  same.  No 
atudent  or  under  graduate  shall  be  given  a  certificate  for  a  longer  time  than 
two  years.

By  Mr.  J.  A.  Case:  Remonstrance  of  John  Bmlow,  Henry  Han- 
son, and  60  others,  residents  of  Presqae  Isle  Co.,  against  proposed  oiganixa- 
.  tion  of  connty  of  Snmner. 

On  demand  of  Mr.  J.  A.  Case, 

The  remonstrance  was  read  at  length  and  spread  at  large  on  the  Jonrnal,  as 
follows: 
To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Michigan : 

We,  yonr  petitioners,  do  humbly  remonstrate  with  your  honorable  body 
against  the  passage  of  House  bill  No.  487,  entitled,  a  bill  to  detach  certain  ter- 
ritory from  the  counties  of  Cheboygan  and  Presque  Isle,  and  to  organize  the 
same  into  a  new  connty,  to  be  known  as  Sumner  county ;  and  also  against  the 
passage  of  House  bill  No.  489,  entitled,  a  bill  to  detach  certain  territory  from 
Presqne  Isle  county  and  attach  the  same  to  the  county  of  Cheboygan.  And 
we  would  respectfully  urge  upon  your  honorable  body  the  consideration  of  the 
following  facts : 

Firstf  The  western  tier  of  townships  in  our  present  county,  and  which  it  is 
proposed  by  the  said  bills  to  detach  from  the  said  county  of  Presque  Isle,  are 
rich  agricultural  lauds,  as  are  also  the  western  halves  of  Range  three  east, 
while  the  eastern  part  of  range  three  east  and  the  western  part  of  range  four 
east  are  barren  sand  plains,  which  must  for  many  years  remain  unsettled.  The 
detaching  of  range  two  east  would  therefore  leave  a  narrow  strip  of  territory 
on  our  western  border  which  would  never  be  formed  into  townships  of  com- 
pact, having  any  considerable  area  of  arable  land. 

Second^  With  our  territory,  as  now  existing,  we  are  obliged  to  raise  a  coonty 
tax  equal  to  from  1^  to  1^  per  cent  upon  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  county.

Whereas,  The  United  States  unsurveyed  shoal  water  lands  in  Lake  St 
Olair,  in  the  State  of  Michigan,  generally  known  as  the  St.  Glair  Flats,  are  and 
long  have  been  a  place  of  favorite  and  great  resort  by  the  people,  even  from 
abroad,  for  boating  and  sailing,  recreation  and  health,  and  for  fishing  and 
hunting,  the  same  being  a  world  famous  resort  for  game,  in  season ; 

Akd  whereas,  It  is  a  grateful  convenience  and  a  beneficent  privilege  to  the 
public  to  have  at  hand  an  inviting  resort  conferring  as  does  this  territory 
especial  favors,  where  the  people  may  go  for  proper  and  healthful  pleasure  and 
for  relaxation  and  recuperation  from  the  wearing  pursuits  of  business; 

Akd  whebeas,  This  territory  has  for  so  long  been  a  place  of  free  resort  for 
all  the  people  for  the  purposes  aforementioned  that  they  would  not  now  know 
how  to  do  without  it,  and  situated  as  it  is  adjaoent  to  the  great  and  growing 
city  of  Detroit — a  just  pride  of  the  whole  country — it  too  would  most  justly, 
deeply,  and  forever  feel  its  irreparable  loss  as  a  place  of  public  resort,  while 
the  sum  for  which  it  would  be  sold  as  a  part  of  the  public  domain  would  con- 
stitute but  a  trifling  one  which  would  never  be  felt  to  be  of  account ;
